Seasons Change, and So Do We 

Our sports blog commences, 'SXSW Presents' continues, and Priest unmasks the past

Oops! Last week we incorrectly 
reported that Texans for Lawsuit Re- 
form endorsed Austin Democratic Rep. 
Mark Strama in the 2004 election. The 
tort reform group actually endorsed Rep. 
Jack Stick, the Republican who lost his 
re-election bid to Strama. The Chronicle 
regrets the error. 


Most of the world is living in the first quar- 
ter of the present century (21st), so it seems 
only appropriate that the Chronicle is finally 
trying to get up to speed with the last quarter 
of the previous century (20 th ). (After reading 
the following, check out “An Aside” at the 
end of this section.) 

But let’s get to discussing the Chronicle s 
anachronistic ways. Finally we may be 
leaving some - many, if not all - of them 
behind. There has already been progress, 
as well as a serious, ongoing effort to re- 
create the Chronicle s Web site. The site - 
austinchronicle.com - will no longer be simply 
an online version of each week’s print edition 
but an entity unto itself. Original editorial, 
new areas of concentrated coverage, breaking 
news, more art to support certain stories, and 
overall interactivity, as well as a forums sec- 
tion, are all under way, and there is a lot more 
to come. Now you can respond to letters, par- 
ticipate in open forums, and post comments 
online directly after reading a story. All of this 
is set up for your convenience, with no pass- 
word or personal memory involved. 

In addition, there is now increased 
online sports coverage, presided over by 
Mark Fagan and highlighted every Thursday 
(austinchronicle.com/sports). Finally, readers 
can attack the Chronicle for being as elitist 
and stupid about sports as we are about 
everything else. There’s a lot more to come. 

Now, all of this is set up for interactivity, so 
we need our readers to comment, respond, 
offer a different perspective, and/or just share 
their thoughts. Please, check out the Chronicle 
online, and get involved. 

(An Aside: In the Chronicle’s defense, I’d like 
to point out that we are not running nearly 
as far behind the actual times as the current 
Bush administration, which seems happily 
ensconced in the first quarter of said past cen- 
tury. In fact, one can now assume that a “Bush 
conservative” is someone who longs for the 
America of the late 1890s through the first 
couple of decades of the 1900s. You remember 
reading about those times, don’t you? There 


was a lot of talk of democracy and the com- 
mon man, while business - especially the 
robber barons and international corporations - 
really ran the show, set foreign policy, exploited 
labor, and did little to support the federal gov- 
ernment or the American people. Not only was 
it anti-labor, anti-minority, pro-industry, and 
hands-off on the Ku Klux Klan, but there was 
also unprecedented racist, immoral, and anti- 
immigrant rhetoric and legislation. There was 
also a major imperialistic adventure, which, 
no matter how well-intentioned, turned very 
sour (the Philippines). The major scandal of 
the period was the Teapot Dome scandal in 
1922, during which it was discovered that 
the government was leasing land to major oil 
companies with no bids or royalties involved. 
All sounds familiar, doesn’t it?)

As I noted last week, the third season of 
SXSW Presents is now running on KLRU on 
Tuesdays, 9- 10 :30pm. The show will run on 
Tuesdays in that time slot through the end 
of the year. SXSW Presents season three will 
continue through the beginning of next year, 
but the scheduling is not yet completely set. 
Yes, I’m an executive producer, but this is 
less of a conflict of interest than usual, as 
I really do so little. As I noted last week, 
SXSW Presents is run by Matt Dentler, head 
of SXSW Film, with SXSW co-workers Jarod 
Neece and Lya Guerra. This series presents 
films (mostly, but not all, documentaries) 
that have been shown and caused excitement 
on the film-festival circuit but haven’t been 
readily available for later viewings. 

Deep appreciation for this show has to go 
to all the folks at KLRU and on its board, who 
have done an amazing job of revitalizing the 
station in the last few years (note: I was but 
am no longer a KLRU board member). Very 
special thanks must be paid to KLRU CEO 
Bill Stotesbery (also an executive producer 
of SXSW Presents ). For years, there has been 
planning aimed at making KLRU the Austin 
station carrying PBS programming rather than 
the PBS outlet in Austin. The station’s way of 


doing this is to offer more self-produced, local 
programming along with the terrific national 
PBS shows. In this direction, there had been 
a lot of talk and fundraising, coupled with 
extraordinary support and interest from the 
local business and creative communities. 
Mary Beth Rogers, as CEO of the station, did 
an extraordinary job establishing contacts 
and laying groundwork, as well as launching 
several successful local shows. 

Stotesbery has really brought this home by 
combining a politician’s skills and a cutthroat 
diplomat’s sense of purpose with good old, long- 
time Austin charm. Running into Stotesbery the 
other day, I noted (perhaps with unintentional 
cruelty) that he looked like someone who had 
been the president of the U.S. for a number of 
years. No matter how youthful they start out, 
they usually seem prematurely aged after any 


serious time in the office. Stotesbery looked far 
more dynamic but still somewhat like the folks 
at the end of Frank Capra’s Lost Horizon (based, 
of course, on James Hilton’s novel) leaving 
Shangri-La after having long lived there. 

Creative innovation, birthing new shows, 
and navigating local, station, university, and 
personal politics aren’t easy to accomplish 
anywhere. In Austin, not only are there even 
more tributaries to consider, but, in addition, 
the currents are insanely swift, with hard- 
core, unhindered piranha swimming them at 
will. Imagine pushing an enormous boulder 
uphill. Stotesbery has done this with style! 

KLRU is now offering a range of terrific 
local programming, with even more planned. 
Once again, the station has reinvented itself, 
reinvigorating Austin City Limits in the pro- 
cess. Certainly we are thrilled that SXSW

Think Taxes Not Tacos 

Dear Editor, 

Re: “Tough Tacos” [“Point Austin,” News, 
Sept. 29]: I work Downtown, and I have eaten 
at Las Manitas a few times. I moved to Austin 
in 1981, the same year the cafe opened. I 
just don’t see this place as worthy of so much 
attention. I very much admire Gus Garcia, but 
in my opinion there are better restaurants in 
the area.

The bigger 
issue to me is the impact on the vast majority 
of Austin residents who never set foot in the 
place but pay property taxes.

Questions 'Urbanist' Design

Re: Mueller [“Building Utopia,” News, Sept. 
29]: Since at least 2000, Mueller has been pro- 
moted exclusively through imagery of dynamic, 
well-structured, populated streetscapes and has 
been described as “urbanist.” And yet, the very 
first building on the site, the Dell Children’s 
Medical Center, abandons urban site-planning 


principles entirely. In classically suburban corpo- 
rate-campus tradition, the building is a rambling 
form dropped in the center of its block, protected 
from the street by expanses of landscaping and 
parking lots. More disturbing is the site plan- 
ning of the regional retail, which is nothing more 
than a large-scale strip center. The buildings are 
pushed to the periphery behind a large parking 
lot that covers the majority of the block. 

I applaud Catellus for their commitment to 
green building, affordable housing, and access 
for minority- and women-owned businesses, but 
I would like to see a similar commitment to the 
urbanist principals that were used so aggres- 
sively to sell the Mueller concept.

Mueller No Utopia 

Dear Editor, 

The Mueller “utopia” is a great deal if you 
do not know how to do math, don’t consider 
interest, and spin the project like the city, proj- 
ect managers, and neighborhood/environmental 
cartel have done [“Building Utopia,” News, Sept. 
29]. It sounds better if you smoke some crack 
while you look at the balance sheet. 

The land was given away, and the development 
cost is being paid for with city bonds. The zoning 
is a sweetheart deal at five-plus net residential 
units per acre (4,000/771 - not counting com- 
mercial and civic uses). No cost, no risk, and all 
profit. My house cats could make a fortune out 
of a deal like that. 

Simple math - $48 million in bonds to pay devel- 
opment cost - $62, 257/acre (or $652 million 
total cost at 4% over 20 years = $846, 000/acre). 
The land should have been worth $200, 000/acre 
or $154,200,000 (which would be worth $2.1 bil- 
lion over 20 years at 4%). 

The spin is that we have “utopia,” it pays for 
itself in only 20 years and is “gravy after that.” 


Actually we have one of the most expensive 
developments imaginable - close to $1 million 
an acre in city subsidies ($200,000 per lot). The 
reality is that the city could have sold the land 
to a for-profit developer, let the market drive the 
design (or give them the sweetheart zoning), and 
let them produce the same tax base in much 
less time, while paying the development cost. 
Tax revenue is the same or greater, and the city 
has $154 million in cash to pay for park mainte- 
nance, invest, or other cool stuff. It is all “gravy” 
from the start, just like all developments built 
with private equity. 

The value of indulging the egos of goofy neigh- 
borhood groups, city bureaucrats, and blow-hard 
politicians all of whom believe they know how 
to create and manage development, may be 
“priceless,” but the real cost in dollars when you 
aren’t squandering someone else’s money is a 
complete disaster for taxpayers. 

Mueller is a “model” for how to steal from 
the public and take credit for creating “utopia” 
without accounting for any of the costs.

At press time, federal Judge Sam Sparks declared that the term “necessary 
steps” in Austin’s anti-smoking ordinance is unconstitutionally vague. He 
enjoined the city from holding businesses liable for failure to take “neces- 
sary steps” other than posting “no smoking” signs and removing ashtrays 
and other smoking accessories and from suspending city permits or licens- 
es and imposing fines related to that portion of the ordinance. All other 
portions of the law, Sparks ruled, still stand. 

This is your last warning: If you haven’t already registered to vote in the 
Nov. 7 general election, you need to do so by next Tuesday, Oct. 10. You 
can do it at the Travis Co. Web site (www.traviscountytax.org/goVoters.do), or 
pick up forms at post offices, libraries, and other locations around town. 

Austin political columnist Molly Ivins endorsed Democrat Chris Bell for 
governor this week, despite having provided opponent Kinky Friedman with 
one of his slogans: “How hard could it be?” Saying that has turned out to 
be “a little harder than Kinky is willing to make an effort to go,” Ivins said. 
She called Bell “intelligent, knowledgeable, and funny,” concluding, “All we 
have to do to win this is get Democrats to vote. Let’s make it a vote for 
Annie [Richards].”

was just acquired), fueling buses with cleaner ultra-low-sulfur diesel, and car 
and van pools. Ozone Action Days are declared on hot, sunny, still days when 
conditions are most favorable for the accumulation of unhealthy levels of 
ground-level ozone, according to the Texas Department of Transportation, 
which says exposure to this bad ozone, created largely by motor-vehicle 
exhaust, can result in asthma and respiratory infections and can adversely 
impact plant life, reduce crop yields, and kill trees. Environment Texas advo- 
cate Luke Metzger, an ozone-day rider, said the decision is disappointing, 
especially given Austin’s marginal air-quality situation. It’s unclear how Cap 
Metro collected its ozone-day-ridership-increase figures, but at the low end of 
the company’s estimates, 3% of its 130,000 daily one-way trips is 3,900 peo- 
ple who may have chosen the bus over driving. - Daniel Mottola 

Speaking of getting around town, Austin CarShare, a nonprofit that allows 
members, who pay a monthly fee, to reserve Toyota Tacoma pickups or 
Scion xA cars for short periods of time, is the first version of the increas- 
ingly popular concept to appear in Texas. Last Thursday, car sharing got a 
vote of confidence from City Council, which passed a resolution, sponsored 
by Sheryl Cole and Lee Leffingwell, establishing four permanent parking 
spots around the city for CarShare vehicles and exempting them from city 
parking-meter fees throughout the city. “Austin CarShare applauds the for- 
ward thinking of the Austin City Council and commitment to build this pro- 
gram into a real transportation solution for residents in Austin’s urban core. 
We see the parking problem at the University of Texas and the number of 
cars that sit in downtown parking garages for eight hours a day and believe 
that Austin CarShare could reduce the number of cars on our roads,” says 
a CarShare press release. “It is important that the City of Austin encourag- 
es programs that lower emissions for cleaner air, reduces the number of 
cars on our streets, and gives citizens transportation options as gas prices 
fluctuate wildly.”

Why Vote? 

Here are 10 good reasons to 
mark your calendar for Nov. 7

Ready or not, the general election - Tuesday, 
Nov. 7 - is only a month away, and most of the 
ink spilled thus far has been on the governor’s 
race. For example, does a 2 O-year- old comedy 
routine disqualify Kinky Friedman from smok- 
ing cigars at the mansion? (Since Dubya Bush 
once lived there, I suppose it’s unfair to ask 
whether Friedman’s utter lack of interest in the 
actual details of any public-policy questions 
has any bearing . . .) 

We’ll have more to say on the governor’s 
race in due course, and Friday night’s “debate” 
(the Big Four, minus Libertarian James Werner) 
may serve at least to harden up the still vola- 
tile poll numbers. For the moment, it’s worth 
emphasizing that with the incumbent currently 
polling somewhere in the 30% range, there’s 
even less logic than usual to the excuse, “My 
vote doesn’t count.” Although on money and 
name ID, Rick Perry still has to be favored, 
there’s no reason that in this wide-open race, 
one of the others can’t stage an upset. 

That’s just one 1) reason to vote on Nov. 7. 
On the Travis Co. ballot there are many more; 
here are nine more of the most compelling: 

2) Congressional Races: Because of the 
sad, tired conclusion to Republican re-redis- 
tricting, both Congressional District 21 and 
Congressional District 25 will be at the top of 
the ballot in open races that will require voters 
to select individual candidates (not straight 
ticket). Longtime Austin Rep. Lloyd Doggett 
is not likely to be threatened by his three 
lightly known opponents (Republican Grant 
Rostig, Libertarian Barbara Cunningham, and 
Independent Brian Parrett), but Congressional 
District 25 is heavily redrawn, and Dems need 
to turn out in large numbers to make a state- 
ment there. In Congressional District 21, San 
Antonio’s Lamar Smith is now more deeply 
entrenched - but with no fewer than six oppo- 
nents, it’s at least possible that Smith will be 
given a scare by the indefatigable Democrat 
John Courage - with a heavy enough Austin 
Dem turnout. (In Congressional District 10, 
stretching from West Lake Hills to Houston, 
Dem Ted Ankrum is a longer shot against 
incumbent Michael McCaul and Libertarian 
Michael Badnarik.) 

3) U.S. Senator: Speaking of indefatigable, 
Houston lawyer Barbara Radnofsky seems to be 
actually making a dent in incumbent Sen. Kay 
Bailey Hutchison’s prim aura of invincibility. 
The Democrat is still very much a long shot 
- that’s all the more reason to turn out and 
make the race interesting. 


NAKED CITY 


Capital Metro announced last week that it will no longer offer free rides on 
Ozone Action Days. Spokesman Adam Shaivitz said Cap Metro’s board felt 
the average ozone-day ridership increases of 3-10% weren’t enough to justify 
the roughly $10,000 in fares it sacrificed each free day. Instead, Shaivitz said, 
the board wants to focus funds on things like buying new hybrid buses (a third

4) Attorney General: Incumbent Greg 
Abbott has more money than sense, and Dem 
challenger David Van Os . . . well, labor attorney 
Van Os is using the bully pulpit of a court- 
house-to-courthouse campaign to try to revive

a Democratic populist tradition of anti-corporate, pro-worker 
sentiment last represented at the Capitol by Jim Hightower 
(see p.25). Van Os can be a walking cliche - he apparently 
thinks the epithet “silk-stocking!” retains 21st-century reso- 
nance - but he’s got more lively ebullience than anybody else 
on the ballot (including Kinky). 

5) Supreme Court Justice, Place 2: Trumping both 
Radnofsky and Van Os, Dem challenger Bill Moody, an El Paso 
state district judge, is running his shoe-leather campaign on 
the real thing: walking across the state against Perry appointee 
(and corporate attorney) Don Willett. Moody is that increas- 
ingly curious thing: a court candidate with real judicial expe- 
rience and the sole exception to the Democrats’ otherwise 
failure to field Supreme Court opposition. We need it. There 
are also Libs on the list, if you’re interested. 

6) State Representative, District 47: If the Dems are 
to maintain the momentum generated by Donna Howard’s 
spring upset of Ben Bentzin in District 48 (Howard now has 
only a Libertarian opponent), they need to ratify that victory 
with a push for upstart Valinda Bolton to replace Terry Keel 
in District 47. The GOP nominated the (relatively) moderate 
Bill Welch, and Bolton has her work cut out in this middling 
district. It will be close. 

7) State Representative, District 50: This is another swing 
district, in which incumbent Rep. Mark Strama faces newcomer 
Jeff Lleece - nominee of the state GOP establishment - and 
Libertarian Jerry Chandler. Strama is among the new generation 
of Capitol Dems trying to establish a sustainable opposition 
with some real muscle. He should win, but he’ll need turnout. 

8) 3rd Court of Appeals: In the open Place 3 seat (vacated 
by retiring Justice Bea Ann Smith), Diane Henson, who nar- 
rowly lost to appointed Place 6 incumbent Bob Pemberton 
in 2004, should have a real shot to defeat Republican Will 
Wilson - depending on turnout and down-ballot voter atten- 
tion. Dem challengers in Place 5 (Mina Brees) and Place 6 
(Bree Buchanan) have longer odds against incumbents David 
Puryear and Pemberton. 

9) District Judge, 299th Judicial District: The Dem 

nominee and longtime criminal appeals judge, Democrat 
Charlie Baird, is among the most experienced, scholarly, and 
fairest judges in the state, with a particular expertise in the 
failings of the state’s capital punishment system. He’s run- 
ning against Republican attorney Madeleine Connor, a Court 
of Criminal Appeals clerk with no judicial experience. 

10) City of Austin Bond Propositions: If for no other rea- 

son, Austin voters need to turn out to determine their choices on 
propositions 1 through 7, the propositions that will determine 
the fate of nearly $570 million in general obligation bonds. The 
bonds will cover everything from street reconstruction, flood 
control, open-space acquisition, parkland, cultural facilities, a 
new central library, affordable housing, and public-safety facilities 
(even a new animal shelter). Whatever you think about future city 
priorities - the bonds are very large reasons to vote. ■ 


Born into trouble, the proposed Water Treatment Plant 
No. 4 has been plagued with questions. Is the speed at which 
City Council is proceeding on the plant appropriate? Are the 
two proposed tracts - both in the ecologically sensitive 
Balcones Canyonlands Preserve - the only viable candi- 
dates? More broadly, what does building a plant in Northwest 
Austin to draw from Lake Travis, mean for the city’s overall 
water plans? City Council hoped to assuage such concerns at 
its hearing last Thursday - predicated on the city’s position 
that, while each site is home to endangered species, the 
Cortana tract is preferable to the originally permitted site at 
Bull Creek. So why did the hearing end with the announce- 
ment that construction was already under way at Bull Creek? 

“There is a construction trailer on the site tonight,” Will 
Wynn told the Travis Audubon Society’s Jeff Mundy. He had 
asked the mayor what had come of council’s Aug. 24 resolu- 
tion authorizing Bull Creek construction to begin Sept. 27 if 
Travis County had not given Cortana its blessing by then. “My 
understanding is,” said Wynn, “the construction driveway, the 
gate, construction trailer, and survey work began today on 
Water Treatment Plant No. 4, Bull Creek site.” 

Bull Creek thus officially became the latest logjam between 
the county and the city over site selection. The city’s insis- 
tence that we will need additional water capacity by 2013 has 
informed the considerable speed of the process, speed that 
has dismayed biologists and board and commission members 
who’ve felt left out of critical decisions. The county has taken 
a decidedly more cautious approach. After council passed its 
drop-dead date (save Jennifer Kim, who has opposed the proj- 
ect from the start), Travis Co. Judge Sam Biscoe wrote to the 
council, saying that due to “widespread public interest, a pub- 
lic hearing by Travis County is the prudent step to take.” With 
public-notice requirements, that also meant a three-week 
delay, to past the Sept. 27 deadline. (The county’s hearing 
was under way at press time Wednesday.) 

The county’s approval is required because it co-manages 
the BCP with the city. A collection of conservation lands in 
Northwest Austin, the local/federal preserve was created as 
sprawl mitigation and a home for endangered species. The 
Bull Creek site was bought before the BCP’s creation and is 
mitigated, permitted, and ready for construction. But, along 
with the fact that it’s surrounded by preserve lands, its devel- 
opment has long been hampered by concerns of creek pollu- 
tion. It’s also home to the endangered golden-cheeked warbler 
and the Jollyville Plateau salamander. The Cortana tract doesn’t 
pose the same problems but is home to a few pairs of black- 
capped vireo, another endangered bird. In exchange for building 
there, the city has agreed to an extensive list of conditions, 
such as adding thousands of additional acres in mitigation to 
the BCR According to the city’s fact-finding for the hearing, 
“There is no feasible and prudent alternative to the use of the 
Cortana site in the Balcones Canyonlands Preserve for WTP 4.” 

Some at the county believe the Bull Creek vs. Cortana dilemma 
presents a false choice. “They’re both fatally flawed,” says Co. 
Commissioner Karen Sonleitner. “I’ve not heard anybody other 


than city staff say this is a good idea. ... You’ve got lots of 
other options that don’t involve Cortana. The [city’s] environ- 
mental board was right on target when they said we are not in 
favor; we don’t think you’ve exhausted all possibilities. Right 
now, we are not under this kind of gun-to-the-head ‘you must 
make a decision’ pressure.” Sonleitner admitted that the city’s 
deadline puts the county in an tough position. “If we approve 
Cortana, it’s the court’s fault; if we don’t approve Cortana [and 
work continues at Bull Creek], it’s the court’s fault.” But she 
punted that ball back to City Hall: “That is the council’s decision 
to own. The council decided to proceed ahead with Bull Creek.” 

Of building on Bull Creek, Council Member Lee Leffingwell 
said, “If that turns out to be what happens, to me that will be 
a sad day. ... Cortana is such a superior site.” But if that’s the 
case, then why was the city building on Bull Creek? Pressed 
again, Leffingwell said “because frankly, there’s not going to 
be a lot of dollars involved. At some point, you’ve got to go 
ahead.” It’s fitting that should come from Leffingwell. Last 
week, his water-conservation task force convened for its initial 
meeting; with a goal of cutting water consumption 10% in as 
many years, it’s partially responsible for pushing back plant 
construction from 2011 to 2013. 

While a worthy project, Leffingwell’s task force can’t take 
the place of a long-term strategic plan for future water use, a 
need the short, troubled history of WTP 4 certainly underlines. 
Even a short-term plan would be welcome: Judging from Leffing- 
well’s admission that “we’re not doing any work that can’t be 
undone,” the Bull Creek construction seems most likely a 
gambit to force the county’s hand on Cortana. 

At this point, the real question surrounding WTP 4 is this: Is 
it a threat or a promise? - Wells Dunbar

So here’s the burning question: with McMansion fatigue set- 
ting in months ago, and mixed-use development overexposed, 
is transit-oriented development the new black for discerning 
urbanists? An item from Mike Martinez includes the Saltillo 
Plaza TOD in Phase 1 of the city’s station area planning (the 
TOD master plan); and there’s a 6pm public hearing on develop- 
ing additional TOD districts for Highland Mall and South 1-35.

The decision stemmed from 
StarTran’s insistence that it’s a political subdivision of the state of Texas and 
not an employer; the contractor claimed so when it couldn’t produce records 
requested by OSHA on a site inspection, as political subdivisions are exempt.

The Travis Co. Sheriff’s Office is getting help from the FBI in its search for a 
man who robbed the Washington Mutual bank at 6301 W. Parmer on Sept.

In other law-enforcement news, Austin Police announced on Sept. 28 that the 
department has arrested and charged four people in connection with more 
than 200 acts of graffiti throughout the city. Police say Chaz Armijo, 17; 

Sean Yates, 17; Ian Graham, 19; and a 16-year-old - unidentified because 
still a juvenile - are responsible for spray-painted graffiti damage to 64 pri- 
vate businesses and 67 properties owned by the city of Austin, which, togeth- 
er, cost more than $76,000 to clean. Yates is facing three counts: two state- 
jail felonies, punishable by up to two years behind bars, and a single third- 
degree felony count, punishable by between two to 10 years in prison. 

Graham and Armijo each face a single state-jail-felony count; the juvenile is 
facing a third-degree felony charge. South Austin business owners were inte- 
gral in helping police nab the four, whose tag names - “Zenac” (Armijo), 
“Scope” (Yates), “Radar” (Graham), and “Gimix” (16-year-old) -were respon- 
sible for defacing numerous buildings including at least one church. - J.S. 

To enhance safety in West Campus, UT women’s service organization the 
Orange Jackets has teamed up with Austin Mayor Will Wynn and AT&T to 
install blue-light call boxes near six Capital Metro bus stops throughout the 
neighborhood.

BEYOND CITY LIMITS 


On a 6-1 vote, the Hutto City Council approved on Monday night the Lower 
Colorado River Authority’s recommendation that a new regional wastewater 
treatment plant be located on a 154-acre tract of land east of town known 
as Site B. The vote brings to a close a contentious battle over where to build 
the Lower Brushy Creek Wastewater Treatment Plant, a facility that eventually 
will treat 16 million gallons of sewage per day. The fight pitted neighbors in 
the small community of Norman’s Crossing against the LORA and against 
Williamson Co. Commissioner Frankie Limmer, who many believed had 
improperly attempted to wield his influence to have the plant located on a 
small, exposed parcel, known as Site D, in order to benefit future develop- 
ment on nearby Limmer-owned land. Limmer denied any impropriety. -J.S. 

Attorney General Greg Abbott told the Senate Finance Committee this week 
that it would take $66.9 million this biennium to make his agency whole 
after the federal Deficit Reduction Act gutted the child support division’s 
budget. Abbott picks up a big chunk of his child-support budget from federal 
incentives that are intended to reward states with high collection rates. Until 
the Deficit Reduction Act passed, those incentives were matched with addi- 
tional federal funds. With a good track record - and $2 billion in child sup- 
port collections last year - Abbott got a fairly favorable reception from the 
senators, who talked less about additional cuts and more about tightening 
up on Medicaid fraud and the recent voter-fraud cases. - Kimberly Reeves 

TxDOT accepted Cintra-Zachry’s master development plan for Trans-Texas 
Corridor 35 last week, both opening the door on the development of proj- 
ects and clearing the way to release documents that gubernatorial candidate 
Carole Keeton Strayhorn said Gov. Rick Perry was hiding from the public. The 
$3. 5-million plan sets the stage for multimodal projects that will be complet- 
ed along the tollway route between Dallas-Fort Worth and Mexico. Total value 
of those projects, when completed, will be an estimated $8.8 billion, with a 
concession payment to the state of $1.9 billion. Although the portion of TTC- 
35 through Central Texas has yet to be determined, it’s almost guaranteed to 
be State Highway 130. In defense of holding back documents from Stayhorn, 
Chair Ric Williamson, a longtime Perry ally, said the documents were proprie- 
tary until the full plan was complete. - K.R. 

A federal judge in 
Louisiana’s eastern district 
approved on Tuesday, 

Sept. 26, a settlement in 
class-action lawsuit Brou v. 

FEMA, filed in February on 
behalf of disabled 
Hurricane Katrina and 
Rita evacuees in an 
effort to get FEMA to 
accommodate their needs 
in its trailers, with such 
things as entrance ramps, 
wider doorways, ampler 
turn space for wheelchairs, 
grab bars near toilets, and kitchen appliances that are low enough to be 
accessible. “All of the named plaintiffs needed accessible trailers from FEMA, 
but all were provided with inaccessible trailers, no trailers, or were still wait- 
ing for simple modifications to make their trailers accessible,” according to a 
press release from the Advocacy Center (of Louisiana), one of the parties rep- 
resenting the plaintiffs. “Approximately 25% of Katrina evacuees have disabili- 
ties, but at the time the suit was filed, only 1 to 2% ... were provided with 
accessible trailers.” As a result of the settlement, evacuees in need of spe- 
cial accommodations in trailers can call a toll-free number (866/496-4297 in 
Louisiana and 888/294-2820 in Mississippi) starting Oct. 10 to make 
requests and to register complaints, said Nell Hahn, director of systems 
advocacy and litigation at the Advocacy Center. To read the entire settlement 
agreement, see www.fema.gov/plan/prepare/specialplans.shtm#l.

In other news of hurricane-spawned litigation, Pharr-based Global Limo Inc., 
the company involved in the most deadly Hurricane Rita-evacuation catastro- 
phe - the death of 23 nursing home residents on Sept. 23, 2005, after the 
bus they were riding in exploded outside Dallas - was found guilty Tuesday 
by a jury in McAllen of failure to maintain its buses properly, not following 
inspection regulations, and “conspiring to lie on drivers’ logbooks,” according 
to the Associated Press. But the now-defunct company’s owner, Jim Maples, 
was acquitted of the conspiracy charge, which, carrying a maximum prison 
term of five years and a several-hundred-thousand-dollar fine, was the most 
serious of the three charges. The charges weren’t tied directly to the Rita- 
evacuation incident, as, according to the AR U.S. District Judge Ricardo Hino- 
josa had previously ruled that prosecutors didn’t successfully connect the 
accident to the bus’ maintenance condition in their indictment. Global Limo 
Inc. faces up to $900,000 in fines.

Perry, Leininger Still 
Have Deepest Pockets 

Like bottomless pits, Houston home-builder 
Bob Perry and San Antonio hospital-bed 
tycoon James Leininger remain unmatched 
in the amount of dollars they give to political 
candidates and committees, the latest reports 
show. At least they’re consistent. In a review 
of contributions made during the first 18 
months of the 2006 election cycle, watchdog 
group Texans for Public Justice found few, 
if any, surprises. Perry and Leininger still rank 
No. 1 and No. 2 on TPJ’s latest megadonor 
report, released Tuesday. On the whole, TPJ 
found that just 85 wealthy people collectively 
dropped a whopping $28 million into the state 
political system between January 2005 and 
June 2006. Campaign-finance-reform advo- 
cates point to Perry, Leininger, trial lawyers, et 
al. as textbook reasons for contribution limits. 
State Reps. Mark Strama, D-Austin, and 
Mike Villarreal, D-San Antonio, said they’ll 
make another legislative attempt to limit donors 
from giving an aggregate total of more than 
$100,000 in each election. Sen. Rodney Ellis, 
D-Houston, has pledged to carry the bill in the 
Senate in the upcoming session. - Amy Smith 

Perry Cuts Batter 
Women, Bell Charges 

In the larger scheme of things, trimming 
$2.4 million from a Texas-sized budget might 
seem doable enough on paper. But when the 
axe falls on programs within the cash- 
strapped Health and Human Services 
Commission, thousands of Texans feel the 
pain. That’s why Democrat Chris Bell took a 
swing at incumbent gubernatorial rival Rick 
Perry last week in calling attention to the 
governor’s aim to slash $2.4 million from the 
state’s family-violence programs. Bell says the 
cut would deny 3,000 women direct access to 
needed services. Perry has instructed all 
state agencies to tighten their belts by 10% in 
the next budget cycle. Last year, the HHSC 
was able to assist just 11% of the battered 
women in Texas, Bell said. Between 2000 and 
2005, about 750 women died as a result of 
domestic violence, according to the Texas 
Council on Family Violence. Calling Perry’s 
directed budget cuts a “moral statement” of 
the governor’s character, Bell accused the 
incumbent of not caring about family-violence 
issues. However, First Lady Anita Perry, a 
registered nurse, has taken an active role in 
crusading for prevention and education efforts. 
If Perry wins his re-election bid in November, 
perhaps the First Lady could educate her hus- 
band on the impact his $2.4 million cut would 
have on the very programs she champions. -A.S.

All things considered, the Belo-Perry deal 
pretty much sums up why their popularity 
ratings at the moment are as low as Friday- 
night programming.

Libertarian 
James Wer- 
ner, the fifth 
Beatle in the 
four-way race, 
has vowed to 
sue Belo for 
excluding him 
from the debat- 
ing dais. 

Werner said 
he’s put Belo 
on notice to expect a lawsuit seeking legal 
damages of $4.6 million if he is not added to 
the guest list before showtime. “I think it’s 
obvious that Belo’s decision is unethical and 
a disservice to Texas voters,” Werner said. “If 
Belo goes ahead with this, it is essentially 
making a huge campaign contribution to my 
opponents.” In July, Werner reported raising 
$1,400 in campaign contributions, including 
$1,000 in loans. -A.S. 

Dems Sue Abbott, 

Charge Cruz With 
Suppressing Minority Vote 

Six Texans and the Texas Democratic Party 

filed suit on Sept. 21 in federal court, charging 
state Attorney General Greg Abbott and Sec- 


retary of State Roger Williams with enforcing 
election-fraud laws too narrowly, using a 2003 
law forbidding possession of another voter’s 
ballot to prosecute those who were simply 
assisting the elderly or handicapped to receive 
or send in their mail-in ballots. Additionally, 
the suit charges Abbott with bias in his prose- 
cutions, claiming that of 13 people prosecut- 
ed for voter fraud since 2003, all but one 
have been minorities, and all 13 have been 
people affiliated with the Democratic Party or 
with a history of voting Democratic. (See elec- 
tion coverage, Sept. 22.) 

Later that day, Texas Solicitor General Ted 
Cruz, speaking on behalf of Abbott, delivered 
a stiff response: “This lawsuit has no basis in 
law - the plaintiffs are a combination of politi- 
cal operatives and individual criminals who 
have already pleaded guilty to voter fraud. We 
will vigorously defend this baseless lawsuit to 
ensure that admitted criminals like the plain- 
tiffs will not be able to defraud Texas voters 


and undermine the integrity of Texas elections.” 

The Lone Star Project, a group that helped 
organize the suit, quickly shot back a state- 
ment of its own calling Cruz’s reply “defaming 
and abusive,” and saying that none of the six 
individuals in the suit have been convicted of 
or admitted to fraud; two have only admitted 
to mailing a ballot at the request of a voter; 
there’s been no evidence that the ballots 
reflected anything other than the will of the 
voter; and none are current or past employ- 
ees of the Democratic Party. 

"By attacking and defaming citizens who 
are willing to fight back, the AG’s office further 
creates a hostile political atmosphere that will 
discourage senior citizens from requesting 
help when needed and discourage community 
activists and organizations to offer or provide 
help when asked,” said the Lone Star Project 
statement. “Cruz’s verbal attack is another 
calculated tactic to suppress minority vote.”

Grant Rostig campaign 
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Immigration Legislation Update 


It was a bad week for immigrant rights on 
Capitol Hill. What has been brushed aside as 
the fancy of Colin Hanna and the nutters who 
run WeNeedaFence.com, has apparently turned 
out to be more, as it looks like at least part 
of a fence along the U.S.-Mexico border 
will soon be official. On Sept. 29, the Senate 
voted 80-19 to pass the Secure Fence Act 
of 2006 (HR 6061), which calls for building 
700 miles of fence along the 2,000-mile bor- 
der. In addition, the Senate approved $1.2 bil- 
lion to start construction of the estimated $9 
billion fence, planned to eventually be built 
along rural parts of California and Texas and 
nearly the entire border region of Arizona. 

Despite pleadings from both Vicente Fox 
and Felipe Calderon, who have practically 
begged Bush to veto the bill, saying it will do 
nothing to stop illegal immigration, it has been 
reported that Bush plans on signing the bill on 
a campaign swing through Arizona this week. 
Also, the House passed bills to require photo 
identification in order to vote (HR 4844), to 
allow local law enforcement to detain people 
based on documentation (HR 6089), and to 
expedite deportation proceedings (HR 6091). 

Finally, with passage of the Military Com- 
missions Act of 2006 (S 3930), the Senate 
gave the president the green light to label any- 
one, citizen and noncitizen alike, an “enemy 
combatant,” and to detain those people indef- 
initely. By taking away the right to habeas 
corpus, this bill offers no way for the detained 
to challenge the legality of their being held. 

It’s being touted as a “Terrorist Detainee 
Treatment Bill,” but to the immigrant commu- 
nity, which is highly affected by detentions, it 
is cause for alarm. Tuesday night, the National 
Immigration Solidarity Committee held an 
emergency conference call to figure out how 
best to deal with what its members called 
immigrant and human rights’ “darkest and 
[most] shameful days” in the country’s history. 

Recalling the House Subcommittee on Inter- 
national Terrorism and Nonproliferation hearing 
held earlier this summer, the NISC came up 
with a plan to hold a series of immigration 
hearings across the nation. Though still in 
the planning stages, the hearings will consist 
of testimony that “dispels the myths” of immi- 



gration, such as the belief that immigrants 
don’t pay taxes, contribute to crime, and hog 
social services. Also planned is to raise the 
question “Why isn’t amnesty good?” and to 
“showcase the success stories of Reagan’s 
1986 Amnesty act” by introducing people who 
gained their citizenship and have gone on to 
be helpful in their communities. - Diana Welch

Yogurt Shop Murder-Conviction Update 


Texas’ Court of Criminal Appeals on Sept. 
27 denied a request by the Travis Co. district 
attorney’s office to reconsider its ruling earlier 
this year, overturning the capital-murder con- 
viction of Robert Springsteen, who was sen- 
tenced to die in connection with the infamous 
1991 yogurt shop murders case. 

After sitting on Springsteen’s appeal for near- 
ly three years, the CCA - Texas’ highest criminal 
court - ruled May 24 that while the evidence 
against Springsteen was legally sufficient 
(thus avoiding the problem of double jeopardy, 
should the district attorney’s office seek to 
retry him), the trial court nonetheless violated 
Springsteen’s Sixth Amendment right to 
confront witnesses against him by allowing 
into evidence redacted portions of a nontesti- 
fying co-defendant, Michael Scott - a viola- 
tion severe enough that it could have influenced 
jurors’ decisions to convict rather than acquit. 


The court punted the case back to Travis 
Co. District Attorney Ronnie Earle, leaving his 
office several options, the first of which - ask- 
ing the CCA to reconsider its May decision - 
was denied last week by a 6-3 vote of the 
court. Earle’s office now must decide whether 
to pursue its appeal of the CCA’s decision by 
asking the U.S. Supreme Court to intervene - 
though the high court, which ruled in 2004 
that there is no avenue other than confronta- 
tion to satisfy the Sixth Amendment, is unlike- 
ly to be persuaded to consider the plea. 
Supreme-appeal option aside, the office could 
seek to retry Springsteen (and try to get 
Scott, who was sentenced to life for his role 
in the grisly quadruple murder, to testify 
against Springsteen) or could seek to cut a 
plea deal, asking Springsteen to plead guilty, 
perhaps in exchange for time already served 
on Texas’ death row. - Jordan Smith

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Housing Authority Won't Use 
Affordable-Housing Bond Money 


The city’s $55 million in affordable-hous- 
ing bonds on the ballot in November has a 
lengthy list of high-profile supporters eager to 
use bonds for future housing projects, but 
conspicuously missing from that list is the 
first, and biggest, provider of affordable hous- 
ing for Austin’s lowest-income residents. 

No one in Austin has put more low-income 
housing on the ground - or offered more rental 
assistance to the poor in the city - than the 
Housing Authority of the City of Austin. It 
would make sense if HACA - which currently 
has a waiting list of 6,000 - was the first in 
line to seize on the chance to use the pro- 
posed city bonds. But it’s not going to hap- 
pen. Executive Director Janies Hargrove says 
the federally subsidized housing authority, 
with an annual budget of $75 million, has 
plenty of plans for new housing; it simply 
doesn’t involve using the city’s money. And 
that’s a good thing, Hargrove says. 

“Had the Housing Authority been sitting by, 
idle, not generating new income, we might 
have considered it,” he said. “Instead, we’ve 
been going about the business of creating 
business, of creating other revenue streams 
that we can leverage, so when we do step out 
there to borrow money for our projects, we’ve 
got the experience.” 

Federal funding for local housing authorities 
has been stagnant for almost a decade. Rent- 
al subsidies have been flat, and the money to 
build new housing has dried up. HACA bought 
its last property in 1979. To pick up the slack, 


the Republican administration has 
dictated that housing projects be 
self-sufficient and, a step beyond 
that, pursue their own public-pri- 
vate partnerships. 

This is not taking tenants and 
parachuting them, with Section 8 
vouchers, into market-income com- 
munities across the city. This is 
taking land that the Housing 
Authority owns - HACA has 19 
communities across the city - and 
turning those into mixed-use mul- 
tipurpose communities, not 
unlike the goals of city-driven proj- 
ects such as Mueller. 

The first, most obvious, target 
for redevelopment is Thurmond Heights, a 
144-unit apartment complex that sits on 16 
acres on North Lamar, just north of 183. The 
Housing Authority’s board sees potential in 
the prime location and quality of the property. 
Ultimately, with HUD’s approval, HACA would 
like to create a full community with commer- 
cial property, neighborhood retail on the front- 
age road, and a broader mix of housing. 

This is not HACA’s first brush with redevel- 
opment. When Vignette’s proposal for a head- 
quarters on Town Lake was still in play, the 
company offered to buy Lakeside, the 
Housing Authority’s senior community next to 
the Four Seasons. That deal fell through when 
the market cratered, but HACA commissioners 
such as Carl Richie still see potential in 


leasing the property and moving the senior 
community to Mueller. 

“You have a great view at Lakeside, but 
that’s about it,” Richie said. “Back in the 
Sixties, when Lakeside was built, they thought 
it was a great thing, putting seniors in high- 
rises, but it’s not a convenient location. 
There’s no access to medical facilities, no 
retail, no parking spaces when family mem- 
bers visit. It would make a lot more sense to 
be out at Mueller, where you would have a full 
community with parks and medical offices.” 

Leasing Lakeside to generate the revenue 
to build a senior property at Mueller is one 
way to build revenue. But HACA already is 
generating revenue through its ownership of a 
couple of market-rate apartments in Austin, 
plus leases of an East Austin retail center. 


Richie says people would be surprised to 
know which properties HACA owns and how it 
leverages those properties, such as negotiat- 
ing lease breaks with retail tenants who agree 
to employ residents of local housing projects. 

It’s that kind of innovation that will mark 
the HACA of the future, Richie says. And 
there’s freedom in being able to pioneer your 
own innovation. “The interesting thing about 
us is that we have a quasi-public entity. We’re 
not regulated by the city. It’s HUD that pro- 
vides our subsidy,” he said. “That gives us the 
ability to do our deals. We’re not relying on 
City Council. We don’t have to do this deal on 
three readings. That’s one of the beauties of 
being autonomous. We really want the 
Housing Authority to be its own agency and do 
its own deals.” - Kimberly Reeves

The Future of Biodiesel 

The first-ever Texas Biodiesel Conference and Expo, held 
last Wednesday and Thursday in Austin to help jump-start the 
6-month-old Biodiesel Coalition of Texas trade association, 
sold out its more than 400 tickets at $500 a pop. The event 
brought to town a crowd of business hard-liners from across 
the country that included oil men, agriculture industry players, 
investors, commodities traders, and truck fleet managers, 
among others - all looking to either break into or grow the 
exploding industry. Biodiesel is a renewable fuel that burns 
significantly cleaner than petroleum (see box). In Texas, it’s 
often made from soybean oil and is 
chemically altered to run in regular die- 
sel engines without modification. 

Although the fuel has been grabbing 
headlines lately, an event like this one 
- uniting close to a dozen established 
Texas biodiesel firms with moneyed 
interests - would have been unthink- 
able as recently as two years ago. So 
why, with Texas’ biodiesel industry fac- 
ing an end-of-year deadline to prove to the Texas Commis- 
sion on Environmental Quality that biodiesel doesn’t 
increase smog-forming nitrogen oxide emissions compared 
to petrol - which could cause the sale of popular biodiesel/ 
diesel blends to be outlawed - are bipartisan business folks 
taking such an enthusiastic interest in biodiesel, investing lib- 
erally, and funding new, larger plants? 

In his presentation Thursday, National Biodiesel Board CEO 
Joe Jobe showed a picture of Venezuelan President Hugo 
Chavez and President Mahmoud Ahmadinejad of Iran shaking 
hands and grinning. But realizations of our colossal oil depen- 
dence on increasingly anti-American nations is only part of 
homegrown biodiesel’s appeal. As biofuels go, in addition to hav- 
ing exponentially more applications than ethanol - including 18- 


wheelers, ships, trains, and construction machinery - biodiesel 
has double ethanol’s energy-yield ratio. With air quality and glob- 
al-warming concerns on governments’ agendas, even the emis- 
sions of common biodiesel blends such as B20 (20% biodiesel, 
80% petroleum) have far more attractive fumes than petrol-die- 
sel. But biodiesel’s real boon is simple: “Economics drives every- 
thing,” Jobe says. This year’s record-high oil prices, plus favor- 
able renewable-fuel tax credits, and the clumsy, costly switch 
to cleaner low-sulphur diesel that many states (including 
Texas) are making has equaled profitability for those dealing 
in biodiesel, Jobe explained. He estimated that U.S. biodiesel 
production will reach 250 million gallons from 86 plants, with 
60 more under construction, and 
announced a goal of meeting 5% of the 
country’s on-road diesel use by 2015 - 
the percentage of Iraqi oil the U.S. now 
imports, he said. According to the 
National Biodiesel Board, Texas is the 
nation’s largest biodiesel-producing 
state, with an estimated capacity of 96 
million gallons per year. 

“I’m confident that biodiesel will 
play a major part in making Texas the renewable energy capi- 
tal of the U.S.,” said Jeff Plowman, BOOT vice-president and 
co-founder of Austin Biofuels, the local start-up that put 
Austin on the biodiesel map by stocking the city with the most 
B20 pumps in the nation (now up to 33). 

Plowman downplayed biodiesel’s approaching NOx ultima- 
tum with the TCEQ. And Robert McCormick of the U.S. 
Department of Energy’s National Renewable Energy Lab told 
guests that in new tests to be published this month, in which 
biodiesel’s emissions are measured under driving conditions 
and compared to stationary tests, “Biodiesel has no signifi- 
cant impact on NOx.” Drawing on the momentum from the 
conference, Plowman said he believes “the industry will con- 
tinue to grow and come together.” 


Growth was an obvious theme at the conference. Aside 
from an industrywide uniform quality certification known as 
BQ-9000, now under implementation, speakers focused on 
the acquisition of new feed stocks or oil crops as the main 
stepping stone for growth. Texas Tech professor Dick Auld 
said there’s an “urgent need for a million more acres of oil 
crops,” looking to West Texas’ half-million acres of aban- 
doned farmland as a starting point. Both Auld and Beth 
Calabotta of biotech giant Monsanto’s oil-seed division saw 
promise in cottonseed oil, which is more abundant in Texas 
than soy - and now much cheaper, following a recent deci- 
sion by chip god Frito Lay, who previously consumed 85% of 
Texas’ cottonseed-oil output, to abruptly switch to sunflower 
oil. State Sen. Todd Staples, R-Palestine, who’s campaign- 
ing for agriculture commissioner, was Thursday’s keynote 
speaker. He said the burgeoning industry will “be a big boost 
for rural communities.” Asked about the common criticism 
that biofuel crops will one day compete with food production, 
he cited these figures: Of Texas’ roughly 130 million avail- 
able acres of farmland, about 229,000 farms have only 24 
million acres in active production. “We have capacity for sig- 
nificant expansion,” he said. Jobe, responding to the same 
question, said biodiesel’s growth would add value to the his- 
torically undervalued oil portion of crops like soybeans, mak- 
ing the protein food cheaper while bringing farmers more 
overall income. 

The other common biofuel criticism, that there’s not enough 
U.S. farmland to facilitate our oil needs, is simply ridiculous, 
Jobe says. He compared it to saying that since we can’t avoid 
using landfills, why bother recycling. BOOT President Jim 
Karlak, CEO of biodiesel producers SMS Envirofuels in 
Poteet, stated what many believe to be the fuel’s true pur- 
pose. “I see biodiesel becoming a small but significant player 
in the fuel industry, not entirely replacing petroleum, but reduc- 
ing its use ... one step in finding a solution to our depen- 
dence on oil.” - Daniel Mottola

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Health Coverage in the Hole 


Congrats, America, Texas, and Travis County! 

Let’s start at the top. The ranks of the 
nation’s uninsured swelled for the fifth year in 
a row in 2005, due largely to fewer and fewer 
employers providing their lowly employees 
with health insurance. Approximately 47 mil- 
lion people didn’t have coverage in 2005, a 
nearly 7-million-increase since 2000, accord- 
ing to a new policy brief from the Economic 
Policy Institute, a D.C.-based “think tank” 
that focuses largely on labor issues. 

EPI economist Elise Gould, author of the 
brief, “Health Insurance Eroding for Work- 
ing Families,” said a combination of skyrock- 
eting health-insurance costs and a weak labor 
market leaving workers with little bargaining 
leverage has led to employers, especially small 
businesses, dropping health-insurance bene- 
fits. Since 2000, health premiums have risen 
87%, while inflation and workers’ earnings have 
gone up 18% and 20% respectively, Gould said. 
As she put it, “Workers are really losing.” 

The policy brief’s analysis is broken down by 
state for 2004 and 2005. With 55% of its pop- 
ulation covered by health insurance, Texas had 
the third-lowest coverage rate in the U.S. during 
the two-year period. New Mexico had the lowest 
coverage rate, at 53%, with Montana in second 
place at 54.6%. While no state’s coverage rate 
went up during the period analyzed, Texas was 
one of 34 states whose rate declined. (For the 
full report, see www.epi.org/content.cfm/bpl75.) 

And as if that wasn’t enough bad health- 
care news, Medicaid enrollment in Travis 
and Hays counties has been on the decline. 


According to Austin’s Center for Public 
Policy Priorities, adult enrollment slumped 
from December 2005 to June 2006 by 6.5% 
in Travis Co. and 10% in Hays Co. Statewide, 
adult enrollment rose by slightly less than 1% 
during that same time period. (August enroll- 
ment data indicated modest increases in both 
counties, according to the CPPF? but it’s too 
early to know if that’s a trend.) 

The problem is the Texas Health and Human 
Services Commission changed last January 
how residents of the two counties sign up for 
benefits, their residents serving as pilot-pro- 
gram guinea pigs in the first step of Texas’ 
much-touted plan for privatizing the public-benefits 
eligibility and enrollment process. According 
to the CPPP data, compiled from Health and 
Human Services Commission Medicaid enroll- 
ment numbers, enrollment glitches have the 
potential to screw children more than anyone. 
Out of the 2.6 million Texans enrolled in Medi- 
caid as of August, 1.8 million were children. 
Gould concluded in her policy brief that children 
aren’t faring well on the health-coverage front 
nationwide. According to her research, the 
country’s overall percentage of uninsured chil- 
dren in 2005 rose for the first time since 1998. 

In Travis County, enrollment in the state’s 
Children’s Health Insurance Program has also 
been down: from 52,667 in December 2005 to 
49,970 in August 2006, according to the CPPP 
“We’ve got the worst of both worlds, basically,” 
said center Associate Director Anne Dunkel- 
berg of the health care situation in both Texas’ 
public and private sectors. - Cheryl Smith 


Schwarzenegger Terminates 
Hemp-Farming Hopes in California 


After months of work by a bipartisan group 
of California legislators to pass a bill legaliz- 
ing industrial hemp-farming in the state, on 
Sept. 30 Gov. Arnold Schwarzenegger 

unceremoniously vetoed the measure, send- 
ing Assembly Bill 1147 back to the boards. 
The guv’s veto “is a letdown for thousands of 
farmers, business people, and consumers that 
want to bring back industrial hemp to California 
to create jobs, new tax income, and to benefit 
the environment,” said Eric Steenstra, found- 
er and president of the advocacy group Vote 
Hemp, in a press statement. “The veto was 
not based on facts but instead an irrational 
fear [that Schwarzenegger] would look soft on 
drugs in an election year.” 

The bill, a joint endeavor of San Francisco 
Democrat Mark Leno and Irvine Republican 
Chuck DeVore, the California Industrial 
Hemp Farming Act would allow farmers to 
cultivate strains of industrial hemp known to 
have an extremely low amount of tetrahydro- 
cannibinol, or THC, the main psychoactive 
ingredient found in marijuana. Indeed, hemp, 
for years one of the staples of the American 
agricultural economy, is non-narcotic. Still, 
thanks to the vagaries of language codified in 
the federal Controlled Substances Act, the 
difference between the two strains of plant 
known as Cannabis sativa have been forever 
muddied, leaving the U.S. Drug Enforcement 
Administration authority to regulate agricul- 
tural hemp. As a result, the U.S. is the only 
developed nation without an established hemp 
crop. And although products made from hemp 


- everything from body-care items to food to 
clothing and other textiles - are legal to pro- 
cess, sell, own, and consume here, it is, by 
default, illegal to grow hemp, meaning all 
hemp products - a $300-million-a-year indus- 
try, and growing - must come from plants 
imported from China, Europe, and Canada. 

Other states - including Hawaii, Kentucky, 
Maryland, and Montana - have passed laws 
to legalize hemp-farming, based on the DEA 
granting a permit to do so (which the narcos 
have done only once, to researchers in Hawaii 

- a permit that has long since expired). But 
the California legislation, AB 1147, asserted 
that the DEA in fact has no legal right to inter- 
vene in hemp-related agricultural matters. 
Indeed, under the CSA, the term “marijuana” 
exempts from regulation the portions of the 
plant commonly used for industrial purposes 

- including the fiber and seed oil. But the 
ambiguity of the wording, and the wimpiness of 
politicians, seemingly incapable of asserting 
the very real and plain differences between 
hemp plants and marijuana plants, have 
allowed the lumping together of hemp and 
marijuana to continue, thus allowing the DEA 
to keep wielding an iron fist on agricultural 
matters. “AB 1147 would have reined in the 
overreach by federal authorities that has pre- 
vented the nondrug industrial hemp varieties 
of cannabis from being grown on U.S. soil for 
fiber and seed,” Steenstra said. And with the 
veto, “hemp will continue to be the only crop 
that is legal to import, sell, and consume, but 
illegal to grow, in California.” -Jordan Smith

Chopping 36

Picture the scene from The Untouchables : Robert 
De Niro as a bald and menacing Al Capone, base- 
ball bat in hand, circling behind his associates 
seated around a table. He talks and circles until, 
suddenly - wham! - he beans the Chicago mob’s 
former marketing director. 

That’s how it’s been in the KXAN-TV newsroom 
recently, as management circles staff and looks to 
make changes. Veteran anchor and reporter Jim 
Bergamo? Gone. Jovial weather guy Dan 
Robertson? Wham! Reporter Silva 
Harapetian? What ever happened to her? All 
three on-air staffers disappeared from the 
NBC affiliate in recent days - their bios 
quietly removed from the station’s Web 
site - along with veteran Capitol reporter 
Rich Parsons, who jumped to a job as 
Lt. Gov. David Dewhurst’s press sec- 
retary. Even “Chopper 36,” the sta- 
tion’s helicopter, got whacked, which 
means no more pretty aerial video 
of sunsets for KXAN. (On the 
upside: no more ads touting 
KXAN as the only station in town 
with a full-time helicopter.) 

The on-air staff shake-up is the latest sign of 
upheaval at KXAN, once one of the market’s most 
stable news operations. It started in January when 
Bill Seitzler took over the newsroom, replacing 
longtime news director Bruce Whiteaker, and hit 
full stride in May, when general manager Carlos 
Fernandez was axed. 

Seitzler declined to comment on how the recent 
staff changes fit the station’s strategy, but he did 
say the reporters would be replaced. Earnest go-get- 
ter Jenny Hoff is taking Parsons’ political beat, he 
said. The station is also looking for a new morning 
anchor and recently hired Ellen McNamara from 
Lubbock as a morning “traffic reporter,” reporting 
on morning traffic jams from KXAN’s studio. 

Considering the trends in the industry, it would 
seem safe to suggest that maybe, just maybe the 
station’s next move will be to hire a crop of fresh- 


faced and eager news hounds from the minor 
leagues of television, places like Yuma and, well, 
Lubbock. Stations around the country are making 
similar moves, trying to get cheaper and younger, as 
they look to stretch profits from news operations. 

Despite the Chopper 36 cutback, Seitzler denied 
the newsroom is facing a mandate to slice the bud- 
get by parent company LIN Television, which has 
been going through its own turmoil. A new CEO and 
a $13 million share buyback plan have done little to 
bolster LIN’s stock price, which slid 30% in the last 
year. In its latest SEC filing, LIN, owner of 30 sta- 
tions in midsize markets, reported revenues were 
basically flat at stations it owned at least a year, 
with sharp declines in network fees and national 
advertising offset primarily by a booming business in 
political ads. 


Although KXAN’s ratings are generally in the mid- 
dle of the pack, it usually trails ABC rival KVUE, and 
management is clearly moving to shake things up, 
leaving staffers tense and irritable. While news- 
rooms are notoriously whiny and unhappy institu- 
tions - and staff turnover is as common as “exclu- 
sives” in TV news - insiders say the situation at 
KXAN goes beyond staff changes. They talk about a 
push toward more sensationalism and note that vet- 
eran assignment editor Gerardo Lopez - holder of 
a key newsroom position - was one of the first to 
leave earlier this year. And the upheaval is clearly 
going to continue. The station is advertising for a 
new producer to oversee its morning show and an 
executive producer for its evening newscasts. 

“I feel like we’re headed in the right direction,” 
Seitzler said. ■ 



Trash-Can Punch Crackdown 

From the Department of Good Clean - and most importantly, Safe - Fun: APD 
Lt. Ron Potts of the department’s Downtown Area Command - which includes 
the city’s entertainment districts, the Drag, and much of West Campus - says 
the APD has teamed up with the Austin Fire Department, the Texas Alcoholic 
Beverage Commission, the Department of Public Safety, and the city Solid Waste 
Services office to form the new Public Assembly Code Enforcement team to 
ensure codes and laws are enforced during all public assemblies. So far, the 
work of PACE has been focused on the big-ass party scene at UT (now rated as 
the country’s No. 1 party school), to ensure strict enforcement of fire codes, 
alcoholic beverage codes, and city ordinances, among others. Potts says PACE 
isn’t targeting college parties - or, specifically, parties hosted by UT fraternities 
- but he says that’s where the team’s work has begun because they’re the par- 
ties that generate the most complaints from neighbors. 

With strict enforcement, frat-man-made pools, batches of “trash-can punch,” 
and the elaborate building parties - where makeshift scaffolding and black tarps 
are erected to enclose the party (in part an effort to keep away the prying eyes 
of law enforcement) - may, alas, be a thing of the past. “Over the years, frat par- 
ties have gotten bigger and more elaborate, and it’s getting difficult to keep them 
safe,” AFD Marshal Don Smith told The Daily Texan. For example, Potts said the 
ubiquitous black tarps that dot campus-area neighborhoods are actually flamma- 
ble, party exits are often blocked, and there are rarely controls in place to pre- 
vent underage drinking - all violations of state law and/or local ordinance, and, 
unchecked, a recipe for disaster. 

Potts says the PACE task force starts its weekend prowl at 8pm, checking on 
party setup to “educate” organizers about what they can and can’t do, and then 
returns later for an inspection - and if they didn’t “heed” the team’s advice, 
they’re “slapped with fines,” he says. “My whole deal is not to call [PACE] a West 
Campus thing, or a student thing. It’s a safety thing.” On a clipboard, Potts says, 
he carries with him an article about a club fire in Argentina where 700 people 
were injured and 188 died. “That’s why we’re doing this,” he said. “I don’t want 
200 students dead.” 

Tressie Damron, police liaison with the Caswell Heights Neighborhood 
Association, says she and her neighbors are thrilled with the new task force. 
“It’s a very innovative idea - it will save the city time and money to have all the 
departments working together to solve problems before they become hazardous,” 
she says. In short, Damron echoes Potts’ view that the PACE task force is less 
about party-busting and more about “creating a good quality of life for everyone.” 

Potts emphasizes that PACE is all about safety - as such, he says, the task 
force intends to be active anywhere there’s a public gathering - from frat parties 
to downtown rallies. Indeed, Potts was behind the popular Eating and 
Entertainment Bus (or, E-Bus) program, which uses Capital Metro buses to 
ferry folks from UT, and the West Campus and Riverside neighborhoods, to the 
downtown entertainment district on weekend evenings as a way to combat drink- 
ing and driving - a program that now clocks nearly 1,400 riders each weekend 
night, Potts notes. 

“That’s a program about safety that the kids love,” he says. PACE “is a pro- 
gram about safety that the kids don’t really love. But for us, it’s all about safety,” 
he concludes. “We’re consistently about safety.” -Jordan Smith

MESSING WITH MEAT 

You probably aren’t aware of it, but the big 
meat conglomerates are now charging meat 
prices for water. 

Up to 20% of the volume of your supermar- 
ket steak, pork chop, or drumstick is most 
likely H 2 0, plus a nice dose of salt and chemi- 
cals. These are being injected into the meats 
by industry, which even has a tasty-sounding 
term for the rip-off: “deep marination.” 

Believe it or not, Cargill, Wal-Mart, and the 
other corporate purveyors of these adulterat- 
ed meats say they are doing it as a favor to 
you, asserting that they are “flavoring” the 
meat! As a pork processor so insultingly put 
it: “This way we make sure consumers have a 
pleasurable eating experience, even if they do 
a poor job of cooking the meat.” 

Well, golly, first of all, meat is supposed to 
have its own flavor - what happened to that? 
Second of all, there’s nothing pleasurable about 
learning that watered-down meat can cost more 
than ... well, meat. Third of all, at a time when 
America’s doctors are calling on food processors 
to cut the salt they’ve been adding to our meals, 
the “deep marination” process can quadruple 
the amount of salt in poultry, beef, and pork. 

Yes, says the industry, but, it’s all up to the 
consumer, for we label the product with such 
language as “boneless chicken breast with 
up to 20% of flavoring solution of water, spic- 
es, sugar, and phosphates.” But New York 
Times investigator Marian Burros found that 
this labeling is either in teensie type or 
doesn’t exist at all on the packages. Also, 
noting that today’s industrial meat doesn’t 
have much taste to begin with, Ms. Burros 
found the water-injected meats to be even 
more tasteless - unless you count the salt. 

Visit your supermarket manager, and demand 
that your meat not be watered, salted, and 
chemicalized. Better yet, seek out local markets 
or meat producers who don’t have any injection 
needles laying around ... and offer you real meat.

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Planned Parenthood Slashed Again 

While patients lose health care, the state dumps money on unprepared clinics 5Y JORDAN SMITH 



As of Sept. 1, Planned Parent- 
hood of Austin Family Planning 
Inc., had not yet received a con- 
tract from the Department of 
State Health Services allotting the 
health-care organization’s fund- 
ing for this fiscal year. The fund- 
ing, administered by DSHS from 
three federal welfare and health- 
care-related sources, effectively 
determines not only the number 
of clients but also the scope of 
services the agency can offer 
patients at its East Seventh Street 
facility, the clinic that provides 
family-planning services to low- 
income, uninsured women. 

The agency expected a cut 
because Congress had reduced 
one of the federal funding streams 
and because 2005 state legisla- 
tion had already drained the 
modest 2006 budget. The “Deuell 
Rider 81” (after its author, state 
Sen. Bob Deuell, R-Greenville) 
required DSHS to allocate “up 
to” $10 million in family-plan- 
ning dollars first to “Federally £ 

Qualified Health Centers” - com- 2 
munity clinics that provide a host o 
of health services to uninsured 
and/or indigent clients, in addition to family- 
planning services. But Rider 81 hadn’t gone 
into effect until partway through FY 06, and a 
full funding year of cuts would not be in place 
until FY 07, so Planned Parenthood was 
expecting the worst. 

So it was; earlier this month PPAFP finally 
received word that its FY 07 funding would be 
slashed nearly 34% - on the heels of the nearly 
27% FY 06 cut. In FY 05, the Seventh Street 
clinic had a total family-planning allocation of 
$653,732. After Rider 81, PPAFP’s reduced bud- 
get has meant that it has lost nearly 7,400 clients. 
The latest cuts mean the clinic’s budget will now 
be $322,371, half of what it was two years ago, 
and the consequences have been even more dra- 
matic. Through Aug. 31, 2007, the agency will 
have just enough funds to serve a total of 1,000 
women, and only ages 19 and under. 

By contrast, the FY 07 allocations to almost 
all the FQHCs have remained level or increased 

- apparently without regard to any quantifiable 
performance measures. In fact, according to 
agency records, DSHS actually asked a number 
of FQHCs to accept additional funds for FY 07 

- even clinics that had been unable to use sub- 
stantial portions of their FY 06 allocations. In 
other words, as the budgets of Planned 
Parenthood (and other specialty providers) are 
slashed, forcing them to hemorrhage clients, a 
number of FQHCs have seen healthy budget 
increases while not serving additional clients. 
That means the state has actually figured out a 
way to spend the same amount of money to 
provide less health care for the nearly 1.6 mil- 
lion poor Texas women in need of comprehen- 


sive reproductive health services. “It’s politics 
at its worst, as far as I’m concerned,” said 
Peggy Romberg, CEO of the Women’s Health 
and Family Planning Association of Texas. 
“The tragedy of it all is that you can throw all 
the money you want at FQHCs, but at the end 
of the day - at the end of the fiscal year - 
women are not getting care.” 

Current family-planning providers saw 
Deuell’s Rider 81 as a thinly veiled attempt to 
defund Planned Parenthood as an abortion 
provider, even though defunding the agency 
has no fiscal effect on abortion services - 
because already by law, not a single penny of 
taxpayer money can be used to provide abor- 
tion services. What the cuts in fact do is 
restrict access to reproductive health services 
- including testing for diabetes, hypertension, 
and several forms of cancer - for the most 
needy women. 

In January, Todd Gallaher, Deuell’s chief of 
staff, told the Chronicle that it was silly to think 
that the rider was merely meant as an attack on 
Planned Parenthood “instead of acknowledg- 
ing that this other clinic may be able to serve 
the population better.” 

Thus far, Gallaher’s optimism seems some- 
what misplaced. In May, DSHS had to reallocate 
approximately $1.4 million in FY 06 family- 
planning funds that had been allocated to 
FQHCs pursuant to Rider 81 - several of them 
brand-new agencies - because they were unable 
to spend the money they’d been given. Locally, 
a brand-new FQHC, Georgetown Community 
Health Clinic (which has since changed its name 
to Lone Star Circle of Care), was awarded 


$510,254 in FY 06, yet as of July 1 1 it had spent 
only 10% of that money. Nonetheless, for FY 07 
the clinic has been awarded $598,500 - a 17% 
increase - even though clinic officials had, 
responsibly, requested less funding for FY 07. 

Indeed, the majority of the FQHCs asked 
either for level FY 07 funding or for less - yet 
the majority of the clinics were instead allot- 
ted increases. For FY 06, the Rider 81 alloca- 
tions to FQHCs had totaled about $8.7 mil- 
lion; in FY 07 the agencies, as a group - fol- 
lowing DSHS contracting guidelines - request- 
ed about the same amount. But beginning in 
June, agency officials again contacted each 
clinic and asked if it would accept additional 
money, according to DSHS documents. That 
curious procedure also meant that non- 
FQHCs (like Austin’s Planned Parenthood) 
wouldn’t be told until after the start of FY 07 
exactly how much money would be left to 
fund their operations. 

According to a June 21 memo by DSHS 
Commissioner Eduardo Sanchez, DSHS was 
trying to “increase the allocation of funding . . . 
to assure compliance with the legislative intent 
to allocate up to $10 million to FQHCs.” In the 
end, DSHS was able to convince many of the 
FQHCs to accept more money - even clinics 
that had initially requested reduced funding. 

For example, Lone Star Community Health 
Center in Harris Co. was given a $56 7,630- 
family-planning-services allocation for FY 06; 
at midyear, the clinic returned $113,470 for 
reallocation and for FY 07 requested just 
$268,380. Nonetheless, the clinic was again 
awarded $567,630 for FY 07. 


To Romberg and other family-planning advo- 
cates, it seems likely that someone - probably 
Sen. Deuell - was exerting pressure on DSHS 
to spend as much as possible on FQHCs in 
order to make a political point. “This is what 
separates a conservative from an ideologue,” 
she said. “An ideologue pulls funding [regard- 
less of the consequences] . A true conservative 
would see that the funds are used efficiently. 
So the ideological approach that gets funds 
out of the hands of Planned Parenthood is 
really, in my mind, a fiscal conservative’s 
nightmare.” 

DSHS spokesman Doug McBride says no one 
pressured the agency into spending the entire $10 
million on FQHCs. All the agency did, he told the 
Chronicle via e-mail, was “make every effort to 
meet the Rider 81 stipulation to award $10 mil- 
lion to FQHCs.” In McBride’s interpretation, the 
legislative phrase “up to” apparendy means noth- 
ing to DSHS: $10 million is $10 million. 

That’s a view seemingly shared by Deuell. In 
an e-mail, Gallaher told us that over the course 
of the summer there have been “many discus- 
sions” with DSHS regarding the intent behind 
Rider 81, and that the clear legislative intent is 
to spend as much of the $10 million as possi- 
ble. The only reason there was a massive mid- 
year reallocation in 2006, he said, was that 
many of the FQHCs, new to the family-plan- 
ning business, didn’t have enough time to 
“ramp up” services - adding that, according to 
DSHS, for FY 07 they’ll be able to use every 
available dime. Asked why any of the providers 
would request less funding this year if they’re 
actually ready to spend all $10 million, 
Gallaher responded, “Senator Deuell wants 
FQHCs to increase their role as health-care 
providers to women,” and therefore “he does 
believe they should take additional funds to 
cover the cost.” 

However, the phrase “up to $10 million” 
might have a different meaning to legislators 
who have urged DSHS to allocate funds based 
on performance. Sen. Jeff Wentworth, R-San

Antonio, wrote to DSHS Commissioner 
Sanchez on June 15, “As you begin the process 
of deciding funding levels for FY 2007, I urge 
you to consider performance in FY 2006,” he 
wrote. “It is unreasonable to expect traditional 
service providers to fire and rehire staff within 
the funding year because new grantees 
[FQHCs] do not have the ability to serve suf- 
ficient numbers of women,” he continued. 
“The lapsing of funds is counter to the intent 
of the grant.” ■

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Who's Paying for LCRA Growth? 

Central Texas wholesale customers organize for agency changes

Drawing on the theory that there’s strength in numbers, 11 
Hill Country cities and electric cooperatives are demanding big 
changes from their power supplier - the Lower Colorado River 
Authority - and for once, it seems, the indomitable utility isn’t 
holding all the cards. 

The group of unhappy customers organized in May, under 
the name of the Wholesale Power Alliance, which as a group 
represents 43% of the LCRA’s electric sales in some of the 
region’s fastest-growing communities. The WPA emerged about 
the time the utility began calling on its wholesale electric cus- 
tomers to extend their contracts through 2041. The existing 
contracts don’t expire until 2016, but by lining up long-term 
commitments now, the 
LCRA would be better posi- 
tioned to plan, budget, and 
finance its growth, with the 
presumed blessing of the 
bond market. 

But the formation of the 
WPA wasn’t part of the 
LCRA’s game plan. Never in 
its history has the agency 
been forced to engage in a 
form of collective bargaining with some of its biggest customers. 
The WPA appears determined to change that equation. 

Thus far, according to LCRA spokeswoman Libba Letton, 27 
of LCRA’s 43 electricity customers have signed the new con- 
tracts. The willing participants include the utility’s third-largest 
customer, Bluebonnet Electric Cooperative, where former LCRA 
chief Mark Rose now serves as the CEO and general manager. 
As for the contractual holdouts, Letton said the utility is fully 
committed to reaching an amicable resolution with both the 
WPA and its major ally, the Pedemales Electric Cooperative. 
Pedernales just happens to be the LCRA’s biggest customer (and 
critic) and the nation’s largest electric cooperative. With the 


PEC now aligned with the WPA, the two forces combined rep- 
resent nearly 75% of the LCRA’s bread and butter. Thus far, the 
WPA members have been officially content to remain largely off 
the record, while the PEC voices their major complaints. 

Where's the Money Going? 

The chief complaint of both the WPA and Pedernales is a 
long-held belief that electric revenues are effectively subsidiz- 
ing the utility’s water and wastewater projects and other 
agency operations. “We are consistently being told that the 
water part of the equation is paying for itself, but we have not 
seen evidence of that,” said Pedemales spokes- 
man Bill Cunningham. 

Although the Pedernales and the LCRA have 
been hitched ever since Lyndon Johnson 
embarked on a mission to electrify the Hill 
Country during the late 1930s, the two agen- 
cies have not always had the best relationship. 
It grew much chillier within the last three or 
four years, Cunningham said, when the retail 
water business in Central Texas took on a more 
competitive edge. The LCRA made its enter- 
prising leap into the water and wastewater business more than 
a decade ago, and by taking on controversial projects in politi- 
cally sensitive, semirural territory, the agency hasn’t won many 
friends in the environmental community. 

The customers also have a beef with the utility’s generous 
spending on community outreach (i.e., public relations) pro- 
grams, as well as its expanded police force, which they say goes 
beyond what’s necessary to ensure lake safety and power-plant 
security. The utility insists that such a police force is needed in 
view of increased numbers of lake drownings and boating acci- 
dents in the Highland Lakes, including Lake Travis, and to fulfill 
homeland security obligations.

Bargaining Power 

The Wholesale Power Alliance - an 11-member group of Hill 
Country co-ops, municipal utilities, and cities - seeks more 
input in how the Lower Colorado River Authority sets its rates 
and spends its money. 

WPA members represent 43% of the LCRA’s electric sales; 
LCRA’s largest customer, the Pedernales Electric Cooperative, is 
not in the WPA but remains closely allied with it.

Mixing Electricity and Water 

“The LCRA wants to listen to what these folks have to say,” 
Letton said. But it’s uncertain what sort of resolution can come 
from the disgruntled parties’ demands for lower electricity rates 
and changes to the LCRA’s overall financial structure. Small but 
booming cities like Georgetown, Kerrville, and New Braunfels 
are said to be among the most dissatisfied of LCRA’s customers 
and reportedly joined the WPA to try to gain a more prominent 
place at the agency’s table. If that’s true, Georgetown’s Jim 
Briggs, who oversees the city’s utility division, tempered any 
dissatisfaction he might have with cautious diplomacy when he 
spoke to the Chronicle earlier this month. “I feel like there is a 
lot of progress being made,” he said, “not necessarily in the 
contract discussions, but in the strategic decision to negotiate 
as a group, which I believe will benefit the ratepayers and con- 
sumers in Georgetown.” 

The timing of LCRA’s contract renewal efforts didn’t exactly 
help matters. The agency began calling on customers just as 
natural gas prices soared, which in turn caused electricity rates 
to jump. “They can invoke fuel escalation charges because of 
the flux of the market; we recognize that,” Cunningham said. 
“So we believe it’s prudent that electric revenues go toward sup- 
porting the best possible electric system, and that water reve- 
nues go to support the water projects.” 

With 90% of LCRA’s $1 billion revenue coming from its 
wholesale electricity sales, it’s logical to assume that these dol- 
lars help pay for other agency functions. LCRA spokesman 
Robert Cullick defends the agency’s spending, saying that it is 
fulfilling its river authority mission as directed by the 
Legislature. 

Not everyone buys that argument. “We want the LCRA to 
focus more on the electric end of the business,” Cunningham 
said. “Some of the programs they run are very nice programs, 
but they don’t pay for themselves. This should be a time for 
tightening belts.” 

Historically, the LCRA’s competitive electric rates have served 
as its best weapon against major industry rivals. But as some of 
the agency’s largest customers see it, for the amount of dollars 
they put into the nonprofit agency, in return they should be 
getting lower rates. “We’re not complaining about the quality of 
electric service,” Cunningham said. “We feel that if the [electric- 
ity revenues] were not being spent on the water end of the busi- 
ness, we could sell electricity cheaper.” ■

Crossroads 

Near north neighborhood faces 
redevelopment transformation

If any neighborhood might serve as a case study for the accel- 
erating transition between old Austin and new, it is Crestview. 

“Lost Austin” is easily discovered in Crestview’s north-central 
environs. Hidden away at a strip center in the heart of the neigh- 
borhood, the tiny Crestview Minimax grocery store sports a sign 
reading “Since 1953” - a phrase that ought to be preceded by 
the word “unchanged.” 

Most of the houses in Crestview - bound on the south by 
Justin Lane, on the north by Anderson Lane, and by Burnet and 
Lamar on the west and east - were built about that same year, 
and a few even remain occupied by their original owners. Most 
are architecturally unremarkable - standard utilitarian cottages 
with two bedrooms and tiny closets, thrown up in droves to 
accommodate the postwar population boom. For the past 10 to 
15 or so years, these unpretentious homes have remained good 
places to raise children for new homeowners who couldn’t bear 
the thought of moving to the suburbs but were priced out of 
trendier Hyde Park or Travis Heights. Crestview has merged invis- 
ibly with Brentwood to the south, and some cars sport bumper 
stickers reading, “Brentwood/Crestview: Close in and Far Out.” 

Accelerating signs of change are obvious, however. The hous- 
ing prices, once attractive to first- time home-buyers, are rapidly 
shooting out of range for young families. Here and there, on the 
few vacant lots left, “Metrohouses” (or “McMansions”) and 
other abodes of similar iiber-hip architecture are springing up 
- buildings that, whatever one thinks of their utility or attrac- 
tiveness, are clearly inconsistent with the Fifties architecture of 
their neighbors. Within that already-changing landscape, the 
next couple of years - and two major redevelopment plans - 
could well reshape Crestview’s future more profoundly than the 
past 30 to 40. 

Along the neighborhood’s eastern boundary, Huntsman 
Chemical in 2005 closed the last of a series of research facilities 
that had operated there for 56 years. In its place will come the 
first real test of the city’s Transit- Oriented Development 
Ordinance: a mixed-use development to be called “Crestview 
Station” that will wrap high-density housing and retail around 
Capital Metro’s commuter-rail station planned for Airport and 
North Lamar. 

On the neighborhood’s opposite, northwestern corner - actu- 
ally just across Burnet, in the Allandale neighborhood - the 
aging and financially struggling Northcross Mall is slated for its 
own massive redevelopment. Exactly what character the new 
Northcross will take is still officially under wraps, but e-mail 
listservs of Crestview and adjacent neighborhoods are aflame 
with rumors of an invading Wal-Mart. 

Inevitably, these developments will affect more than just 
Crestview - whatever affects this neighborhood also spills over 
to Brentwood; Northcross also borders the Allandale, North 
Shoal Creek, and Wooten neighborhoods; and Crestview Station 
will actually face into the Highland neighborhood. But Crestview, 
sandwiched in between the two properties, will surely face the 
most dramatic consequences. And as the harbinger of much 
broader changes throughout the city, Crestview may well serve 
to predict, for good and ill, what will be happening to Austin. 


Win-Win 2 ? 

“I’m excited to be involved,” says Mike Blizzard, the com- 
munity-relations consultant hired by the developers of Crestview 
Station, who has longtime roots in Austin’s environmental

movement as a political consultant. “This 
is really an outstanding project. We’re talk- 
ing about cleaning up a polluted industrial 
site, bringing it up to a residential stan- 
dard, allowing for the construction of 
1,200 housing units in the heart of the 
[city’s official] Desired Development Zone, 

[in] walking distance from a rail stop with 
express bus service along a major arterial, 
and 100 percent compliant with the neigh- 
borhood plan. It’s not just a win-win, it’s 
win squared.” Of course, Blizzard gets paid 
to say things like that. But if response in 
the neighborhood isn’t quite so hyperbolic 
or enthusiastic, neither does it rise quite to the 
level of opposition. 

“That’s easy for anybody to say,” says Steve 
Kuehner, vice-president of the Crestview Neigh- 
borhood Association. “There’s a history in Austin of 
the neighborhood plans sort of being rammed down the 
neighborhoods’ throats. . . . Especially with that [Huntsman] 
property. It met the city guidelines. The neighborhood didn’t 
have a whole lot to say about how that property was going to 
be developed. Between the neighborhood plan and the concept 
of the rail-station development around that, it was kind of a 
done deal about how it was going to be developed. So yeah, it 
was gonna be what the neighborhood plan said it was going to 
be. . . . He’s not wrong.”

Nonetheless, Kuehner says, “I was glad to 
see [Huntsman] move on. ... It could be 
worse. The jury’s still out.” Opinions at a Sept. 
11 neighborhood association meeting seemed 
to range from supportive to neutral. Most 
expressions of concern began with, “I like what 
you’re doing, but ...” 

Although Crestview Station is very much a 
private enterprise, the development was effec- 
tively willed into existence by city planners. 
After voters approved a Leander-to-Downtown 
Capital Metro commuter-rail line in 2004, the 
City Council was determined to maximize the 
amount of “mass” that would be near the “tran- 
sit” and asked city staff to craft an ordinance 
that would create Transit- Oriented 
Development Zones around six of the 
eight Austin stops of what Capital 
Metro has since branded MetroRail. 

After a public input period that was 
either substantial or rushed (depend- 
ing on whom you ask), the council 
signed the ordinance into law in May 
2005, and the Leander City Council 
enacted a similar ordinance governing 
the area around the ninth stop. (See 
“Here Comes the Train,” Jan. 28, 

2005.) The intent of the zoning was 
not only to allow but to mandate 
higher-density and mixed-use devel- 
opment near the stations. 

Two of the zones (Downtown and 
Saltillo Plaza) are already developed to 
some degree, with the TOD zoning 
simply determining the direction 
development will take when the uses 
of the properties contained within 
those zones change. The other zones, 
however, cover land that is currently 
undeveloped, so the TOD plans form 
blueprints for what will become entire 
new neighborhoods. 


While some development deals are in the 
works for other TOD zones (see p.34), none is 
as far along as Crestview Station. 

Currently, there are no buildings anywhere in 
Crestview taller than two stories. For the most 
part, that will still be the case even after Crestview 
Station is built, but the TOD zoning for this 
particular area does allow up to six floors. With 
the ordinance calling for an average density 
throughout the zone of 15-25 dwelling units per 
acre - and single-family homes prohibited in the 
areas closest to the train platform - it’s obvious 
some of the building will go upward. 

The developers’ time line calls for everything 
to be up and running by the time the MetroRail

Onward and Upward 

While the Huntsman tract was occupied 
when rail passed, a station was planned for the 
land anticipating that the chemical company 
was planning to shut down its operations. 
Almost immediately after the ordinance was 
signed, the Dallas-based Trammell Crow real 
estate company bought the land and partnered 
with Austin’s Stratus Properties to develop 
plans tailored to the city’s desires. The plant 
facilities have already been demolished, and 
once an environmental remediation process is 
completed, the two companies will have a 
blank slate to make the TOD vision happen. 


station opens in the fall of 2008. Before con- 
struction can begin, a yearlong cleanup must 
first take place - the site has housed a series of 
chemical research facilities, most recently 
Huntsman’s, and until 1969, waste was buried 
on the property in a manner that would be 
illegal today. Trammell Crow and Stratus say 
the buried waste represents a “low risk” and 
that none of it is known to be highly toxic, 
flammable, explosive, or carcinogenic. The 
property will be cleaned to meet the Texas 
Commission on Environmental Quality’s stan- 
dards for residential use. The neighbors are 
understandably happy about the chemical

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remediation. Their biggest concerns now are 
the more typical neighborhood/developer wor- 
ries such as increased traffic and pedestrian 
access. Although plans have evolved since the 
original land sale, current expectations are that 
the 75-acre site will contain about 75,000 
square feet of retail and office space, about 800 
apartments and condominiums, and 500 sin- 
gle-family homes. 

Reverberations 

While the central planning concept underly- 
ing Transit- Oriented Development is, obviously, 
that Crestview Station residents will be using 
mass transit, common and commercial sense 
dictates that there will still be some auto traffic 
in and out of the new mini-neighborhood. 

Blizzard believes adjacent neighborhoods 
need not worry too much about the inbound 
stuff. Although no retailers have been contrac- 
tually nailed down yet, current plans won’t 
allow for an anchor tenant of the major big- 
box variety. “Mostly, the retail there will be 
designed to accommodate the residents of 
Crestview Station,” he says. Although there 
will be no strict provisions for locally owned 
businesses, Blizzard says the developers have 
made inquiries to Wheatsville Co-op as a pos- 
sible grocery option. 

The Crestview Station residents, of course, 
will also be drawn to amenities on Burnet 
Road, at the other end of the neighborhood. 
The cross streets nearest the development are 
Justin (on the south) and Morrow (cutting 
right through the heart of the neighborhood). 
Another concern is that the plans currently 
have no provisions for pedestrians to cross the 
tracks between Crestview Station and the exist- 
ing homes, except at the northernmost corner 
(farthest from the station), raising concerns 
that the line will be inaccessible to the older 
part of the neighborhood and possibly do what 
train tracks so often do to communities - act as 
a segregating wall. 

The developers aren’t required to go too far 
in addressing those concerns. Unlike the 
Triangle or Mueller - both of those develop- 


ments were built on government- owned land 
and thus required to submit to massive public 
input - the Huntsman tract is entirely private 
property, and the developers are not asking for 
any variances from the City Council. 

Thus, longstanding neighborhood desires 
for a permanent neighborhood library branch 
(the current North Village location resides in 
rented retail space) and public green space (no 
parks exist within Crestview’s boundaries) will 
go unfulfilled. Library branch backers will have 
to settle for the new branch being built on 
Steck, several blocks north of Anderson, and 
while Blizzard proudly notes that the softball 
fields on the northern end of the property will 
be renovated, they will nonetheless remain 
under a 20-year lease to the North Austin 
Optimists and available to the public only 
when not in use by that group. 

But Trammell Crow and Stratus are deter- 
mined not to become the neighborhood vil- 
lains (especially given the past public bruisings 


Stratus has endured for developments over the 
Edwards Aquifer), and they quickly addressed 
the traffic concerns. While initial plans called 
for traffic access to Morrow, that plan has been 
axed. Neighbors fought a nearly 20-year battle 
to ban left turns from northbound Lamar onto 
Morrow, which were sending artery-volume 
traffic down a residential street. They didn’t 
want these new plans to undo that work, and 
the developers quickly agreed and additionally 
promised to redesign Banyon Street so that 
traffic would be forced right or left onto Lamar 
instead of emptying directly into the Highland 
neighborhood. “They’ve been sort of open for 
input,” Kuehner says, “because in some ways 
they want to be good neighbors, to an extent.” 
As for Justin Lane, however, “I don’t know 
how it cant have an increased east-west traffic 
flow,” he says. “There are people who live there 
that are going to want to go west.” The traffic 
volume of the street, which connects Lamar 
with Burnet, is already a source of consterna- 


tion for residents; a substantial increase would 
be considered a disaster. “We’ve had an eye on 
the city and [have been] watching them and 
the little zigzag situation and Airport, Justin, 
and Lamar, that whole weird little intersection. 
The discussions with the city were that the city 
has had eyes on [removing the zigzag and] 
shooting straight through that corner. In other 
words, Justin hooking up with Airport. ... If 
there’s an increase in traffic, it’s just one more 
reason to justify making that a straight shot.” 

The developers don’t actually say that there 
won’t be an increase, but they did commission 
a traffic study from WHM Transportation Engi- 
neering claiming that the increase will be 
minor - around 6% to 9% at peak traffic hours. 
“My understanding is that when Rashed [Tanvir 
Islam, WHM’s lead engineer] did the traffic 
study,” says Blizzard, “that he went ahead and 
kind of overestimated each traffic study to have 
kind of a conservative estimate.” 

Blizzard told a Sept. 1 1 neighborhood asso- 
ciation meeting that he’ll take the pedestrian- 
crossing concern to Trammell Crow and Stratus. 
But of course, the tracks aren’t actually on the 
property - those belong to Capital Metro and 
it’s more likely that that agency will be the one 
to address those worries. 

Regardless of whether the concerns are dealt 
with, Crestview residents had better get ready 
for new neighbors - a lot of them. Crestview 
currently contains about 2,000 housing units. 
Another 1,200 are on the way - that’s an 
increase of 60%, presumably over a relatively 
short period of time. 

BentonviUe Invasion? 

For all that is already known about Crestview 
Station, the inverse is true of the Northcross Mall 
redevelopment. Dallas-based Lincoln Properties 
Vice-President Robert Dozier has not returned 
repeated phone calls from the Chronicle. Officially, 
site plans were filed this summer with the city. 
Such plans often change, but right now they call 
for a dramatic re-envisioning of what has been a 
fixture of north-central Austin for about three

decades: The western two-thirds of the mall will be demolished, 
as well as parts of the northern, western, and southern parking 
lots. Northcross Mall will be transformed from one building into 
five, one of which will be a three-story parking garage. 

The two smaller buildings would house 23,040 and 14,744 
square feet of retail; the part of Northcross not being demol- 
ished, which holds Bealls department store, would support 
153,345 square feet; and the largest, in what is now the south 
parking lot, would be a two-story structure containing 219,629 
square feet, plus 5,456 square feet for what is labeled on the 
plans as “garden center.” What will fill those other buildings? 
One raging (and rage-provoking) rumor is . . . Wal-Mart. 

The genesis of the rumor might have been the Austin American- 
Statesman s June 20 article announcing Lincoln’s purchase of the 
mall and quoting a local real estate broker, “I would predict Wal- 
Mart is dying to get in there.” But the same article quoted a 
Wal-Mart representative saying that the big-box leviathan has no 
specific expansion plans in Austin and Dozier saying that 
Lincoln had no definitive commitments from anchor retailers. 


Conversations with area residents - at least, those active in 
neighborhood affairs - indicate that Wal-Mart would receive a 
chilly reception. At the Sept. 11 meeting, Crestview NA 
President Chip Harris said, “Anyone who would like to see a 
Wal-Mart at Northcross raise your hand.” Admittedly, that’s a 
rather leading way to gauge member sentiment - these days 
in Austin, one only shows support for the Bentonville 
Behemoth after making sure that tar and feathers aren’t read- 
ily at hand. Still, not a single person of about 75 raised a 
hand. An informal survey of e-mails posted to the Crestview, 
Brentwood, and Allandale neighborhood mailing lists were 
about as lopsidedly anti-Wal-Mart. 

“Wal-Mart? Definitely not,” Kuehner says, when asked what 
he might like in that space. Northcross “was a fine center at one 
time, but it just died,” he laments, recalling the days back in the 
Seventies and early Eighties when it was one of Austin’s major 
shopping centers. Today, it’s essentially a ghost mall - there’s 
longtime anchor Bealls on one end of the mall and Sports 
Authority (formerly Oshman’s) on the other, and the ice rink in 


the middle. Otherwise, it barely resembles the vibrant mall it 
once was. Many of the store spaces are vacant, and the few that 
aren’t have been turned into nonretail uses, including a reli- 
gious congregation and a conference center. The few nonskaters 
who roam the interior tend to be kids who’ve adopted the space 
as a place to play Dungeons & Dragons or whatever has replaced 
it among the gaming crowd these days - not exactly a high-end 
commercial clientele. 

Given that Northcross is already a transfer center for seven dif- 
ferent Capital Metro bus routes, a mixed-use project similar to 
Crestview Station might seem to be a reasonable option, but the 
site plans don’t indicate anything of the sort. “I don’t know,” 
Kuehner says. “I would have to see how the roads could handle 
it.” Kuehner definitely doesn’t want bars. About four years ago, 
Graham Central Station - the Odessa-based company that creates 
what might be described as “bar malls,” with multiple bars of dif- 
ferent themes under one roof - eyed the spot, but, after massive 
neighborhood hostility, opted to build further north on Grand 
Avenue Parkway. Dallas Nightclub just down Burnet has also had 



More TODs to Come 

Austin’s Transit-Oriented Development 
Ordinance, which officially became law on May 
19, 2005, designated six areas of Austin as TOD 
zones. Leander established its own TOD ordi- 
nance and zone later that year. The purpose of 
each zone was to encourage maximum mixed-use 
density around major transit nodes, including six 
of the eight stops of MetroRail, Capital Metro’s 
incoming commuter-rail line, and the North 1-35 
Park & Ride just south of Howard Lane. So how 
are the visions of the region’s transit leaders 
coming along? 

The only real ground-breaking has occurred at 
Crestview Station. Here’s a brief update on what’s 
happening elsewhere. 

Leander: Thus far, only empty land surrounds 
Capital Metro’s spiffy under-construction Leander 
Park & Ride along Highway 183, but there are 
plenty of signs advertising property awaiting 
development. Dan Steakley of Stanberry 
Commercial (among the Realtors) says he’s 
received some inquiries but that most investors 
want a quicker turnaround to start realizing a prof- 
it, without waiting for the 2008 MetroRail start 
date. But he added that investors appear 
impressed with the intent of the TOD and the 
incoming rail system. “I’m not the least bit worried 
that we’ll get a serious offer,” he said. At the Real 
Estate Council of Austin luncheon on Sept. 14, 
Leander Mayor John Cowman described a vision of 
a new downtown for his city, one with slow traffic 


and a pedestrian-friendly sidewalk culture - radi- 
cally different from the current highway but made 
possible by the presumed diversion of traffic onto 
the under-construction, tolled Highway 183-A. 

North 1-35 Park & Ride: The only TOD zone 
not located along the MetroRail line, this area 
currently looks nothing like what city planners 
would hope for transit-oriented development: lots 
of strip malls and one-story business facilities. 

But there’s also a fair amount of vacant land 
nearby - presumably the planning wheels are still 
spinning on this one. 

Northwest Park & Ride: While no ground- 
breaking has occurred around this shiny, new 
facility, planning on this zone in Lakeline Mall 
area, City Council Member Brewster McCracken 
says, “is very far along.” Two “major landowners” 
have been working together, with design plans 
under way by both famed “New Urbanism” archi- 
tect Peter Calthorpe and the ROMA Design Group, 
which designed the Mueller redevelopment master 
plan (see “Building Utopia,” last week). 

Martin Luther King Jr. Boulevard: On this 
spot, also known as the Featherlite tract, former 
Dell executive Tom Meredith is working on his first 
development. The fields remain empty, but “plan- 
ning is in progress,” says McCracken. Attempts to 
contact Meredith were unsuccessful as of press time. 

Plaza Saltillo: This area along East Fifth Street 
has the biggest planning hurdles. While commu- 
nity advocates pushed for affordable housing to 
be included in all the TOD zones, they were espe- 


cially concerned about this area, not wanting to 
accelerate the gentrification that upscale mixed- 
use development has already caused in East Aus- 
tin. McCracken says that a community advisory 
group working on Saltillo is currently recommend- 
ing affordability levels that are in line with the 
affordable-housing numbers sought in the 
November bond election, and “in the next couple 
of months we might get to final consensus.” 

Downtown: ... is Downtown. The level of density 
the city and Capital Metro advocate around a 
commuter-rail station is already well-established 
and increasing. 

Also of note: 

MetroRail stops are also planned for the inter- 
section of Howard and Burnet; near UT’s JJ. 

Pickle Research Campus on Burnet; and at 
Highland Mall - but the TOD Ordinance did not 
create TOD zones in those areas. 

The Howard Lane stop initially will simply have 
nearby surface parking, but McCracken expects it 
will eventually serve the massive development 
planned for the former Robinson Ranch. He expects 
the Pickle stop will serve not only the UT students 
and researchers, but also the thousands of IBM 
employees on that company’s adjacent campus, 
as well as the nearby Domain development. 

On Monday night, the Planning Commission 
voted unanimously to endorse a proposal to cre- 
ate a TOD zone around the Highland Mall stop, as 
well as another around a future Capital Metro 
Park & Ride on south 1-35, for Capital Metro’s 
proposed Rapid Bus service. - LA/. 
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Site plans filed by Lincoln Properties with the city call for the ghostly Northcross Mall 
to be split up into five buildings, including a massive three-story parking garage. 


a strained relationship with residents for years. 
“We just really don’t need any more alcohol. I’m 
getting rather staid in my old age, but I know 
what it does to traffic after midnight. They come 
roaring through the neighborhood all lit up,” 
Kuehner says. 

Allandale NA President Gretchen Vaden 
Nagy echoes the anti-bar sentiment and says, 
“Retail and grocery are at the top of my list,” 
noting that her only grocery options are the 
undersized HEB at Burnet and 2222 and the 
tiny Sun Harvest a block west of Northcross. 

“Outside of that . . . hopefully not fast food; 
maybe some sit-down restaurants would be 
nice. I would have loved to have seen the city 
move the North Village library branch there, 
instead of going to Steck, where everyone will 
have to drive. How great would it have been to 
be able to go ice skating, go to the library, and 
have a grocery store, have some restaurants, 
basically a whole afternoon spent doing that 
kind of activity with your kids?” 

Waiting at the Crossroads 

The intersection of the MetroRail tracks and 
North Lamar suggests an obvious metaphor for 
the crossroads at which Crestview has arrived. 
While the merits of a city creating alternatives 
to more cars and sprawl are obvious, those very 


merits drive up that city’s popularity. As the 
saying goes, be careful what you wish for. What 
was once an affordable haven for regular work- 
ing folks is already moving out of the financial 
reach of the next generation - and property 
taxes are spiraling upward for those that 
remain. The MetroRail station, bringing with it 
a new wave of prosperity and its accompanying 
discontents, could very well accelerate those 
trends. Meanwhile, in an ironic counterpoint, 
on the opposite end of Crestview, rumors of a 
downmarket superstore that is itself a commer- 
cial magnet for regular working folks has resi- 
dents worried about the devaluation of their 
neighborhood and a flood of the kind of traffic 
that MetroRail is supposed to lessen. 

Sandwiched in between is a neighborhood 
that for a few decades seemed frozen in time. 
Now, dramatic change is inevitable for Crest- 
view, and residents continue to wonder wheth- 
er those changes will benefit or hurt them - 
while they realize that their ability to steer the 
course of that change is limited at best. The 
prospect is both intriguing and confounding. 
“I’m kind of trying to think of what kind of 
things that our community, that people say, 
‘Well, what do you want in your community? 
What could it use more of?”’ Kuehner says. 
“Well, I don’t know. ... It needs a park. It needs 
a library.” ■ 
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WOMEN ON FIRE: Six of one, 
Ivey's dozen of the other 

Although Judith Ivey hasn’t lived in Texas 
for many years, the state won’t loosen its 
claim on the actress. Houston’s Alley 
Theatre brought her back to play Martha in a 
revival of Who's Afraid of Virginia Woolf? four 
years ago and to direct a run of Steel 
Magnolias last year. Between those gigs, 

KERA in Dallas lured her home to play 
Margo Jones in a PBS special on the region- 
al theatre pioneer. And in 2004, she made a 
trip to the capital city to be inducted into the 
Texas Film Hall of Fame. Now, the two-time 
Tony Award-winner is back in town to perform 
the 12-character monologue show Women 
on Fire, which she starred in off-Broadway in 
2003 and has been touring successfully 
across the country since. From New York, 
where her latest directorial assignment, 

Kathleen Clark’s Southern Comforts, was 
heading into previews, Ivey spoke to the 
Chronicle about the singular challenges of 
playing a dozen characters in a single night.

Austin Chronicle: With Women on Fire, instead 
of inhabiting one character , you get inside the 
skins of several different women. What aspects 
of your craft do you have to draw on that you usu- 
ally don't? 

Judith Ivey: The ability to jump from one to the 
other and discard one before you get into the next 
one. I do it rather quickly. It’s what audience mem- 
bers comment on: “My God, how do you do that?” 
AC: What do you tell them? 

Jl: I have a picture in my head of what that 
woman looks like, and when I’m moving into that 
woman, I put that picture on me. Because I don’t 
change my hair, and I don’t change my clothes. I 
pick up a prop here and there, but it’s more 
about your voice and carriage and the way you 
speak. But most importantly, I see that face on 
my face. Because I’m playing everything from a 
Midwestern housewife to an African-American 
construction worker. And, you know, I look much 
more like the Midwestern housewife [laughs]. So 
I need that imagery for myself, to transform and 
take on the characteristics of that character. 

AC: Did you feel an immediate connection to 
these women? 

Jl: Not at all. In fact, when I first started doing 
this, ... the director and the playwright felt that 
the African-American construction worker was 
very important and that I could do it, and I 
thought I couldn’t. So I said, “Let me just go off 
and find this on my own, and then I’ll bring it in 
and do my version, and you tell me whether or 
not it’s worth it to keep working on it.” So that’s 
what I did, and they loved it. In fact, audiences 
love it. They single her out because she has 
such a great message, and they like watching 
somebody who doesn’t remotely resemble this 
woman become this woman. There were some 
others that I found difficult, and in the end we 
cut them because there were too many ballads 
and not enough up-tempos, [laughs] 


AC: Are there things you're still learning about 
these women three years into playing them? 

Jl: Yes. When there are 12 of them, they take on 
import in various configurations. There are some 
that come to you more naturally, so to keep it 
alive and not just do it because the muscle is so 
much your own muscle, you start exploring it. 

Then you realize, “Oh, I hadn’t looked at that sen- 
tence before.” Then those that are more of a 
stretch, to keep stretching out and making your- 
self go there is what keeps it alive. And for some 
reason, some all of a sudden take on more 
import because of whatever is going on in my own 
life, and then it will shift again. 

AC: Do you enjoy being onstage by yourself? 

Jl: Sometimes. It is a lonely place, and some- 
times you don’t want to be up there by yourself. 
Of course, the energy level and the concentra- 
tion is enormous in order to be able to get 
through the show. It’s all on your shoulders. But 
I did a revival of The Subject was Roses this past 
January with Bill Pullman, and there are only 
three people in that, and in a funny way, it’s just 
as demanding, because of course, you are there 
for that other actor or two other actors in a way 
that you don’t have to be when it’s just you. So 
it’s kind of six of one, half a dozen of the other. 
There are times when I don’t want to do it by 
myself, when I want somebody up there with me 
because it’s more fun. I love when you’re cook- 
ing [with another actor]. Some of my favorite 
moments I’ve had on stage were with Bill in that 
piece. We’re not actors who spend a lot of time 
talking about what we’re going to do. We certain- 
ly talk about characters and stuff, but the doing 
of it - we just get up and do it. That’s what I like 
to do, and he’s the same way. Just fabulous 
moments where you thought, “Oh, this is why I 
wanted to be an actress!” So thrilling!

FREE NIGHT OF THEATER 2006: Encore run, still no charge 

Last October, Theatre Communications Group, arguably the premier support orga- 
nization for nonprofit theatres in the United States, joined with theatre organizations 
in the Austin, Philadelphia, and San Francisco areas to initiate a program offering a 
free night of theatre. The idea was to entice people who had never attended live the- 
atre to give it a try or to give people who already attend live theatre the opportunity 
to sample work by companies they hadn’t seen before. And entice them they did: 
After the lights dimmed on the final evening, more than 8,000 people had attended 
150 performances in those cities. 

Locally, the project was spearheaded by our own nonprofit supporter of live the- 
atre, the Austin Circle of Theaters. “We’re a part of the Association of Performing 
Arts Service Organizations,” says Latifah Taormina, ACoT’s managing director. “We 
have an annual conference where we share best practices, and it was out of those 
conferences that TOG asked ACoT, Theatre Bay Area, and Theatre Alliance to pioneer 
the project. This year we’ve been on the national steering committee - with confer- 
ence calls every Friday to make sure all of us all over the country are working togeth- 
er, sending out the same message - and helping and inspiring each other.” 

This year, more than 300 performances will be offered in cities across the map, 
including 23 in Boston, 31 in Atlanta, and 34 in Los Angeles. Even whole states 
have gotten involved, including New Jersey, Connecticut, and North Carolina. Locally, 
21 performances will be offered by companies such as Zachary Scott Theatre 
Center, Esther’s Follies, Rude Mechs, Naughty Austin, Salvage Vanguard, and Vortex 
Repertory Company. Most will take place Thursday, Oct. 19, but several companies 
are offering tickets to performances after that date. (See the list.) 

Given the variety and quality of the offerings, which range from Zach’s revival of 
The Rocky Horror Show with Joe York to Blue Lapis Light’s Requiem Revisited on the 
Intel shell to the premiere production in Salvage Vanguard’s new venue on Manor 
Road, you might want to avail yourself of tickets as quickly as possible. But don’t 
call the companies directly. If it’s Free Night tickets you seek, visit TCG’s Free Night 
of Theater Web site: www.freenightoftheater.net. “Part of the reason to have potential 
audience members go through the site,” says Taormina, “aside from giving some 
nice national publicity to many local theatre communities all around the country, is 
to facilitate market research that will benefit all the organizations involved. The mar- 
keting firm of Mark Shugoll & Associates has designed a questionnaire that every- 
one going to the TOG site will fill out to get tickets. It’s very short and not a hassle 
at all, but it will allow the firm to go back later and find out things like how many 
folks who got Free Night tickets went back to their theatres as patrons and how 
many are going to theatre in general more than they did before. Last year, almost 
50% of folks who had come to theatres on Free Night had gone back to those the- 
atres and become regular patrons. That’s pretty impressive.” 

The entire program is impressive. Barring disaster, getting large groups of people 
to work cooperatively is difficult, but managing to get groups of people all across the 
country to work for a common purpose is stunning. And they’re not nearly finished 
yet. Says Taormina: “Next year will be the biggest Free Night of all.” - Barry Pineo

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On Thursday afternoon, two days before the 
opening of Micael Priest’s exhibit at the South 
Austin Museum of Popular Culture, there was 
no poster for the show This isn’t a surprise to 
anyone who knows Priest, a child-prodigy car- 
toonist who won a scholarship to California’s 
Disney art school in seventh grade but moved to 
Texas before he was able to use it. That award- 
winning style, bold and distinctive even then, 
later defined the look of the famous Armadillo 
World Headquarters posters in the Seventies. 

“I’ve been a resident of Austin since 1969 
who was deeply involved with imaging Austin’s 
burgeoning music industry in the Seventies 
and continues to influence the look of Texas 
film, video, and advertising,” he states with 
little modesty and a lot of truth. 

To many, Priest rules as the godfather of 
poster art in Austin because his work is among 
the most enduring. Jim Franklin had cre- 
ated the armadillo as the symbol of the hippie 
counterculture in Texas, but Priest, with his 
cartoonist’s sensibility, used black ink to fill 
their veins with red blood. His anthropomor- 
phic ’dillos didn’t simply jump around, they 
danced, flirted, talked, gossiped, drank beer, 
smoked pot, and celebrated life. 

Taking the signature animal of AWHQ and 
putting his own autograph on it led to a suc- 
cessful but not necessarily lucrative career 
designing logos, CD covers, ads, games, and 
more. Priest not only was witness to the 
cultural revolution as it took place in Texas, 
he participated in it, illustrated it, and stuck 
around to see his art become history. Just 
about anything that needed original art in this 
town, Micael Priest has drawn. 

“I have always been enamored of Disney- 
esque,” he reflects. “Which was actually a brush 
style where you used the varying thickness of 
line to imply weight, depth, or shadow.” 

“That’s something I learned from [Jim] 
Franklin. I had always been a cartoonist, 
symbolizing things instead of depicting them. 
Franklin showed me you could sculpt by draw- 
ing fields of tone with crosshatches. I was 
way into the idea of depth and was way into 
outlining with variable thickness lines like A1 
Capp’s Li’l Abner or Walt Kelley’s Pogo, but he 
showed me how to make it look like you were 
reaching into the drawing. The tendency is to 
do a smooth fade by using a pencil because you 
do it by letting up on the pressure and going 
lighter. Franklin broke the code about doing 
that with black ink on white paper. He learned 
it from Dore and all those old guys, of course, 
but he brought it to us.” 

In person, Priest seems to be related to 
Samwise Gamgee, but really he is the charter 
president of Austin’s Lost Boys. That’s the gang 
of artists - Armadillo and otherwise - who 
populated his Sheauxnough (say it like “sho’ 
nuff”) Studios in the late Seventies and early 
Eighties. It wasn’t his first time at the rodeo, 
corralling like-minded art sensibilities, but the 
epiphany was striking. 

“We worked together. I can’t stress enough 
how important this was for us. I was able by 
dint of the fact that I was director of Directions 
Art Company and then Armadillo to assemble 
an incredible team of graphicists and do away 
with the bad aspects of competition. Any 
technology or tricks we knew, we shared, in 
a big room where we could all sit together. 


A Lot of Cojones 
and a Little Faith 

The art of MICAEL PRIEST BY MARGARET MOSER 



If one person learned a new trick, within a 
month, everybody knew it. It didn’t matter if 
you needed it at the time. If you tripped over 
that same log later, you said, ‘Oh! I know how 
to do this!’ Or if you got stuck, you said, ‘Hey 
guys, come over here.’ The most important 
thing about what we did was, all of us together 
could masquerade as adults, but in fact we 
were just kids. We had a club. It was our col- 
lege, our church.” 

Priest’s speaking voice sounds a good bit 
like character actor Wilfred Brimley’s, which is 
why talking with him about art is a little like 
going fishing with your grandfather. Yes, you 
may catch a fish, but more likely, you’ll leave 
with a head full of stories about the way things 
were. His replies often turn into anecdotes 


wrapped in a bundle of loosely related events 
and details, such as this explanation on how 
hippies made Shiner beer famous: 

“Joe Gracey brought Shiner to Austin one 
case at a time, only it was Shiner Premium at 
the time, which was orange because in 1966, 
Cosmo Spoetzl decided college kids wouldn’t 
drink dark beer, so he put com in the mix, 
which made it taste funny, and every batch 
was different because it had no preservative in 
it. This doesn’t have anything to do with the 
poster show, but it does have to do with why 
we were like we were then.” 

The Shiner tangent seems a long way from 
“tracing girls out of comic books and leaving 
off their clothes.” His mother Doris showed a 
strong artistic streak inherited from her father, 


who was an artist, too. The cultural icons of the 
day had a lasting effect, as did religion. “I’d been 
a fan of MAD Magazine, but we weren’t allowed 
to have that sort of stuff, being Church of Christ 
and all. And we certainly weren’t allowed to have 
the Mars Attacks bubblegum cards.” 

It’s also a long way today from the days 
when posters plastered Austin street-corner 
telephone poles and the sides of build- 
ings. In 1972, Priest organized the local 
artists, who set the going rate of $70 for a 
poster, a time when rents averaged $100 a 
month. And in the Eighties, posters (like vid- 
eos) stopped being promotional devices and 
became merchandise. Along with the cost-of- 
living hike came a new generation of artists. 
Competition wasn’t the enemy, however. The 
enemy was time. 

Nothing illustrates that better than the sui- 
cide of artist Jack Jackson last June. At the 
memorial service, Priest wept publicly to the 
hundreds of mourners while demonstrating 
the cramped way Jack’s diseased-wracked hand 
held a pen. Yet it’s fair to say that some of the 
tears were for his own future. 

Micael Priest, who has always been near- 
sighted and color-blind, subsists on disability 
payments between the occasional job. His 
portfolio cabinet lives at the house of one 
friend while he rents out the garage of another 
and uses the phone of a third. He’s got two 
kinds of ADD - the real thing, plus arthritis, 
diabetes, and depression. It’s an almost bitter 
footnote in the history of a town that knows 
no bounds in providing mental and physical 
health programs for musicians but nothing 
for those who keep the musicians working. 
It’s even more ironic for someone who created 
lifetime images for 75-minute sets that ended 
decades ago. 

Priest is circumspect about the situation. 
Some things change, some things don’t, and 
time goose-steps on, whistling the “Colonel 
Bogey March.” One saving grace is those who 
continue the poster tradition. 

“I’ve never met him, but I love [Chronicle 
illustrator] Doug Potter. When I do meet him, 
I’m going to pick him up and carry him ’round 
and ’round, because he does that wonderful 
line quality I love so much. I had a lot of hope 
for Martian [aka Paul Sessums] , but he couldn’t 
get over trying to be the baddest motherfucker 
in the valley. And I love Billy Perkins, because 
he’s kept the kid in the picture.” 

□ 

By 7:09pm on a late September Saturday 
evening, a poster for the museum show had 
appeared. Hundreds of old friends and new 
fans wandered around the exhibit, remembering 
events they’d attended, ruminating on those 
they hadn’t, and getting an eyeful of Priest’s life’s 
work. An earlier rain left clean night air, cooled 
by a light cold front. Outside, a band pumped 
out Eighties and Nineties favorites, and God’s 
own light show flashed in the distant sky. 

Micael Priest stood in the asphalt parking 
lot, beamed over the proceedings, and disap- 
peared into the crowd. ■

1972 : 


“When Willie came the first 
time, he said, ‘My friend Waylon 
Jennings would really like this.’ 

The radio was playing ‘Down 
to Seeds and Stems Again 
Blues’ by Commander Cody, 
but they were a big band, and 
we couldn’t afford them. The 
Armadillo never paid a deposit 
to anybody. You had to be brave 
enough to come out here, and 
we’d give a real high percent- 
age against a low guarantee at 
the door, so you had to have a 
lot of cojones and a little faith 
[that] we knew how to promote 
our shows. 

“Willie talked Waylon into 
playing here. Waylon and his 
boys were still really greasy, and 
if you watch the Willie Nelson 
show on PBS, you’ll hear Waylon 
say, ‘That little redheaded 
sonuvabitch. I walked out there, 
and it was a bunch of damn 
hippies!’ Waylon was very upset 
and wanted to kill Willie until he 
saw what happened. He started 
playing, and the audience knew all the words and started singing and dancing. We knew 
when Waylon brought all those people in, we could afford Commander Cody all the way 
from San Francisco. My friend Tom Hanson did the actual portrait of Waylon, and I turned 
it into a poster. 

“Cody and the Lost Planet Airmen were the preservers of truck-stop music and honky- 
tonk music in the Seventies. They were always singing about the ozone, so I drew the 
Ozone Express, headed out between two worlds.”

1974 : 

Bruce Springsteen,

“I’d worked very 
very hard to get Bruce 
booked at the Armadillo. 

That meant going to 
[Armadillo founder] 

Eddie Wilson’s house 
early on a Saturday 
morning and sliding the 
Springsteen record into 
the Hot Tuna stack on 
his turntable spindle. 

Uncle Walt’s Band had 
just signed to Warner Bros, and brought Eddie their contract for him to look over. So off 
goes the Hot Tuna record, and here comes Springsteen, and everybody’s tapping their 
feet, saying ‘Whoa, what’s this?’ 

“‘It’s that guy Springsteen I’ve been telling you about,’ I said. ‘He’s going on tour.’ That 
was back when a band would go on tour before a record, so you’d know who they were 
and buy it. 

“They gave the damn poster job to Jim Franklin. That was Bruce’s first tour here. But I 
was hanging out with him and the band. You know that little kid’s cowboy belt he’s wear- 
ing on the Bom to Run cover? It used to be mine. But about this poster. If you go through 
the first two records, you’ll find all of these visuals in the songs. Unfortunately, I was the 
king of not-very-good portraits. I’d wait until the end, so I was usually tired.” 



1974 : Freddy Fender 
and Doug Sanm, 

AWHQ 

“A lot of people don’t 
realize Freddy Fender went 
to the state penitentiary 
in Louisiana in the early 
Sixties for being a Mexican 
with two joints. Doug Sahm 
had been playing Fender’s 
stuff for years and made 
sure everybody not only 
knew those songs but knew 
who did them. 

“When the Armadillo was 
going to bring Freddy, I went 
to Keith Ferguson’s house 
and said, ‘We gotta do the greatest poster ever. Help me think up something good.’ Keith gave me 
a picture of Freddy looking real soulful and suggested we have him reflected on the back of a car, 
discovering his girlfriend with someone else. So we used Dave Moriaty’s Cadillac, which appeared in 
many of my posters, and took pictures of Keith sitting in the back seat. 

“I get it all done and turn it in, and they told me Doug Sahm was added to the bill. I didn’t have 
room for his name and didn’t know where to put him, so I was able to squish up the Freddy Fender 
letters on the billboard in the background to get Doug’s name in. And Doug ended up in the back 
seat with Freddy’s girlfriend. Doug made Freddy Fender important and kept him important. That was 
way before the Tornados.” 


1975 : Kin ky Friedman & 

the Texas Jewboys, AWHQ 

“Kinky was the scion of what some journalists 
named the progressive country movement. Steven 
Fromholz always called it the progressive country 
scare. Which I thought was a better idea. We intro- 
duced Kinky to the world in Luckenbach at a party 
for [progressive radio station] KRMH, also known as 
Karma. Kinky had an album full of songs and intro- 
duced us to the Jewboys. He had Tiny’s outfit him in 
purple chaps with big stars on the side. While he was 
playing, the Armadillo security guys got together and 
made Kinky the Armadillo Security Sweetheart and 
presented him with the award. I don’t remember what 
the award looked like, but he was irreverent, funny, and 
gentle. He had an edge, but he wasn’t mean about it. 

I don’t have much patience with this crap about him 
saying a Negro talking to himself makes him racist. 
What’s the name of that college fund; are they racist?” 


1977 : 

Grateful Dead, Manor Downs 

“My friend Sam Cutler, who worked for 
the Grateful Dead and produced Brian 
Jones’ funeral, is unfortunately most 
famous for producing Altamont, and he 
became manager of Manor Downs in 1977. 
Sam had been the Dead’s record liaison 
for their ’72 Europe tour. I was finishing up 
a poster when Sam came running in. ‘We 
got it! We got the Grateful Dead Rodeo! 

And we’ve got Larry Mahan, six-time world 
champion, and he’s gonna buck out on a 
buffalo as they play the national anthem! 
And I’ve got the new album!’ 

“The new album had a wonderful Mouse 
cover, the one with the Cyclops skull. So 
I put a bull-rider hat on him and a Texas 
sky and twined some yellow roses with 
eagle feathers. We had just started 
Sheauxnough Studios.” 
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1978: 

Ramones, 

AWHQ 

“I loved what 
the Ramones were 
doing so much. I 
had just read a book 
called Subliminal 
Seduction. If I 
couldn’t stop them 
from doing it to you, 
at least I could do 
it in a nice way to 
us. I took a high- 
contrast velox of the 
band photo; then I 
went back and dot- 
ted in all the gray so 
that I could include 
about a hundred 
obscene subliminal 
suggestions. 

“You have to 
understand if they 
can be seen, they 
don’t work. You can 
tell in a couple of 
places something’s 
there. That’s part 
of [the word] ‘fuck’ 
on the leg. If you 
hold this up against 
the original photo, 
maybe you can see 
more of them. I 
made the letters for 
the band name out 
of meat. We told 
Joey it would be 
about 130 degrees 

in the hall and about 150 degrees onstage, and maybe he better not wear his leather jacket. 
We couldn’t get him to take off the jacket. When the show was over, he went down like a tree.’

1978: New Riders of the 
Purple Sage, AWHQ 

“This has always been my favorite 
poster, because I still liked it when I 
was done. Most of the time, you get 
a good idea, whack it down, then 
spend a way long time getting every- 
thing down. The execution takes way 
longer than the inspiration. Which 
is why people don’t understand 
how much intense concentration 
it requires to do a fine illustration. 

And we came from the tradition 
before computer: There was no 
Undo. If you were nine-tenths of the 
way through and fucked it up, you 
had to start over. 

“The letters were from a T-shirt 
on a babe with really large breasts, 
so they were horribly distorted, but 
it was such a good design [that] I 
took a long time tracing and retrac- 
ing the letters, straightening them 
until you could read them again. 

This is a portrait of my horse. When 
I moved from the surf culture of 
California to the ruralities of Texas, 
my parents thought it was expedi- 
ent to give me a couple of horses 
to keep me busy. She was an old 
range mare named Nugget and 
shaggy all year round. She’d never 
been shod, so she had really big 
feet. And was swaybacked. You had 
to put three blankets on her just to 
keep the saddle right. 

“But the bandito is from their songs. He’s coming home Sunday morning after a really good 
Saturday night in town. He’s stopping to take a break with a smoke and a tequila bottle. Notice 
the saddle horn. A nice little round mirror. And I liked how I kept the sky all swoopy. Many of these 
tricks came from pulp science fiction illustrators.” 



1984: Barbara Jordan, LBJ School 

“Barbara refused to be wheeled onstage. She wanted to wheel her- 
self. So they had to build a gigantic ramp the length of the front of the 
stage. She did it. She got up there and turned around. All the senators 
and congressmen, national and state, that she’d served with were stand- 
ing up there. Everyone got their pictures taken with her, standing beside 
her in the wheelchair. When I got there, I squatted down, so our faces 
were beside each other. Barbara was so tickled, she hugged me around 
the neck and smooched me. She had the voice of God. I always wished I 
had a voice like that.” 




1991: Spayumarama, La Zona Rosa 

“This was the first year of Spamarama [that] we weren’t allowed to say 
Spam. The previous year, the Spam workers went on strike in Austin, Minn, 
and Hormel busted the strike and brought in scab workers. We used the 
Spamarama as a benefit for them. The president of Hormel came with the 
president of Armour [foods] to Spamarama and saw the workers standing 
outside. They noted how well we were doing with the merchandising and 
immediately came out with a catalog of Spam merchandise and a cease- 
and-desist order to stop using the word ‘Spam.’ So we called it ‘Spayum,’ 
which is how we say it in Texas anyway.” 


2001: Dr. John, 

One World Theatre 

“I noticed that a lot of 
people playing the One 
World Theatre used to 
play the Armadillo and 
was going back and forth 
by the place a lot. Finally, 

I took my portfolio and 
went down to see Hartt 
Stearns and llluminada. They 
were sweet and nice and excited 
and wanted a poster of all the acts 

performing that season. I said it sounded great, when does the season start? ‘Day 
after tomorrow,’ they said. ‘About a hundred acts.’ Well, that wasn’t going to happen. So what I did 
was make a drawing of each act for them to sign it when they came. But when it came time to put 
them all together, it didn’t happen either. Some hadn’t been signed; some people like John Mayall 
wouldn’t allow other merchandising, various reasons. 

“But what these really have turned out to be are the last fine-ink portraits that I have been 
able to do, because my hands have gotten so crunchy and my concentration is so far out 
the window. 

“This one is of Dr. John. I left a place for him to sign, but he was distracted and signed it in the wrong place.”

Linden Dalecki's new novel: an excerpt 

In February of 2004, four of the best fiction writers in the country gathered at the late Starlite 
restaurant to talk about short stories. Sarah Bird ( The Flamenco Academy), Scott Blackwood (In 
the Shadow of Our House), Stephen Harrigan ( Challenge Park), and Dao Strom ( The Gentle Order 
of Boys and Girls) - Austin residents, all - were the final judges of the Chronicle’s 12th annual 
Short Story Contest, and, after hours of eating and drinking, they had a decision to make. 

Among their heaviest criteria in selecting the winner and its runners-up that year was how the 
authors - whose identities were unknown to them in deliberation - made the most of a strict 
2,000-word manuscript limit that has since seen increase. Two thousand words to achieve mood, 
tone, style, aesthetic, motivation; a few typeset pages on which to develop characters, a sense of 
place, and - what am I forgetting? - oh, yeah, plot. 

A couple thousand words to tell a good, solid story. In the end, only a handful of the hundreds 
of submissions managed it, and Linden Dalecki’s “The B-Boys of Beaumont” was chosen as the 
one that did so with the most complexity and ambition despite its young-adult aim, at least 
according to Harrigan and Strom. Bird and Blackwood were eventually convinced that “it was 
both a story that only its author could tell the right way and one that indicated its author could 
tell many different kinds of stories.” It was a story that came on quietly but one you felt could 
catch fire in your hands. In reporting the contest results at the time, I wrote that it had the “feel- 
ing of being full of life in a dying place.” 

But that was almost three years ago. Dalecki, who graduated from UT’s Michener Center for 
Writers, would go on to sign with Houghton Mifflin’s Graphia imprint, which publishes young- 
adult novels. He got a larger word count - much more than 2,000 - in which to explore his story 
of a group of teenage hip-hop dancers in an East Texas town, and he’ll see Kid B hit shelves on 
Monday, Oct. 9. He’ll also be at the Texas Book Festival later this month.

TAKING A LOOK AT 
TEXAS WINE MONTH 


Texas farmers and winemakers are already mourning the 
upcoming loss of Agriculture Commissioner Susan Combs, whose 
term is about to end. During the past eight years, she has helped 
shepherd a number of laws and created an abundance of pro- 
grams, all aimed at supporting the family farmer. 

Wine grapes pro- 
vide more profit per 
acre than any other 
crop. Profits help keep 
family farmers sol- 
vent. But when Combs 
came to office, the 
state was a hodge- 
podge of crisscrossing 
jurisdictions, each 
with its own local 
option about making 
or selling wine. Having 
to face opposition 
from several lobbying 
groups, Commissioner 
Combs displayed the 
type of diplomacy and 
concern for the public 
good that had winery 
owners and farmers 
cheering. By the time 
she was through, a 
winery in a dry area 
could sell wine from 
its tasting room, 
something that has 
probably kept dozens 
if not hundreds of 
small family farmers in business. 

If that wasn’t enough, her next move was to aggressively help 
the wineries market their wines. She was instrumental in estab- 
lishing the Texas Wine Marketing Assistance Program 
(www.gotexanwine.org), under whose auspices Texas Wine Month 
sprang to life. Under her watch, we’ve seen explosive growth of 
wineries in Texas, more than doubling in the last four years. I’ve 
been traveling around the state talking to winery owners, and 
everywhere I go, I ask the same question: What has caused the 
growth? They all say Combs. Without her efforts, Texas Wine 
Month would be a much smaller celebration. 

When Combs reads this, she’ll be thinking, “Enough about me: 
Let’s talk about the wineries!” 

Well, let’s start by recognizing a few of the wineries that have 
been working hard since the beginning of the Texas wine industry 
to build a platform for the state’s accelerating growth. Val Verde 
in Del Rio is the oldest and still makes one of Texas’ best ports 
($20). Fall Creek Vineyard in Tow is a family business and the 
third-oldest winery. Their most recent success is a white wine 
called Cache ($20). The concept came from son Chad, the name 
and artistic ideas came from mom Susan, and Ed, the patriarch, 
came up with the recipe. If you like Conundrum, you’ll love 
Cache. Llano Estacado in Lubbock is the second-largest and 
fourth-oldest winery in Texas. They’ve been on a winning streak 
since winemaker Greg Bruni signed on. Look for their Cabernet/ 
Syrah blend ($10). 

The other wineries that started in the lean years and have kept 
the faith also deserve kudos during Texas Wine Month: La Buena 
Vida Vineyards, Bell Mountain Vineyards, Wimberley Valley Winery, 
Sister Creek Vineyards, Homestead Vineyards, Messina Hof, 
Delaney Vineyards, Becker, Spicewood Vineyards, Fredericksburg 
Winery, and Pleasant Hill Winery.

concept, and the reason for the name, is their 
pledge to always have at least 100 interesting 
wines for less than $25 a bottle. This takes 
some time and effort, since they’re trying to 
sell things other than megacorporation wines. 

The fact that there are 60 other 
Vino 100s allows them to buy 
wines at a more attractive price, 
and they also get first crack at 
many interesting small labels. 
Again, since they offer most 
everything by the glass, you can 
try before you buy. 

Cork & Co. is a locally 
owned company that is setting 
its sights on the downtown cus- 
tomer looking for a chance to 
try many different wines. “Every 
day, we offer 20 different flights 
of three wines,” says co-owner 
Tori Alvarado. They also go for 
the flexible approach to keep the 
customer satisfied. When I asked 
her if she would open a bottle 
not on the list, there was no 
hedging. She said, “Yes, we will. 


Anything for our customers.” Football 
fans will appreciate the all-day and 
-night $5 happy hour to go along with 
football on the big screens. The other 
five days, happy hour rolls along until 
8pm, making Cork & Co. a great 
place to stop in on the way home 
from work. 

The Lake Travis Wine Trader offers 
a larger wine selection than most - 
600 different labels - and they pour 
four 2- ounce shots on their flights 
instead of three. They have a great 
tasting on Saturdays with a flight of 
high-end wines for $15. Then, on 
Sundays, they offer a midpriced flight 
for $5. The Lake Travis Wine Trader 
sits between a sushi bar and a pizza 
joint and is just blocks from one 
of Austin’s finest Chinese establish- 
ments, Pao’s. Many customers will 
buy takeout, take the food into the 
Wine Trader, order a flight or a bottle, 
and have a nice dinner. The Wine 
Trader doesn’t mind setting you up 
with napkins and cleaning up after 

0 you’re done. 

1 One other place in town deserves 
| mention for its juxtaposition of 
3 retail wine and wine by the glass. 
z Mandola’s Italian Market has a small 

but thoughtfully chosen list of wines 
for sale, all at rock-bottom markups. “We try 
to keep about 50 wines,” Damian Mandola Jr. 
says, “and will generally have two reds and two 
whites by the glass, along with the Mandola 
Estate Texas wines.” Mandola’s is the only place 
to have a big push on Texas wines. Damian Sr. 
has planted a vineyard and hired one of Texas’ 
best winemakers, Mark Pena. Their wines have 
big acids and strong fruit flavors, all a good 
matchup for Mandola’s food. And the prices 
really are low. Where the other wine bars are 
foremost wine stores, Mandola’s is primarily a 
food place. Even though the wine list is small, 
you can always find a wine to match your food, 
and it’s frequently less than you’d pay in a 
store. There’s never a corkage fee. 

Perhaps the greatest benefit from all of these 
new places is that they give people who love 
wine - not snobs, but people who appreciate it 
in all its guises - a place to congregate. I’ve met 
some of my best friends over a glass of wine. 
No worries about being undereducated: Each 
place is dead-set against stuffy, esoteric gab. 
They want customers who are open, inquisi- 
tive, and eager to learn. Who knows what you 
might discover? ■ 


Little Shops of Wines 


How a couple of ounces are redefining the experience 


BY WES MARSHALL 


Think of how nice it would be to be able to 
taste a glass of wine before you bought it. How 
many times have you taken a chance on a wine 
and then wished you hadn’t? At several new 
shops in Austin, you can try it, then buy it. 

That strikes a great blow for consumerism. 

How do the merchants accomplish it? Austin 
is the beneficiary of an explosion of little wine 
shops that also operate wine bars. Places like 
Cru, Cork & Co., and Vino 100 feature 100 
to 600 different wines. Besides favorites, they 
also try to sniff out the more exotic and hard- 
to-find wines - things you wouldn’t normally 
find at a grocery or liquor store - then wow you 
with their discoveries. They feel the best way 
to make sure you get a chance to try the most 
wines is to serve them by the glass. 

At most of these shops, you’ll find 5-ounce 
pours (a glass), 2-ounce pours (a taste), and 
flights of three or four taste-sized servings. 

Each shop tries hard to make sure they have a 
wide representation of wines by the glass with 
an ever-changing selection. 

Here’s what happens to me: I see a wine 
on the shelf I’ve never tasted. I want that one, 
even though it’s not on the day’s list. Almost 
all of our wine bars will accommodate and 
open something that’s not on the by-the-glass 
menu. You just have to ask. So, not only do 
you get the option of try- 
ing the day’s offerings; you 
can pick something you’ve 
always been curious about 
and try a glass. 

And we’re not talking 
about shoddy wines, either. 

“We recently put on a flight 
of three 2-ounce pours 
of Silver Oak, Georges 
de Latour, and Pelligrini 
Cloverdale Ranch for $20,” 
says Brian Franzman, gen- 
eral manager at Cru. “These 
are wines that most people 
will never try because of 
their expense, but we’re giv- 
ing them the opportunity.” 

Cru has already developed a 
following for its simple but 
elegant interior, its street- VinoVino (l-r): Kelley Bell, Jerry Reid, and Jeff Courington 


side tables, and small but nicely designed 
dining menu. There’s even a rumor that they 
will be starting a half-price champagne spe- 
cial one night a week 

Meanwhile, bubbly lovers are in luck at 
the newest wine bar in town: VinoVino. They 
have decided that they want to be the go-to 
place in Austin for champagne and sparkling 
wines, and they intend to do it by having the 
lowest prices in town and a huge variety of 
labels. “We are going to put our hearts into 
it,” says Jerry Reid, the wine guy. “We want 
to be known as the bubble capital of Texas.” 
Their still-wine pricing will be a bit above 
Central Market’s. But, given the fact that you 
can try the wines before you buy, plus, like 
the other shops listed, no corkage fee for pop- 
ping a bottle and enjoying it right then and 
there, the price differential is minimal. Reid 
has been involved with some of the city’s best 
wine lists - Mezzaluna and Siena, namely 
- and he is relentless in his search for fascinat- 
ing, unknown wines. It’s too early to say, but 
VinoVino looks like it could be a winner. 

Vino 100 is a franchise operation with three 
locations: Lakeway, Georgetown, and Round 
Rock. Each store is locally owned, and the 
owners have the freedom to inject a little of 
their own creativity into the shops. The central

VIVA PEDRO! 

Eight re-releases in two 
weeks lead up to 'Volver' 

The films of Pedro Almodovar, Spain’s all- 
grownup enfant terrible, stand out for many 
reasons: among them their vibrantly colorful 
visual palettes, their comic and pop sensibil- 
ities, and the characters’ widespread disori- 
entation of gender identity and eternal 
search for love and affection. Yet the single 
most glorious aspect of his films is also, 
sadly, their most unique: the abundant love 
and compassion they demonstrate for their 
female characters. Women are always leading characters in his films, 
even though they are often played by transvestites or actors in drag. His 
female characters are fonts of emotion, and their desires are always 
treated with respect. Despite this, Almodovar’s women usually seem to 
be on the verge of a nervous breakdown. It’s interesting that this great 
appreciator of women is one of the cinema’s most openly gay men. 

In November, Almodovar’s newest film, Volver (Spain’s official entry for 
Oscar consideration), will begin release throughout the country. Volver 
represents the filmmaker’s greatest celebration of women, and appropri- 
ately, the film’s ensemble cast - led by Penelope Cruz and longtime Almo- 
dovar actress Carmen Maura - received the Best Actress award at Cannes. 
In advance of Volver’ s release, the distributor, Sony Classics, has struck 
new prints of eight films (which is almost half the director’s feature out- 
put) and is presenting them in a two-week program titled Viva Pedro. 

The series provides an excellent survey of Almodovar’s career, which 
began with various pop-culture experiments in Spain’s post-Franco years 
of the mid- to late Seventies and started in earnest as a feature filmmaker 


in 1980. His earliest features aren’t 
included here: The first films this pro- 
gram offers are 1986’s Matador and 
1987 ’s Law of Desire. Both co-star the 
pre-Hollywood Antonio Banderas and 
are brash outpourings from Madrid’s 
creative fringe. Banderas plays the 
eponymous matador, who gets turned 
on by images of killing, while in Law of 
Desire, he is one of a circle of sexually 
involved and confused friends. 

Women on the Verge of a Nervous 
Breakdown, in 1988, marks Almodovar’s 
greatest commercial success due, no 
doubt, to its playful comic froth of pas- 
sion, betrayal, and gunplay. With The 
Flower of My Secret, Almodovar tem- 
pers his comedy with a bigger dose of 
melodrama and delves further into the 
subject matter of the artist and his 
work - a theme that was present in 
Law of Desire and would reoccur 
throughout his career. Almodovar fur- 
ther refines his melodramatic aspects 
in Live Flesh and in All About My 
Mother, which received an Oscar for 
Best Foreign Film. His two most recent 
releases, Talk to Fler (for which Almodovar earned a Best Original 
Screenplay Oscar) and Bad Education, respectively feature two men 
in love with comatose women and the residual effects of Franco-era 
repression and sexual molestation in Catholic schools. For all this 
and more, we join in the cry: “Viva Pedro!” - Marjorie Baumgarten

ON THE EDGE: THE FEMICIDE 
IN CIUDAD JUAREZ 

Illegal Art, $13 (www.illegalart.net) 

Just across the border from El Paso, 
Juarez holds countless secrets. A major 
center of drug trafficking and the scene 
of hundreds of unsolved femicides in 
the past 13 years, the industrial hub of 
northern Mexico is a nest of corruption. 
Producer/director Steev Hise takes an 
international perspective on this localized 
tragedy with his low-budget documentary. 
Through a rough-and-tumble filmmaking 
technique, Hise overmanipulates his foot- 
age, using color saturations and unrelated 
archival material to punctuate some of his 
points. But despite having a filmmaker at 
the helm who was a little too trigger-happy 
with his aftereffects, the movie tells a 
heart-wrenching 
story that remains 
ignored in any 
significant inter- 
national capac- 
ity. Since 1993, 
more than 400 
women have been 
murdered. The 
victims are pre- 
dominantly young 
women (ages 15 
to 25), students, 
and employees 
at maquiladoras (assembly plants that 
manufacture finished goods for export to 
the United States, i.e., cheap, outsourced 
labor). In most cases, there were signs 
of sexual violence, abuse, torture, and 
in some instances, mutilation. Wading 
through the social, political, and economic 
effects of these crimes, Hise asserts his 
position: Using the femicides as the lens, 
the film contemplates international issues 
of malfeasance, free trade, drug trafficking, 
and poverty. Clearly operating with limited 
resources from a grassroots perspective, 
Hise interviews mothers, activists, schol- 
ars, and writers to paint the portrait of a 
city in a state of severe crisis. Footage 
of and interviews with mourning mothers 
thrust into the role of activists is both 
agonizing and compelling. However, Hise’s 
breadth is so far-reaching that it’s difficult 
to maintain a through line. I started to 
tune out when the film began to make its 
case for the legalization of marijuana. But 
multiple agendas aside, the subject matter 
is devastatingly honest. Indeed, the film 
attempts to make everyone more aware of 
a harsh reality, and for that we should all 
take notice. - Toddy Burton

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Showcase Showdown 

The Austin Museum of Digital Art's programming challenges 
the city's notions of creativity 


Last July at the Copa Bar & Grill on South 
Congress, a group of digital artists and musi- 
cians, as well as fans of digital art and music, 
museumgoers, hipsters, and curious onlook- 
ers, gathered to celebrate - for an evening at 
least - digital creativity in a stubbornly analog 
city on the banks of the Colorado River. There 
were no acoustic guitars at this event and no 
paint brushes, no improv comedy troupes or 
spoken-word artists with worn journals. No 
one appeared to have the blues. 

The occasion was the Austin Museum of 
Digital Art’s latest bimonthly Digital Showcase, 
the museum’s flagship program and an integral 
part of the city’s visual art and music scenes. 
Willfully forward-thinking in a town too often 
enamored of its own past, and at once both 
intellectual and populist in conception, these 
showcases are events built around the idea 
of aesthetic experience as sensory overload 
- with myriad musical performances taking 
place throughout an evening, accompanied 
and recontextualized by digital video displays 
and installation pieces - suggesting perhaps 
that the time between showcases is just long 
enough that the museum’s curators feel the 
need to fill their rare evenings to the brim, lest 


people forget before another two months roll 
by just what AMODA is trying to do. 

What AMODA is trying to do is open some 
eyes, says new President Rob Turknett, who 
has been with the group since its inception in 
1997. According to Turknett, AMODA’s goal is 
to expose as many people to as many sides of 
the rising tide of digital creativity as possible: 
from computer-generated, sample-based dance 
music to motion graphics design and digitally 
processed animation. “Personally,” he says, “I’m 
always looking for something that’s not just 
going to reaffirm my current preconceptions 
about the world but that will show me some- 
thing different and change the way I think.” 

As president, he wants to offer the same 
opportunities for new artistic revelations to 
others. “Somebody going to AMODA for the 
first time is probably going to see something 
they’ve never seen before,” he says. “Maybe 
it will introduce them to a new world, a new 
Zeitgeist. And that’s important.” 


Digital art is our art, like it or not, a reflec- 
tion of the yearnings, fears, and inclinations 
of the age. Like D.W Griffith with his moving 
camera or Phil Spector with his recording stu- 
dio, past and future AMODA contributors like 
James Sumner, Jetlag, Lonja, and Bleep Labs 
use the tools of their time to explore new ave- 
nues of human experience or, as the man said, 
to hold a mirror up to nature. We are living in 
a computer age, so computers have become 
the means by which we measure ourselves and 
the newest tool artists have to forge the base 
metal of modem human experience into works 
of lasting significance. 

“The computer is the metaphor we have 
right now to understand ourselves and what 
our brain does,” Turknett says. “It’s always 
been the case that the most advanced technol- 
ogy of the age is the metaphor that gets used 
to describe ourselves and to understand our 
universe. These days, it’s the computer.” 

For a museum without a fixed address, 
AMODA does remarkably good business with 
their Digital Showcases, often pulling crowds 
of several hundred in a night. But as with any 
relatively young arts group, AMODA has to 
work to keep those crowds coming in. 

According to Todd Simmons, 
AMODA’s executive director 
and the man most responsible 
for the success of their Digital 
Showcases, there are real difficul- 
ties in curating for a digital-art 
museum in a town like Austin, 
where there’s often a heavy pre- 
mium placed on things like famil- 
iarity, roots, and nostalgia. 

“A lot of people in Austin 
tend to stay within their comfort- 
able bubble and not go outside of 
that to find new things,” he says. 
“AMODA exists in the awkward 
spot where we don’t completely 
appeal to the indie rock kids, but 
we don’t completely appeal to people who 
want to go to galleries, because it’s a little 
too much of a party, or the people who go to 
dance clubs, because it’s a little too abstract 
or weird.” 

Simmons, a sound designer for video games, 
has been the chief curator and executive 
behind the showcases for five years, first under 
the mantle Digital Showcase director and most 
recently as AMODA’s executive director, a 
change in job titles that Turknett says reflects 
Simmons’ “role as captain of the ship.” Under 
Simmons’ watchful eye, the Digital Showcase 
has evolved from essentially a fundraising party 
with drinks and dancing to an important, cut- 
ting-edge traveling multimedia exhibition. 

“There aren’t that many places to see digital 
art in Austin, or media art in general,” says 
Simmons. “There are occasional exhibitions, 
but most midsized to large cities have a media- 
art organization or museum or space. We 
would like to be that for Austin. So in order

to get the largest number of people out, we 
set up the showcases so that people ideally 
can experience them on a number of different 
levels. Because we know there’s not a ton of 
people who are hardcore digital art or hardcore 
electronic music fans, so we need to be able 
to appeal to a wide range of people. We try to 
make it inviting and accessible, but at the same 
time, hopefully some element of it is chal- 
lenging, so people will think, ‘Oh wow, that’s 
something I’ve never heard or seen before.’” 

“There are a lot of people in Austin that 
are doing things that have nothing to do 
with roots music or traditional art,” Turknett 
says. “We started AMODA because we wanted 
something that represented that artistic strain 
and that said, ‘This is Austin, too. And it’s not 
a small part of Austin either.’ I think AMODA 
is good for Austin. I think novelty is good for 
Austin. There are already plenty of places in 
town where you can go and hear something 
you’ve heard before.” 

A musician himself, Turknett feels that it’s 
AMODA’s charge to alter people’s miscon- 
ceptions about digital art while demonstrat- 
ing that digital creativity can be just as vital 
and emotional as any other medium: Simply 
because art comes from a computer doesn’t 
mean it’s inhuman. 

“You say the words ‘digital art,’ and the 
association is already ‘cold,’” he says. “That’s 
one thing that I hope AMODA will change: 
this perception that digital art is cold and soul- 
less. Art is the soul of the world, and I want 
AMODA to put the soul in the computer. 

“I see AMODA as a force in the struggle 
to do something good with the technology 
we’ve created.” 

□ 

One of the five musical performers at the 
Digital Showcase last July was Chicago-based 
DJ Kate Simko, who trades primarily in mini- 


malist techno, a dance-music subgenre that, 
despite its Spartan devotion to essentially 
unvaried repetition, has gained quite a bit of 
popularity in European dance clubs over the 
past few years. (As one could probably imag- 
ine, it’s gained almost no popularity here in the 
U.S.) Simko’s seductive tracks are composed 
primarily of a spare and hypnotic bass-drum 
rhythm repeated over and over, with occasional 
electronic sweeps and clicks thrown in to stir 
the pot. 

AMODA’s Digital Showcases tend to split 
the difference between art show and nightclub, 
so at any showcase the curators have no real 
idea how their audience is going to respond to 
the musicians or the art pieces. Will they be 
staid museum patrons or enthusiastic dance- 
club partygoers? The majority of the crowd 
at the Copa that gathered around Simko and 
her laptop - the instrument sine qua non 
for early-21st-century digital songwriting and 
performance - stood mostly still throughout 
her 45-minute set, despite the hypnotic beats’ 
protestations of danceability. They, like me, 
seemed as fascinated by the functions behind 
the performance of live digital music as they 
were by the performance itself: What buttons 
is she pressing? What is happening on that 
computer monitor? What in the world is an 
Evolution box? (After enough time, and looked 
at from the right angle, digital-art performances 
can take on the air of secular catechism.) 

According to DJ Cuba Gooding Jr. (Brandon 
Duhon, to his friends), a Houston-based elec- 
tro-pop musician who also performed at July’s 
Showcase, this crowd fascination with the 
particulars of digital performance is an intrin- 
sic part of electronic music’s appeal, like the 
combination of thrills and curiosity one feels 
when witnessing a top-notch illusionist or a 
wire-fighting scene in a kung fu movie. 

“As far as the spectators of DJs are con- 
cerned,” he says, “I think people are fascinated 
by the whole process because it’s hidden. The 
computer is facing the performers, and no 
one knows if [the performers are] modulat- 
ing sounds or checking their e-mail.” In other 
words, for many, the “how” is often as alluring 
as the “what.”

While Simko unraveled her soundscapes, 
behind her were being broadcast the films 
of Jonathan Coward, a Roanoke, Va.-based 
digital-video artist whose simple moving black 
shapes, like constantly morphing inkblots, 
brought to mind nothing so much as a mal- 
leable Rorschach test, and I appreciated the 
suggestion that in our digital age, psychology, 
like everything else, is inconstant. Who among 
us - with technology developing as rapidly as it 
is and with new geopolitical bugbears popping 
out from behind rocks every week, suitcase 
bombs in hand - can make claims to any sort 
of emotional consistency? An argument made 
all the more engaging when presented over a 
minimalist techno soundtrack entering its 35th 
minute of unwavering dedication to willfully 
meaningless mechanical repetition. 

“The human brain is always trying to con- 
struct meaning out of things,” says Simmons of 
Coward’s moving inkblots and Simko ’s mini- 
malist beats, which he says are symptomatic 
of the digital-art world’s tendency toward open 
interpretation and contextualized meaning. “A 
lot of the electronic music and art that we’re 
featuring is open-ended and non-narrative, and 
that alone means that it’s not telling a story or 
communicating a specific idea that’s forcing 
you down a certain path. It’s more suggestive 
than that.” 

Turknett sees the virtues of digital art and 
the appeal of AMODA’s Digital Showcases as 
an outgrowth of the continuing popularity of 
abstract art in general. 

“It’s probably the abstraction [of digital 
art] that appeals to people,” he says. “A flow- 
er is abstract, but it’s not chaos; it’s beauti- 
fully organized. It’s a mixture of complexity 
and simplicity, and I think that humans tend 
to be interested in things that, like us, are 
complex enough not to be predictable but 
organized enough that we can make some 
sense of them.” 


□ 

Like all Digital Showcases, the Friday, Oct. 
13, program will be loaded with contributors, 
with work coming in from as far away as Paris, 
London, and Montreal. Once again, Simmons 
and his team of volunteers will attempt for the 
evening to walk the line between art exhibition 
and rave, between enlightenment and deca- 
dence. 

Falling comfortably into the latter category 
will be headliner Drop the Lime, a dance 
DJ from New York who specializes in up- 
tempo, bass-heavy tracks. A recording artist for 
Oakland, Calif., label TigerBeat6 records, Drop 
the Lime uses layered real-time beats, loops, 
and samples to back up an energetic stage 
show. He’ll be joined by six other musical acts 
including locals Yatsuzaki, a cheerful electro 
indie-rock group that sounds like Japanese 
pop being strained through a world of effects 
processors, and happy-go-lucky experimental 
techno artist MVSCLZ. 

Accompanying these musicians and hope- 
fully prodding them on to hitherto uncon- 
templated states of creativity will be the work 
of 12 visual artists, including the beautifully 
disorienting and meditative abstract films of 
Yuki Kawamura, an expatriate Japanese art- 
ist living in Paris; the anime-inspired sci-fi 
Western animation of London native Ben 


Hibon; and the conspiratorial digital mythol- 
ogizing of local Omnibeasts Lanneau White 
and David Salinas. 

AMODA is, and always has been, a museum 
without a home. For the past two years, their 
Digital Showcases took up residence at the 
Copa. For this month’s Showcase, however, 
AMODA is moving to the brand-new Mohawk, 
at 10th and Red River, a great location with a 
checkered (some would say cursed) history: 
Over the past few years, the site has been home 
to at least three different bars. How many 
Digital Showcases the Mohawk will host - and 
how many people will show up when it does 
- is in the hands of the Fates. ■

Belles on Her Toes 

Trying to shake Gene Tierney 


M*A*S*H, season three, 1974-75. Episode 
18, “House Arrest.” Hawkeye can’t leave his 
tent (Frank’s black eye), so movie night crams 
into “the Swamp.” Onscreen, the Spider- 
Woman clutches her prey. 

“Will you marry me?” she pants. 

“Why, you unpredictable littl-” 

Lip lock. Femme fatale takes pawn. The 
Swamp erupts. 

Hawkeye (missing the scene): 

What, what, what, what? 

Henry: Cornel Wilde just kissed 
Gene Tierney. 

Hawkeye: On the teeth? 

Trapper: Right smack on. 

Hawkeye: If he straightens out that 
overbite, I’ll kill him. 

Tierney’s dentist wouldn’t have taken it lying 
down either; it was in her contract: Hands off 
the grill. Don’t deflate those apple cheeks, 
pressed up against Dana Andrews’ chest this 
time, decades later, in a used laser-disc bin: 
Laura. “Quintessential film noir,” directed by 
Otto Preminger? My, my, my, said the spider to 
the fly. 

Iconic clinch, it steamed up my living room 
for a year, maybe two, waiting for movie 
rain. The Austin Film Society got there first; 
Downtown at the Alamo Drafthouse, Hawk 
and Trap slumped down in their seats. 

“I shall never forget the weekend Laura died. ...” 

No one forgets a buckshot face lift. Afterward, 
at home, on late nights of work and distraction, 
Laura’s payoff plays over and over, a sequence 
that 20th Century Fox’s Darryl F. Zanuck want- 
ed to gut. David Raksin, who wrote the film’s

theme while contemplating a “Dear John” note 
from his soon-to-be ex-wife, heard himself pro- 
test. If you cut that scene, nobody will under- 
stand that the detective is in love with the dead 
girl, her painting. On one of two Laura DVD 
commentaries, Raksin reruns the screening. 

“Zanuck, who had never seen me before 
because I had never been to one of those meet- 
ings, turned to his cutter and said, ‘Who’s that?’ 

“She said, ‘That’s the composer.’” 

The guy who brought in Johnny Mercer’s 
lyric and transformed “Laura” into a No. 1 
pop standard. “Laura, she’s the face in the 
misty light - the footsteps that you hear down 
the hall.” Six years later, 1950, in Preminger’s 
desperate Where the Sidewalk Ends , Tierney

and Andrews more or less reprise their career- 
defining roles, even as the 30-year-old actress 
stumbled toward electroshock therapy and 
her iron-jawed leading man began peeling his 
grimace off a bottle. End of the line for Laura 
Hunt and Mark McPherson. 

Biography’s “Gene Tierney: A Shattered 
Portrait,” also on Laura , colors in a bleaker 
Dorian Gray. Discovered at 17 on the Warner 
Bros, lot during a guided tour, she eloped 
against her parents’ wishes with a young 
Paramount clothier named Oleg Cassini and 
had a daughter on the heels of Ernst Lubitsch’s 
melancholic merriment Heaven Can Wait. A 
year later, as Laura was being hatched, the in 
utero effects of rubella surfaced, the pregnant 
starlet exposed at a publicity function on an 
Army base in Kansas where Cassini was train- 
ing for war. Tierney’s heartbreaking account 
of later being approached by a young female 
Marine with an unknowing fan’s confession 
(“I broke quarantine to come meet the stars”) 
tear-stains a page of 1979 ’s Self-Portrait. 

“There was a wonderful girl that was battered 
by destiny,” laments Cassini, who died this 
March, in Biography. “It appeared that every- 
thing had been given to her, and suddenly, at a 
certain moment in her life, luck ended. She was 
the unluckiest lucky girl in the world.” 

□ 

In The Razor’s Edge, Tierney’s Isabel Bradley 
has everything a wealthy beauty expects, save 
for Tyrone Power. Although Biography and Self- 
Portrait ultimately assign their subject’s mental 
deterioration to Daria Cassini’s retardation, both 
also intimate that Tierney’s romantic failings 
undercut her storybook existence even if Oleg 
stayed close until her 1991 death in Houston. 
After a young JFK swept Tierney off her crystal 
footwear, Cassini attired Jacqueline Kennedy. 
When Howard Hughes courted his on-again 
off-again spouse, Cassini ambushed him with a 
two-by-four. As Prince Aly Khan sharpened the 
real razor’s edge with Tierney riding shotgun,

Cassini remained a count. Tierney’s inability 
to reconcile her lifestyle with the fact that fame 
had led indirectly to Daria’s birth defect likely 
did her in. Between 1955’s The Left Hand of God 
and Tierney’s final big-screen bow in 1964, the 
luckiest girl in the world lost her most precious 
possession: her mind. 

Joseph L. Mankiewicz’s The Ghost and 
Mrs. Muir (1947) pales next to the quartet 
of writing/directing Oscars that followed for 
his A Letter to Three Wives and All About Eve, 
but incandescence suited Tierney like few 
other mortals. Breaking her foot on the eve 
of production, the widow Muir’s benefactor 
channels the story’s unrequited love through 
her own palpable ache and personal bur- 
den, Bernard Herrmann’s epic score voicing 
character development virtually unmatched 
in the cinematic canon. Set stills preserved 
on the bonus-laden DVD scare up no less 
haunting, particularly one candid of Tierney 
and her mother, Belle, who nearly eclipses 
her daughter’s glow. The acorn never falls far 
from the tree. 



In stark contrast to her midperiod mystery 
and latter heroines in distress, Tierney’s early 
effervescence enchants with a buoyancy verging 
on weightlessness. Until John Ford’s Tobacco 
Road finally reaches rental status, Technicolor 
trifles like Tierney’s squeaky debut opposite 
Henry Fonda in The Return of Frank James ; plus 
Belle Starr, Sundown, and recent rollout Thunder 
Birds all titter with her precious innocence. 
Post -Muir worthies The Mating Season, On the 
Riviera, and The Secret of Convict Lake deserve 
issuance, but 1942’s Rings on Her Fingers begs 
release. Minted by Laura’s first director, Rouben 
Mamoulian, Fonda and Tierney take Preston 
Sturges’ The Lady Eve for another grift. 

“You know, it’s funny,” sighs Tierney’s shop- 
girl, coveting a Park Avenue dress, “all the 
things you want and can’t have. There goes 
pink champagne. I’d give my right arm to stow 
away in one of those things and go places. 
With those rhinestone slippers, and an emer- 
ald butterfly in my hair, and the most gorgeous 
rings on my fingers.” 

M*A*S*H taught me plenty in my youth. 
Some lessons, such as Leave Her to Heaven, 
took 20 years to register, but the result is an 
Austin Film Society retrospective. It’s like 
waking up in an armchair and finding Gene 
Tierney, standing there. ■

God Bless This Mess 

The AFS Texas Documentary Tour: 


Doug Block's '51 Birch Street' 



Imagine: Your parents have been married 
for 54 years, raised three kids in a middle- 
class split-level on Long Island. One day, your 
vibrant, healthy mom, with whom you and your 
two sisters have been very close, comes down 
with pneumonia and, three weeks later, she’s 
dead. Dad, the parent you’ve never been that 
close to or felt you really knew - he’s just not 
that communicative; you know the type - takes 
a trip to Florida three months later and calls to 
announce that he’s reconnected with and will be 
marrying Kitty, his secretary from 40 years ago 
(you knew her as Carol). There’s a great scene at 
dad (Mike) and Kitty’s wedding reception that 
pretty much sums it up. The newlyweds take to 
the floor to dance to “their” favorite song, which 
turns out to be “Only You.” 

Filmmaker Doug Block, as the still shell- 
shocked best man at his father’s wedding, artic- 
ulates the reaction of each of the groom’s three 
adult offspring: “After 54 years of marriage to my 
mother, ‘Only You’ strikes me as a particularly 
odd choice for my father to make, but, as the 
best man, it’s not a day for personal opinions.” 

Got your attention? Thought so. Apparently, 
this has been the reaction of festival audi- 
ences worldwide to Block’s slide down this 
particularly slippery slope, namely taking (and 
filming) an unblinkered look - as a grownup 
- at one’s parent’s marriage. 51 Birch Street has 
struck a primal nerve, racking up audience- 
favorite awards as it makes its way through 
the circuit from its premiere 
in Toronto to places as far- 
flung as Poland, Ireland, 
and Ecuador. (The film also 
screened at SXSW 06.) For 
another telling indication 
of the film’s appeal, Block, 
who also directed Home Page 
(1999), is currently in distribution talks with 
both Israeli television and al Jazeera. This 
month, the film will be shown theatrically 
across the U.S., as well. 

Back to our story. With Mike and Kitty 
reunited and poised to sail off together into 
their sunset years - their second act - there 
remains the sale and emptying out of the fam- 
ily house at 51 Birch St., the site of the family’s 
first act. Up to this point in the film, we’ve 
been introduced to Block’s late mom, Mina, 
through taped interviews that Block, the aspir- 
ing filmmaker with a charged camcorder always 
at the ready, had shot over the years. In con- 
trast to the yellowing, static photos of Mike, 
the dapper, handsome, young GI in uniform, 
back from the war, Mina (also a looker in her 
day) is warm, open, engaging, articulate, and 
accessible. We, the audience in high voyeur 
mode, watch the packing-up activities at 51 
Birch St. through Block’s lens, intently search- 
ing Mike’s and Kitty’s frustratingly opaque 
faces and demeanor for clues as to exactly what 
was going on between them during those 54 
years that he was married to Mina. 

Then, with the surprise discovery of a set of

boxes containing years of Mina’s diaries, the 
camera zooms in on her and who she was dur- 
ing those pre-Betty Friedan years: An underem- 
ployed suburban housewife raising three kids 
- and unhappily married to Mike. Shocked by 
what he reads in these passionate, self-disclos- 
ing logs - Mike declines to read them - Block 
scans the interviews he shot 10 years earlier 
of his mom giving a family history and there 
she was, candidly discussing the trajectory of 
her ennui. “I had this vague recollection that 
she’d said something about being unhappy,” 
Block says, “but when I went back and looked 
at that interview where she says it right out 
loud, I asked myself, why didn’t I hear that? 
Of course, I didn’t hear it for all the reasons 
children don’t want to know what’s going on 
with their parents.” 

□ 

Austin Chronicle: So what, exactly, propelled 
you into this risky territory? 

Doug Block: God knows you don’t want to 
make a film like this, because it’s so personal; 
it’s very dangerous territory. I didn’t know 
I was going to deal with the diaries when I 
started, but, even still, I was dealing with my 
own personal grief and coming to terms with 
all these changes in the family and was like, 
“This is not a film - it’s life.” I don’t believe in 
putting your therapy up on camera. It was only 
when I realized that what I was experiencing 
must be experienced by a 
lot of people that I decided 
to make the film. 

AC: What were some of your 
high anxieties setting out? 
DB: That I was going to look 
like an idiot, make my fam- 
ily look like idiots. Personal 
films are really tough to pull off; everyone 
knows how godawful they can be. If you don’t 
do it right, you can look like a narcissistic, 
self-indulgent moron. One of the biggest chal- 
lenges was knowing that the material was so 
special and not knowing whether I could really 
make a film as special as the material itself was, 
make it as good as I thought it could be. 

AC: What did you want people to take away from 
5 1 Birch Street? 

DB: Call mom; call dad. It’s that simple. Don’t 
wait until one of them is gone to realize you 
have stuff to talk to them about or things to 
say. You’re an adult now. I think that there’s 
always the question: Do we really want to 
know our parents? How do you get past how 
you relate to them - which is really based on 
being a kid? Your relationship is based on being 
8 years old, and then suddenly you’re 30, 40, 
50 and still relating to them like you’re 8. 
There’s no way to break through that. 

AC: Do you feel like you broke through that with 
your dad? 

DB: Totally - with my father, absolutely. With 
mom, that was what the diaries were about for 
me, understanding this woman who was my 


mother and accepting her for who she was as an 
adult. From adoring her as a kid, it was a very 
different relationship I came to with her at the

end - not just me and my father going through 
some arc and coming to terms with each other 
and finally talking and getting to know who the 
other was. There was a definite progression with 
my mom, too, in the film. It was an acceptance 
on my part that she was not the mother I grew 
up with but that I could accept her as an adult 
with all of her flaws and all of her complexity, 
appreciate who she was and deal with what she 
wasn’t - like with any person in your life who 
means a lot to you. I understood her effect on 
my father. And that was my quest in the film 
- getting to know my parents. Who are these 
people? What was going on in the house? What 
was their relationship - why were they so secre- 
tive about how unhappy they were? Of course, 
one wonders, why didn’t they get divorced if 
they were so unhappy? ... I personally feel it 
has a lot to do with forgiving them and accept- 
ing that they did the best they could and then 
moving on. A lot has to do with expressing that, 
too; a large part of making the film was just 
appreciation for them. 

AC: So it wasn’t a matter of finding out whether 
your dad really had an affair with Kitty? That fell 
out as an issue? 

DB: Yeah, I made a big deal of that in the film, 
and it was in some ways a big deal, but, you 
know, the bottom line was I wouldn’t have 
been bothered if my dad and Kitty really did 
have an affair - I deliberately left it open to 
question - I had my own personal beliefs, but 
I didn’t want to make it seem conclusive that 
I was completely buying into what he said. I 
asked him the question, and he gave me an 
answer; that doesn’t mean it was the truth, it 
just means he gave me an answer. Now, I tend 
to believe my father; others don’t. But you 
know what? That’s fine. 

AC: Really? 

DB: Yeah. I don’t think it’s important. 

AC: You mean now, or going into making the film? 


DB: It was more important to me in the begin- 
ning, but as I went along and realized what my 
father was about and who he was, and then 
discovering all this stuff about my mother, it 
was like, well, dad, why didn’t you have an 
affair? [laughs] I was a little disappointed when 
he said no. I wanted to say, really? Why not? 
I thought it was important for him to see the 
early cut of the film to see if he was OK with it, 
and I wanted to make sure he and Kitty felt it 
was truthful and fair, and they did. 

AC: And they weren’t in the least bit troubled 
by it? 

DB: Well, sure they were somewhat troubled 
by it, but I think my dad was very generous; 
he trusted that I would do it justice, and he 
felt that I did. Sure, he has his uncomfortable 
moments. On the other hand, he’s gone around 
from festival to festival with it, done Q&As, 
seen it probably eight times by now. He’s very 
proud of it, and he likes to talk about what he’s 
learned from the marriage and the film, and 
he likes the message that just because you’re 
old, you don’t have to give up. He was much 
more concerned about how the film treated 
my mother than himself - he appreciated it 
because he felt I was fair to my mom. He said 
she was a very complicated woman and [that I] 
captured that and [was] fair. I think he appreci- 
ated the grace note that the film left on, how 
they were to each other - my mom really did 
love him, or had moments where she expressed 
that, and my dad just wished she had been 
more happy. People still have the capacity to 
change and find happiness - even at 83. He 
is really open now. We talk all the time on the 
phone now; we never get off without saying I 
love you, all that shit. I just sit there with my 
jaw open, wondering, who are you? 

AC: How do you imagine your mom would have 
felt about having her diaries made public after 
her death? 

DB: I think if she’d seen it, she would have 
been fine. Certainly I agonized over this ques- 
tion when we were editing it for 18 months. 
Then it was: “It doesn’t work, it doesn’t work, 
it doesn’t work, I’m an idiot, I’m going to bum 
in hell. What kind of son does this to his par- 
ents? Why was I ever bom? No sleep, no sleep, 
idiot, idiot, what were you thinking?” Then all 
of a sudden it works, and you think, whew, at 
least I won’t bum in hell. Then you show it to 
an audience - and they actually like it - and 
you go, yes, well, what can I say? ■

It was only a few issues ago that 
I was lamenting the death of the TV 
sitcom. Now, rising from the dregs 
of this fall’s TV season are two new 
comedies that surprise and amuse 
with their devilish humor. The first is 
Tina Fey project 30 Rock (NBC). The 
other is new Ted Danson vehicle 
Help Me Help You (ABC). While the 
two comedies have different prem- 
ises, they are both essentially work- 
place comedies where the supporting 
players are as necessary and, in some 
cases, more appealing than the cen- 
tral character. 

In 30 Rock, Fey (Saturday Night 
Live, Mean Girls) stars as Liz Lemon, the head 
writer and showrunner of a sketch comedy 
show on the fictional NBS network. The cast 
is solid, the ratings are high, and her behind- 
the-scenes crew is quirky but dedicated. Life 
is good until Jack Donaghy (Alec Baldwin) 
arrives. Baldwin is thoroughly delicious as the 
dry and condescending executive NBS has 
reassigned to oversee Lemon’s show. Donaghy 
arrives with years of success heading up the 
microwave division of NBS’s parent company. 
Although he admittedly knows nothing about 
running a TV show, he promptly fires key staff 
to make room for a popular yet highly volatile 
movie star, Tracy Jordan (played to the hilt 
by former SNL cast member Tracy Morgan). 
Lemon and her staff are appalled, but she 
agrees to meet Jordan to appease Donaghy and 
to discourage Jordan from taking the gig. 

While 30 Rock tips its hat to the nice work- 
ing girl just trying to make it in the big city, the 
homage is less bright-eyed than its predeces- 
sors ( That Girl, The Mary Tyler Moore Show, and 
yes, even Sex and the City). Lemon does more 
than work around the sharks and fools - she 
rises above them. 

If anyone can make a workplace-in-hell 
premise funny, Fey can. And with power play- 
ers like Baldwin and Morgan on board, 30 Rock 
spells another success for her. 

30 Rock premieres Wednesday, Oct. 11, at 
7pm on NBC. 

Help Me Help You: Danson (Cheers, Becker) 
returns to his familiar role, this time as Bill 
Hoffman, a celebrated psychotherapist who 
arrogantly doles out advice while remaining 
blind to his own shortcomings. Cheers fans 
should delight at this third helping of Danson, 
this time as Sam Malone, Ph.D., but the real 
treat is the supporting cast. Particularly hilari- 
ous are Hoffman’s group-therapy patients. My 
favorites are Jonathan (Jim Rash, Sky High), 
a married man in denial about his homo- 
sexual urges, and Inger (Suzy Nakamura, 
Dodgeball), a brilliant 25-year-old millionaire 
whose social skills are nonexistent. (Following 
Inger’s first night with a new boyfriend, he 
wakes up to find her reading a biology text. 



When he asks what she’s up to, she says, 
“I want to find out what happened to your 
penis.”) At home, Hoffman’s 25-year marriage 
is dead on the vine, and his daughter is dat- 
ing her professor. 

Created by Jennifer Konner, Alexandra 
Rushfield (Undeclared), and Alex Reid 
(Malcolm in the Middle), it shouldn’t be sur- 
prising that this new comedy has some bite. 
Danson may lure viewers to the series, but it’s 
the superb supporting cast that will keep them 
coming back. 

Help Me Help You airs Tuesdays at 8:30pm 
on ABC. 


He's My Hiro 

Every new TV season has to have a character 
and/or series to obsess over. In recent years 
it’s been Sandra Oh from Grey’s Anatomy 
(love her), Jennifer Love Hewitt in The Ghost 
Whisperer (don’t get me started), Lost and 
Veronica Mars (love, love squared), and The 
Unit (strangely drawn to; don’t ask). This year’s 
obsession is Masi Oka of Heroes (NBC). 

When I first saw Oka in this cross between 
TheX-Files and X-Men, I thought, where has he 
been all my “TV Eye” life? Turns out, he’s been 
all over the tube (Scrubs, Reno 911, Gilmore 
Girls, Without a Trace, Joey, Reba, to name a 
few). In Heroes, Oka plays lovable nerd Hiro 
Nakamura, who drones in a nameless cubical 
farm in Japan where he discovers he has spe- 
cial skills. While his fellow brethren react with 
various levels of dismay, Hiro is thrilled, and 
his delight is infectious. And his world accord- 
ing to Spock is just too perfect. 

Rumor has it that Heroes falters soon out of 
the gate, but the first two episodes I’ve seen 
have not disappointed. My suggestion is that if 
the series is suffering, throw more focus onto 
Oka instead of Milo Ventimiglia (Gilmore 
Girls), whose turn as nice guy Peter Petrelli is 
more tedious than endearing. 

Heroes airs Mondays at 8pm on NBC.

DIVIDE AND CONQUER 


If it’s fall, it must be time for a new ...And You Will Know 
Us by the Trail of Dead album. And so it is: The local noise- 
makers’ fifth full-length, So Divided (Interscope), hits stores 
Oct. 20, less than two years since 2005’s Worlds Apart. 
Although Worlds was generally well-reviewed and did well in 
Europe, it wasn’t the stateside success the band envisioned. 
“I think on Worlds Apart we were hoping that this was what 
the mainstream would grab onto; there was so much depth 
and substance to it,” says drummer and occasional vocalist 
Jason Reece. That led them to conclude, he continues, that 
“we’re not going to be a commercially viable band, so we 
might as well make what we make and not give a shit about 
mainstream audiences.” Thus, 
Divided’ s lyrics “come from the 
heart instead of being more con- 
ceptual,” Reece says. Musically, 
the album sounds as eclectic as 
its predecessor, with “powerful 
epic moments” sharing space 
with quieter fare (countryish bal- 
lad “Witches Web”) and a beefed- 
up cover of Guided by Voices’ 
“Gold Heart Mountain Top Queen 
Directory.” “There’s a lot of melodies and harmonies on the 
record,” says Reece. “More so than ever, which is going to 
make it interesting to do live.” Besides its political overtones, 
So Divided is an apt title for the album, as frontman Conrad 
Keely and bassist Danny Wood both relocated to New York 
this year; Reece, guitarist Kevin Allen, and the band’s Mob 
House studio remain in Austin. “They live in both places in a 
really weird way,” Reece explains, adding that the pair returns 
often to rehearse. “I think they just needed a break from 
Austin.” Trail of Dead reunites this month for a six-week, fami- 
ly-style U.S. tour with Seattle’s Blood Brothers and locals 
Brothers and Sisters (stopping at Emo’s on Nov. 22 and 
23), foreshadowing a busy 2007 that will pull Reece away 
from his other job as part-owner of Austin’s Beauty Bar. “You 
won’t see me there very often,” he affirms.

Monday night, 
he and wife CoCo Carmel gave their future 
neighbors a taste of their upcoming Saxon Pub 
residency, wherein the duo played half of the 
Dominos’ lone studio album, Layla and Other 
Assorted Love Songs, including Eric Clapton/ 
Whitlock co-writes “Keep on Growing,” “Anyday,” 

“I Looked Away,” “Why Does Love Got to Be So 
Sad?”, and album closer, “Thorn Tree in the 
Garden.” Whitlock had barely performed the 
songs since Clapton’s struggles with heroin 
forced a de facto end to the Dominos in the early 
Seventies, but had a “lightbulb moment” after 
seeing the 20th anniversary box set at an 
Alabama record store. “I realized, ‘Wow! It’s like 
these songs are brand new,”' says the Memphis 
native. “All anyone knows [from the album] are 
‘Layla’ and ‘Bell Bottom Blues.’ Before hooking 
up with Clapton, Whitlock played with Delaney & 
Bonnie and was the first white artist signed to 
Stax Records in the 1960s; house guitarist 
Steve Cropper appears on his 2000 solo CD, 

It’s About Time. Whitlock and Carmel have been 
playing as a duo for five years, dubbing their non- 
existent rhythm section the Invisible Souls. 

“The bass player’s never drunk, and the drum- 
mer’s always on time,” he says. “I don’t miss a 
band, but we will play with other players.”

Medicine Man 


Up a Tree With Greg Ashley 

The Kosse Cafe is one of two diners in 
the small Texas town two hours northeast of 
Austin, with mint-green walls and a tiny salad 
bar. On a Saturday afternoon, there are roughly 
10 people inside, mostly men, but no one 
really says anything. Further on up the road, 
there’s the roadside neon of Boss Hog’s and 
their alligator chili. The sign welcoming visi- 
tors to Kosse claims it’s “a little town with a 
big heart.” The water tower stands vigilant of 
anyone who disagrees. 

Greg Ashley sits across the table smoking 
a cigarette. 

“You could smoke anywhere in this town 

- HEB, the gas station,” he says. 

After a meal of mostly meat and starch, we 
head to the cabin his parents own here in 
Kosse. Ashley’s Dodge Ram rambles several 
miles before turning and creeping down a nar- 
row dirt road. He stops the truck next to a 
red, white, and blue mailbox and unlocks a 
creaky gate. The cabin sits 
way back on the land; a 
long porch up front, fire- 
wood and a feeding pen 
to the left, garden to the 
right. Inside is his record- 
ing equipment - a clarinet, 
keyboard, 4-track, guitar 

- all in wonderful contrast 
to the horse decor. 

Ashley, who fronts 
Oakland’s the Gris Gris, 
came here to write songs 
for his upcoming solo 
album, which is partly 
recorded. The Gris Gris’ 
most recent Birdman 
release, the free-jazz freak- 
out For the Season, was 
bom half in Oakland and 
half here in Kosse. 2003 ’s 
woozy Medicine Fuck 
Dream, another solo LP, 
was also partly recorded 
here. Com-fed Kosse is a 
perfect breeding ground for 
Ashley’s dark daydreams. 

“There were still songs 
from the [last time] we 
were here,” he says. “I just 
wanted to do something on 
my own again, some more 
mellow stuff. Sometimes 
it’s all there right away, 
but that’s rare. Most of the 
time I have an idea for a 
part, and if I can’t expand 
upon it within 10 minutes, 

I don’t give up. I’ll just 
kind of forget about it. I 
have all these parts floating 
around that don’t really go 
together, so eventually I’ll have to change the 
key or something so it’ll work in this song. After 
that, usually, I have an idea of what I want to 
write the song about.”

There’s a small pond to the east with a blue 
paddle boat sitting ashore. Ashley says last 
week a snake slithered over his foot while he 
was in it. We narrowly escape collision with a 
nasty looking spider’s web and wonder aloud 
what poison oak looks like. It’s the first day 
of fall, but the air is thick and muggy, and the 
woods are dense; Ashley admits he’s gotten lost 
a few times. We don’t, because we get creeped 
out talking about The Blair Witch Project. 

Ashley grew up in League City, a suburb of 
Houston, and his dad worked for NASA. In the 
liner notes to the vinyl version of Medicine Fuck 
Dream, there’s a photocopy of a concerned let- 
ter from his parents after his mother found out 
the title of his album. “We are embarrassed that 
the word ‘ FUCK ’ is directly associated with Greg 
Ashley’s name on the Internet. Millions can view 
the granddaddy of foul words in association with 
our name. ” 

“I just thought the name sounded cool,” 
shmgs Ashley as we sit on the 
porch. “They’ve always been 
really supportive of me.” 

Ashley is almost baby- 
faced, with a mop of messy 
brown hair, freckles, and 
bright blue eyes. He’s a 
slight figure who looks way 
younger than 25, even when 
he’s chain smoking and talk- 
ing about 9/11 conspiracies. 
Still, he seems like an old 
soul, not some acidhead who 
spends his days jerking off 
on Spacemen 3 records, as 
those in the press that have 
heralded him a boy wonder/ 
musical genius for the new 
psych era might have you 
believe. He doesn’t mind the 
term genius but credits not 
having much of an audience 
early on and friends who 
would tell him his music was 
shit. This drove him, as did 
living in the suburbs. “Apple 
Pie and Genocide,” a live 
favorite, was written short- 
ly after 9/11 while Ashley 
was living briefly with his 
parents again. 

“That was my attempt 
at a Bob Dylan song,” he 
explains. “[After 9/11], even 
reasonable people were like, 
‘Yeah, let’s get ’em!’ I didn’t 
want to write a preachy anti- 
war song. A lot of those 
Sixties anti-war songs, and 
even a lot of that early Dylan, 
it gets kind of uncomfortable 
and preachy. 

“I don’t think there’s going to be a nuclear 
holocaust. I think it’s more about the energy 
crisis. I mean, just as far as getting food, right? 
OK, all your crops are fertilized by petroleum 




products, and your tractor runs on diesel fuel, 
and you till the fields with the tractor, then you 
package the crop in plastic, and you take that 
in a semi to the grocery store 400 miles away, 
and you drive to the store in your gasoline- 
powered car, and then you swipe your plastic 
debit card and drive back home. 

“I don’t know if nuclear annihilation is what 
we should be worrying about.” 

□ 

It’s thundering from what sounds like all 
directions. We both manage to scale a tree 
Ashley frequents. Where the branch splits lays a 
small wooden plank acting as a makeshift seat. 
“I wrote a couple of songs from For the Season 
up here,” Ashley says, and that’s believable. 
The branch we’re perched on overlooks a pond 
covered with moss, giving it a vibrant green glow. 
The sky has darkened to an eerie slate color. 
There’s a flash of brown in the brush, and Ashley 
reveals that his mom’s seen wild boars out here. 
Our conversation turns to Leonard Cohen.

“I like sad. His songs tell a story, not in a 
straightforward way, but with imagery and 
words. With [Medicine Fuck Dream], that was 
the first thing I ever did on my own, so it was 
more personal. It was what had been going on 
at the time and the songs I was writing.” 

We sit in silence until a rustling nearby 
catches our ears. 

“It’s the wild boars,” he nods. 

The liquor store is in another county down 
another nondescript road. It’s essentially a 
house with a liquor sign out front, and the clerk 
looks genuinely surprised to see people, fright- 
ened even. The quiet is refreshing in Kosse. 


At a blinking red light, we make a full stop, 
even though there’s no traffic coming. Willie 
Nelson’s Stardust warbles from the tape player. 

“Oh it’s a long, long while from May 
to December, 

But the days grow short when you 
reach September. ” 

“There’s definitely a lot of Pink Floyd, some 
Velvet Underground,” admits Ashley of his 
music, which, because of its lo-fi style and 
vintage equipment, sounds old. “That first 
Pink Floyd record is great. I love 13th Floor 
Elevators; them and the Electric Prunes were 
some of the first psych records I bought. A lot 
of the parts on the first 13th Floor Elevators 
record were really intricate and complex. But 
sounding like them [or Red Krayola] was never 
my intent. It just sounds good when a publicist 
writes it on a one-sheet.” 

The Ram barrels into a field so we can try 
to catch a glimpse of the night sky. As we 
approach, a white horse runs alongside the 
truck, illuminated by the headlights. In the 
moonlight, the animal looks truly majestic, 
disappearing quickly into infinite darkness. It’s 
too cloudy to see any stars. Anything could be 
hiding in this field. 

“Sometimes I sit out here and smoke and 
look at the stars, but I always start thinking 
about aliens, too,” he says. 

Back on the porch, we listen to Blind Willie 
McTell, a blues musician from the Forties. 
Blind Willie Johnson was bom down the road 
in Marlin; Lightning Hopkins grew up north of 
Kosse in Centerville. 

“It’s amazing, that sound, the way it was 
recorded - that’s all him on there,” says Ashley, 
shaking his head. “I love a lot of blues from the 
Thirties and Forties. ... Everyone loves those 
death songs. It’s like the action movie of songs: 
‘I’m gonna die, but I don’t care.’” 

We listen to a few Brazilian artists Ashley’s 
been into lately. We listen to Martin Denny, 
the “high priest of exotica.” Then we listen 
to a few songs Ashley’s been working on. It 
sounds beautiful and haunted at once, espe- 
cially since it’s 10pm on a Saturday and Kosse 
is a ghost town. ■

Butch Hancock, saving the world one song at a time

“If you still allow yourself to condone all the 
infamies, all the atrocities, of this Antichrist - on 
my word I believe he is Antichrist - I will not rec- 
ognize you; that is the end of our friendship. ” 

- Tolstoy, Page 1 , War and Peace 

Butch Hancock lets out a laugh at the 2- 
inch thick, 700-page (abridged) literary classic 
thrown down on a small wooden table in the 
Threadgill’s World Headquarters beer garden, 
not yet opened at 10am one balmy Friday 

“Oh my God, where did you find this thing?” 
he exclaims. “Holy mackerel. Leo Tolstoy, man.” 

Holy mackerel is right. Hancock’s first solo 
album in nine years, also titled War and Peace, 
wages epic protest for and against man’s two 
tribal extremes. On one hand, global conflict 
drags “on and on and on.” On the other, amity 
is in short supply. Not only are the scales of 
cosmic justice grossly imbalanced, but by even 
the most basic human standards, Peace should 
weigh in as the only anvil on the universal 
Health- O -Meter. While all the names have been 
tom off the people suits, Antichrist laughs all 
the way to the bank. 

A cappella opener “Give Them Water” might 
have been condensed into a 90-second intro, 
but at five minutes, its hymnal nature gains a 
powerful mass (“all things must live within the 
all and everything”). Flowing from “Water,” 
the album’s statement of purpose, “Damage 
Done,” then lays it all on the front lines: “We 
fight for love or money, and how we fight for 
fun, and how we sometimes fight to see some 
damage done.” Pipeline profits, ain’t they a 
hoot: “Desert shields and dirty deals and dim 
lines drawn in the dust. Send half a million 
men to save some oil in the sand, my gawd, 
in cars we trust.” Hancock’s lyrical maneuvers 
score from opening bell to closing shot. 


Musically, War and Peace doesn’t rest on its 
word count. Hancock played all the instru- 
ments save for fourth Flatlander Rob Gjersoe’s 
electric guitar leads and some familiar harmo- 
nies by Lubbock’s other two musketeers, Joe 
Ely and Jimmie Dale Gilmore. “When the Good 
and the Bad Get Ugly” shimmers like heat ris- 
ing off a blacktop, out of which the devil rises, 
the first of a number of his sulfuric appearances 
on the disc (“you know the devil just loves a 
war”). Follow-up “Toast” counters with a banjo 
and Old Testament God (“I notice not what 
God hath wrought”). The carnival bed of nails 
on which lays “Old Man, Old Man” belies grim 
accusations denied by the burning bush. 

Old Man, old man, who you gonna send to hell? 
Who you gonna give the golden crown? 

Who you gonna raise up from the ragin’ fire? 

And who you gonna burn into the ground? 

Even then, Hancock’s just getting warmed 
up. “The Devil in Us All,” identified as “us 
oil,” reveals sharp incisors in the songwriter’s 
“What, me worry?” smile. His nasal, kindly, 
campfire delivery spreads lilting bonhomie in 
the song’s opening verse: 

He smiles like the devil in us all 
Could be the moment, could be the hour 
Could be the usual addiction to power 

So it goes, War and Peace picking up 
momentum like creaks emptying into the 
Colorado. “Between Wars” ambles straight into 
Hancock’s compositional hall of fame, which, 
considering glories of the past three decades, 
beginning with late-Seventies Lone Star staples 
The Wind’s Dominion and West Texas Waltzes 
through to 1997’s You Coulda Walked Around 


the World, that’s no trivial, West Texas matter. 
Its upbeat strum and beery musical glow rises 
up akin to a Civil War-era traditional. “Cast 
the Devils Out” grins Sunday school sing-song, 
and within the album’s naked purpose, needs 
no explanation, though the line “mark your 
ballots in the light, be sure they count ’em” 
anticipates the album’s epic closer. “That Great 
Election Day,” a randy, rambling, folk Judgment 
Day, whose title is, again, self-explanatory 
(“who’s gonna vote their conscience and who’s 
gonna count the votes?”) completes the best 
political strategy since Green Day’s American 
Idiot. 

“I love the first one,” offers Hancock as his 
favorite track on War and Peace. “The a cap- 
pella one. To me, that’s the album right there. 
I also love ‘Between Wars.’ I think, musically, 
that’s my favorite one in there.” 

Live, both the opening incantation and 
“Between Wars” crackle with conscience. 
Introduced at his Cactus Cafe CD release two 
weeks ago as “saving the world one song at a 
time,” Terlingua’s poet laureate opens light, 
with his kicking (and unrecorded) “Mama 
Does the Kangeroo,” Woody Guthrie’s “Pretty 
Boy Floyd,” and his Flatlanders set-piece, 
“Julia.” Dedicating the show to Ann Richards, 
Don Walser, and Venezuela’s outspoken anti- 
American idiot Hugo Chavez, Hancock then 
rattles off “Water,” “Damage Done,” “Old Man,” 
and another new LP cut, “The Master’s Game,” 
with bite. The second set fires up “Toast,” 
“Between Wars,” “Cast the Devils Out,” and 
“The Devil in Us All,” which rolls and tumbles 
as if improvised for the full house. 

“I’m surprised no one else has written that 
song,” he quips. “It sure seemed obvious to me.” 

The evening’s feast ends on “When the 
Good and the Bad Get Ugly,” which began the 
War and Peace process last April as a demo. “If 
You Were a Bluebird,” “You Coulda Walked 
Around the World,” and finally “That Great 
Election Day” bring the protest to a generally 
peaceful conclusion. 

“A lot of this album has to do with the fact 
that some of these sentiments, and even some 
of the phrasing, is out there already in the pub- 
lic milieu. A lot of this is not me talking. This 


is everybody talking. Besides the cartoon imag- 
ery we have about God and the devil, a lot of 
people hold the images dear in their hearts, so 
I’m trying to speak that language to get these 
ideas across. If the language of those images is 
any good and can lead people to truth, then 
let’s give it a shot. But let’s don’t say we love 
God, but we’re going to go kill people. That’s 
where the line has to be drawn.” 

If your Seeing Eye dog missed it, War and 
Peace is that Maginot Line. 

“When I started the album, I was hedging 
on whether I should put one or two so-called 
political songs on there, and I thought, ‘Wait a

minute! Where’s that coming from?’ Is that just 
the fear they’ve been trying to put in us? So I 
said, ‘Well, let’s just find out.’ ... 

“Back in Dylan’s day, when ‘The Times They 
Are A-Changin’ came out, everything was ripe 
for that. There was still enough time in-between 
everybody’s synapse gaps that they could hang 
with an idea long enough to get it. You’re not 
going to find any answers in this album, but 
it might throw up sparks that’ll point you 
some direction. That’s what I hope this album 
does - is point people back inside themselves 
enough to really question their own definitions 
of all these phrases and of their interpretation 
of these images.” 

Promise us the next chapter, your Anna 
Karenina, won’t take another decade. 

“You know, you get out in the desert too 
long,” winces Hancock, 61, chastised. “I’ve 
been building a house, man, and raising a kid, 
and doing Flatlander things. But I’ve got a huge 
backlog of songs that need treatment. So I 
hereby vow to put out at least one album a 
year, hopefully two. Until I can’t.” ■ 


BUTCH HANCOCK 

War and Peace (Two Roads) 

He appropriates the title from Leo Tolstoy, 
but with War and Peace, Butch Hancock crafts 
his most Dylanesque work to date. It updates 
the political Dylan of “Masters of War” and 
“With God on Our Side” and does so with a 
West Texas twang. Opening on the a cappella 
“Give Them Water,” it’s an invitation to the 
“mad and ragin’” as well as his “sad self- 
righteous frightened friends” to really listen. 

What follows are 12 more tunes that plea 
for sanity, rage at needless war, condemn 
the guilty, and pray for brotherhood among 
citizens of the world. It’s all accomplished 
with typically wry and expansive wordplay, in 
a multitude of stylized country/folk settings 
that feature Hancock as a virtual one-man 
band, except for Rob Gjersoe on electric guitar and harmonies from fellow Flatlanders Joe 
Ely and Jimmie Dale Gilmore on a couple of tracks. Those not politically minded are likely to 
enjoy “When the Good and the Bad Get Ugly,” “The Master Game,” and “That Great Election 
Day” for their tunefulness and deeply held convictions. Others will find salve for their psyche 
in these days of too much war and not enough peace.

Dream Story 

Eli's coming, hide your horn, man

After spending four years in New York, saxophonist Elias 
Haslanger doesn’t need to think twice about his most memo- 
rable musical experience there. It came on the night he jammed 
with trumpeter Wynton Marsalis. 

Following an introduction by former Austin bandmate Fred 
Sanders, Haslanger was invited up one night to the trumpeter’s 
penthouse near Fincoln Center. Met at the door and ushered in 
by a valet, he found a large, splendidly furnished abode com- 
plete with a grand piano and a magnificent view of downtown. 

“It was a whirlwind of activity, like being in a fast river,” recalls 
Haslanger, “with the phone ringing 
and people coming in and out.” 

“‘What do you want to play?”’ 
asked Wynton. “‘Do you know 
“Red Cross”?”’ 

Along with a drummer, the 
trio proceeded to jam on the 
Charlie Parker-associated blues. 

Next, standard “Stablemates” 
featured Marsalis on piano. At 
one point, the trumpeter left the 
room and let Haslanger stretch 
out for five minutes or so, then 
returned to the fray and played while on the telephone. They 
also experimented with Parker’s “Au Privave” and Coltrane’s 
“Giant Steps,” a tough tune to master but one that Haslanger 
had played with Wynton’s father, pianist Ellis Marsalis, one 
night at Cedar Street Courtyard in Austin. The senior Marsalis 
followed that by putting in an appearance on Haslanger’s 
acclaimed f998 album, Kicks Are for Kids. 

As Haslanger was taking Wynton’s leave that evening, ’round 
midnight, other players were just arriving, the session obviously 
still young. Marsalis told the saxophonist he sounded great. 

“Elias, show up again any time,” grinned the host. 

Haslanger never took up the offer but savors the night as a 
once-in-a-lifetime experience, especially now, back in the Lone 
Star capital. 

The Austin native had been riding high here as the last century 
ended (austinchronicle.com/issues/voll7/issue40/music.haslanger. 
html). His quartet, Sanders on piano, bassist Edwin Livingston, 
and drummer J.J. Johnson, had been together four years and was 
working regularly around town. Their Kicks Are for Kids album 
had made inroads nationally, receiving rave reviews. Having 
a working jazz band that stays together that long is a rarity in 
Austin, and success gave them a base of operation in local and 
regional venues. Eventually, the quartet split up amicably when 
all but Haslanger moved on to bigger projects out of town. Artistic

limitations soon saw the sax-man relocate to New York, where he had attended the 
Manhattan School of Music for one semester after graduating from UT 

“I flew up on Jan. 2, 2000, right after Y2K,” smiles Haslanger. “I found a nice 
apartment in Park Slope, Brooklyn, in just three hours, and stayed for four years.” 
Both he and his wife Amy Atchley, a singer he met at the UT School of 
Music, landed good jobs in midtown. Every day when he got home from work, 
Haslanger would play his horn and write music, frequenting jam sessions and 
nonpaying gigs at night in well-known jazz haunts such as the Blue Note, 55 Bar, 
Smalls, Birdland, and Smoke. He also landed a coveted spot in the famed Big 
Bop Nouveau Band led by recently deceased trumpet great Maynard Ferguson. 

“Maynard had these wonderful stories about Louis Armstrong, Miles Davis, 
and Charlie Parker,” recalls Haslanger. “My music grew exponentially while in 
New York. You can’t help but listen to music in a different way. In fact, your 
perception of what jazz is changes.” 


ELIAS HASLANGER 

Dream Story (Cherrywood) 

In the late Nineties, the wind fell out of Austin jazz sails when 
Elias Haslanger moved to Brooklyn. The lyrical tenor saxophonist 
and composer also led an exceptional band, captured on 1998’s 
popular and critically acclaimed Kicks Are for Kids (Heart). The 
Austin product’s new outfit, including his former quartet’s time- 
keeper J.J. Johnson, isn’t as developed as his earlier group, but 
it offers up a distinguished selection of post-bop, acoustic jazz 
on Dream Story. Pulling in the MVP award on Haslanger’s fourth 
album is his pen. The 10 compositions blend Haslanger’s educa- 
tional theory with an honest love of the jazz pantheon, his perfor- 
mative skills honed by playing with Chucho Valdes, Ellis Marsalis, 
and Dizzy Gillespie. Haslanger’s jazz is both modern, drawing from funk and blues cadences 
(“Street Beat,” “Watch Your Step”), and traditional, informed by the idiom’s history, including Wayne 
Shorter and Miles Davis. Opener “Eternal & Absolute” also demonstrates a deep knowledge of 
Coltrane’s soprano sax work. Welcome back Eli, travel all you want. Just don’t leave again.

He gives the example of seeing a live per- 
formance by saxophonist Steve Coleman, 
whose street-smart amalgam of funk, hip- 
hop, and jazz was something he could never 
fully grasp.

Being on the scene, Haslanger also interfaced 
with the likes of saxophone titan Joe Lovano, 
the late pianist Mai Waldron, and legendary 
drummer Elvin Jones (“We had a long talk 
about rhythm”). In other words, Haslanger 
ventured forth to the big city and realized 
dreams both naive and down-to-earth. 

‘You experience the lowest of the low and 
the highest of the high,” he acknowledges. 
“Sure, it’s hard musically, physically, and 
emotionally to be successful there, and it also 
takes more than just talent. It requires luck 
and perseverance. Look at Joe Lovano. He 


Speak No Evil 

Asked for a soundtrack to our interview, Haslanger 
chose Wayne Shorter’s 1965 Blue Note album, 
Speak No Evil. 

“This is a seminal record 
for me. Every note on it is 
perfect, and as a concept 
album, it’s perfectly real- 
ized. The cover, with Wayne 
peering out from the back- 
ground behind his wife, 
conjures an otherworldly sense. The song titles 
suggest an air of mystery that drew me in - 
“Witchhunt,” “Fee-Fi-Fo-Fum,” and “Dance 
Cadaverous.” The band is interesting because he 
used bassist Ron Carter and pianist Herbie Hancock, 
his partners in Miles Davis’ band, but instead of 
Miles’ drummer Tony Williams, he used Elvin Jones, 
my favorite drummer, from Coltrane’s band. This com- 
bination is magical. Elvin plays with such empathy 
with Wayne and the others. And there’s Freddie 
Hubbard, who’s my favorite trumpeter. 

“I don’t like solos being at the forefront of a tune. 

I prefer the composition be the focus with the solos 
an extension of the composition. That’s what happens 
on this record, and that’s what I try to do with my 
own music, make the compositions the most impor- 
tant thing. Wayne’s tunes are the epitome of modern 
jazz. They mix Monk and Ellington with a dash of 
mystery. There’s a suspended feeling in his music - 
it’s never grounded. It’s always floating.” - J.T. 



played around town for 12 years before that 
first Blue Note record.” 

The events of 9/11 also impacted his stay 
there. 

“For me, the twin towers represented that 
anything was possible,” he states. “I came 
home from work after that emotionally drain- 
ing day, and the towers were gone. It was life- 
changing in a dramatic way. 

“New York changed my life and my music in 
every way. Before, music was 80% of my life. 
Now, it’s just another important facet. Now, 
I’m a more well-rounded person who appreci- 
ates life a lot more. I appreciate friends, good 
food, and of course family. ” 

It was the decision to start a family that 
prompted the Haslangers return to Austin in 
April 2004. Daughter Paris Olivia followed 
this June. Since his return, the bandleader 
averages between two and four gigs a month, 
local trumpeter Pete Rodriguez, pianist Andy 
Langham, and rhythmic mainstay J.J. Johnson 
his frequent musical foils. All three musicians 
are featured on Haslanger’s fourth Lk Dream 
Story, which reflects his years back east. 

“Living in Brooklyn has a different rhythm 
than living in Manhattan,” he explains. “I wrote 
the tune ‘Street Beat’ from hearing hip-hop, 
specifically Jay-Z, coming out of every shop and 
bodega as you walk down the street.” 

Happily ensconced back in his hometown, 
with a new family, old friends, and a mod- 
est Eastside house with an actual back yard, 
Haslanger’s a picture of contentment. 

“As a white kid growing up in West Austin, 
I repeatedly asked myself if I had anything to 
offer as a musician. Now, I don’t feel I have to 
prove myself anymore. I love to play for the 
sheer joy of it. I’m thankful for every day.” ■

WHERE MUSIC STILL MATTERS

While the 
ruthless wall of noise, more neurotic than 
Neurosis, still puts listeners in a choke 
hold, Norden’s punishing vocals become the 
right-hand punches that eventually break 
one’s face. From the opening rapture of 
“Brootal: Axxes of Evil” through the apoca- 
lyptic closure of “Piss Engine,” Millenarian 
sounds like the aural equivalent of “Fucking 
a Napkin Full of Toenails.” The downtrod- 
den moments of drone and doom rehash 
Sleep’s Dopesmoker and Eyehategod’s 
Dopesick while serving as brief shelter from 
the storm of time-signature changes. Speak 
now or forever hold your piece.

DJ SCREW: THE 
UNTOLD STORY 

(Oarfin) 

Robert Davis, aka DJ 
Screw, left as enormous 
an imprint on Texas rap 
as anyone ever has or 
possibly ever will. By 
“chopping and screwing” 
pre-existing songs, which 
basically entailed dramat- 
ically slowing tempos and repeating selected 
phrases and drum kicks, Screw created his own 
subgenre of a hip-hop that specifically catered 
to the codeine-drenched streets of his own 
Southwest Houston. While everyone seems 
to think that Screw died from a drug overdose 
in 2000, DJ Screw: The Untold Story points to 
recurring heart problems, in addition to the 


prospect that Screw just might 
have worked himself to death. 
Countless interviews with his fam- 
ily and Screwed Up Click cohorts 
reveal the sheer amount of effort 
that Screw put into producing 
and selling thousands upon thou- 
sands of his now-legendary “grey 
tapes” from the front gate of his 
own home. Recounting sessions 
that saw Lil’ Keke and the late 
Fat Pat pushing freestyle rhymes 
into uncharted stratospheres, 
the DVD formulates a collective 
reverence for Screw as not just a conceptual 
pioneer but also a community leader. While the 
volume level is inconsistent over the course 
of the 90-plus-minute documentary, insights 
offered by Nik-Nak, C-Note, Lil’ Flip, Big Pokey, 
Z-Ro, Trae, and the late Hawk provide enough 
valuable content to justify constant remote-con- 
trol adjustments. - Robert Gabriel 



ROGUE'S GALLERY: 

PIRATE BALLADS, 

SEA SONGS & 

CHANTEYS 

(Anti) 

The beautifully executed 
2-CD Rogue's Gallery will 
only come as a surprise or novelty to nonfolk- 
ies. Within the trad folk circuit, where “What Do 
We Do With a Drunken Sailor” and “Cape Cod 
Girls” are as de rigueur as “Nottamun Town” 
and “Sam Hall,” these Pirate Ballads , Sea Songs 
& Chanteys are known, revered, and played. For 
those clutching the black flag thanks to Pirates 
of the Caribbean I & II or simply looking for 
something other than another shuffling singer- 
songwriter, Rogue's Gallery digs up a treasure 
chest of 43 seaworthy songs. Yes, the marquee 
names glitter like stolen emeralds on the 
Spanish Main - Sting (“Blood Red Roses”), 
Lucinda Williams (“Bonnie Portmore”), Richard 
Thompson (“Mingulay Boat Song”), Bono (“A 
Dying Sailor to His Shipmates”) - but some are 
more convincing performances than others. 

John Cale’s Welsh growl might have been more 
appropriate than Lou Reed’s monotonous 
“Leave Her Johnny,” for example. That Johnny 
Depp and Caribbean director Gore Verbinski 
executive produced makes sense, but appoint- 
ing Hal Willner (Stay Awake) to helm the project 
and choosing Howard Pyle’s Marooned Pirate as 
cover art was particularly inspired. Thus, the 
performances, in particular Nick Cave (“Fire 
Down Below,” “Pinery Boy”) and Bryan Ferry 
(“Lowlands Low,” “The Cruel Ship’s Captain”), 
are as golden as a pocket full of doubloons. 
Heave away, boys: We’re twice as rich for having 
Rogue's Gallery.

M. WARD 

Post-War (Merge) 

Given its title and 
M. Ward’s abilities as 
a wordsmith, it’s tempt- 
ing to assume Post-War 
is his scathing treatise 
on Bush the Younger’s 
America. It’s not. Its only politics are the sort 
manifested daily in our most intimate relation- 
ships. Ward’s evildoers aren’t terrorists, craven 
politicians, or faceless megacorporations but 
ordinary acquaintances, relatives, and lovers, 


whose greatest crimes are negligence and 
indifference. He’s still more charitable toward 
others - his brother on “Right in the Head,” 
a capricious woman on “Magic Trick” - than 
himself. “Everything I’ve loved I’ve forgotten,” 
he sings on “Eyes on the Prize,” not with 
resentment or sadness but with simple resigna- 
tion. Well, almost everything; he remembers 
how damaging love can be, the vulnerability it 
creates, and how none of that ultimately mat- 
ters on “Poison Cup”: “If love is a poison cup, 
then drink it up.” Ward needs someone else’s 
song to look on the bright side, specifically 
Daniel Johnston’s on a gorgeous cover of “To 
Go Home,” further sweetened by Neko Case’s 
guest vocals. In fact, most of his no-frills coun- 
try and gospel melodies hint that maybe things 
aren’t quite as dire as they seem. Ambivalent, 
fatalistic, heartbroken, defiantly hopeful; turns 
out Post-War is an American portrait after all.

TANYA DONELLY 

This Hungry Life 
(Eleven Thirty) 

Now 40 with a family, 

Tanya Donelly has lately writ- 
ten songs more out of self- 
preservation than self-discov- 
ery. Her craft has grown up burdened, finding 
itself at odds with the girlish adventures of her 
best work with Belly and the Throwing Muses. It’s 
also adopted a heavy no-depression bent, which 
felt forced and half-hearted on 2004 ’s mediocre 
Whiskey Tango Ghosts. This makes it even more 
remarkable, that This Hungry Life stands among 
her finest recordings. Cutting new material live 
over two nights at the current incarnation of Fort 
Apache Studios in Vermont, Donelly and her alt- 
star band - guitarist husband Dean Fisher, Rich 
Gilbert on pedal steel, drummer Arthur Johnson, 
upright bassist Joe McMahon, violinist Joan 
Wasser, and harmonizer Bill Janovitz - sound as 
much Midwest as Massachusetts on opener 
“NE.” As it does for the duration, her underrated 
guitar comes in waves amid solid, straight-ahead 
arrangements, carrying one of the truly pure and 
versatile voices in rock like an empress on her 
way to observe a great battle - or to fight in it. 

The title track finds Donelly at peace with nothing, 
though the tone is instrumentally, lyrically, and 
vocally reconciliatory. “This is easy, this sweet 
cacophony,” she later sings in “Days of Grace,” a 





twangy pop achievement. “It’s like shootin’ fish in 
a cyclone.” Immediately after, she stands up to 
George Harrison’s imposing “Long Long Long,” a 
bold reminder that she can pretty much do what- 
ever the hell she wants, however and whenever.

BOBBY BARE JR/S YOUNG 
CRIMINALS' STARVATION LEAGUE 

The Longest Meow (Bloodshot) 

What can 11 people do in 
11 hours? With Nashville’s 
Bobby Bare Jr., they can 
record 11 songs, each with 
its own distinct flavor, tra- 
versing the genre spectrum 
confidently to compose a continental breakfast 
of styles served up without a drop of self-con- 
sciousness. The Longest Meow is pure sass, 
and it lets you know at the outset. “The Heart 
Bionic” starts off sounding like Tom Waits on 
morphine, a jubilant mash-up that sets the play- 
ful tone of Meow. “Back to Blue” features a 
south-of-the-border-flavored trumpet intro, then 
slips easily into a bona fide country song. The 
album then slides right into “Sticky Chemical,” 
which brings personal lubricant to mind in the 
context of the song (“You need a key/ every 
night”), though the tune itself is quirky and not 
cutesy, peppered with little human “eeps” dot- 
ting the aural landscape. The compressed nature 
of the album’s production is a bit distracting, but 
only in the sense that the band sounds incredi- 
bly well-rehearsed with an authentic, organic feel. 
Were all these songs done in one take? If so, 

The Longest Meow is nothing less than a wonder 
and deserves another half-star as a testament 
to eschewing the artificial nature of musical cre- 
ation endemic to the ProTools regime. (Emo’s, 
Thursday, Oct. 5) 

THE KNIFE 

Silent Shout (Mute) 

The Knife is rewriting the 
definition of electro-pop. 

What used to be happy, 
bouncy, and enthusiastic is 
now dark, eerie, and exact- 
ing. The masked brother-and-sister duo of Olof 
Dreijer and Karin Dreijer Andersson makes 
music in Stockholm, Sweden, on hard drive, 
stringing together yarns of chilling vocals and 
electronic boggles while uniting ravers, indie 
rockers, and goths in one measure of creepy 
beat. Third album Silent Shout, the first released 
stateside, is riddled with WTF moments. Merging 
Siouxsie Sioux with Aphex Twin, Silent Shout 
twists manipulated sounds around a basic core 
of addictive rhythm in a convoluted game of teth- 
erball. The opening title track lets a little light in 
while introducing the Panish voice of Andersson. 
“We Share Our Mothers’ Health” brings Stomp 
to the electronic forefront: Envision animated 
characters bouncing through puddles of color as 
tribal drums echo. Layers of sweet and sour 
push “Marble House” into a Dalf fantasyland, 
while “Like a Pen” finds an adult Sesame Street 
strewn with shadows, especially when taken with 
Andreas Nilsson’s perfectly symbiotic video. Yet 
it’s 10th track “One Hit” that begs for immediate 
relistening: spooky and relentless. The Knife is 
proof that, in the right hands, technology works.

LEAST COMPETENT CRIMINALS

Artists Gone Too Far: An August Los Angeles exhibition by photographer Jill Greenberg fea- 
tured 27 2- and 3-year-old kids crying, scenes that Greenberg provoked by offering each one 
a lollipop and then snatching it away. She admitted that the photos were "upsetting" but 
denied critics' accusations of child abuse. 


In September, following complaints of diners, 
the health department in Springfield, Mo., noti- 
fied restaurants that Debby Rose’s “assistance 
monkey” could not be permitted to dine with 
her (in a high chair), even though Rose said she 
suffers from a disabling social phobia that she 
can accommodate only if “Richard” (a bonnet 
macaque monkey) is with her. Monkeys are 
generally permitted under the Americans with 
Disabilities Act if they perform certain tasks, as 
capuchin monkeys have been trained to fetch 
groceries from shelves for wheelchair-using 
patrons. However, animals that provide only 
emotional support fall into a gray area, accord- 
ing to a U.S. Justice Department spokesperson 
quoted by The Springfield News-Leader. 

POLICE BLOTTER 

• Fire crews arriving at a burning house on 
99th Street in Portland, Ore., on July 26 must 
have suspected that something was up because 
nervous residents of the home were ferrying 
buckets of water to the fire themselves, hav- 
ing already implored neighbors not to call 
firefighters. Police later found marijuana plants 
growing in the basement and took three people 
into custody. 

• In an August segment on WWLP-TV 
(Springfield, Mass.), police chief Anthony Scott 
of Holyoke, Mass., described the extent of a 
recent domestic fight in which Ms. Yesenia 
Ortiz retaliated against alleged aggressor Victor 
Cruz: “She grabbed another knife and stabbed 
him in the winky.” (Cruz was arrested and 
taken to a hospital for treatment of his winky.) 

GREAT ART! 

• Artists Gone Too Far: In August, police in 
Mumbai, India, decided to get a professional 
opinion from the local JJ School of Art as 
to whether a downtown video and photo- 
graphic exhibition was obscene and should 
be closed down. (The school’s opinion of the 
show, “Tits, Clits, and Elephant Dick,” has 
not been reported.) 

• Performance artist Kira O’Reilly’s 
August show in Penzance, England, 
“Inthewrongplaceness,” consisted of a naked 
woman cradling a dead pig for four hours at 
a time. O’Reilly explained, on her Web site: 
“The work left me with an undercurrent of 
pigginess [and] unexpected fantasies of mer- 
gence and interspecies metamorphoses began 
to flicker into my consciousness.” People for 
the Ethical Treatment of Animals called the 
performance merely “sick.” 


THE LITIGIOUS SOCIETY 

• One Hindu family sued another in Springfield, 
Mass., in July over an arranged marriage after 
the bride-to-be presented herself to the groom’s 
family for the first time and was judged too 
ugly. Vijai V Pandey and his wife claimed they 
were “extremely shocked” at the woman’s 
“protruded bad teeth” and bad complexion, 
among other deficiencies. A spokesman for an 
American Hindu organization tried to down- 
play skepticism over arranged marriages, telling 
the Springfield Republican newspaper that he 
had seen “very handsome men who are happy 
with somewhat homely women.” 

• Linda Mason filed a lawsuit in Chicago in July 
against a Borders bookstore, citing a defective 
toilet in the ladies’ room that allegedly triggered 
near-catastrophic medical injuries. Because the 
broken seat “shifted to the side” when she sat 


down, she not only lost her balance and fell to the 
floor but somehow suffered “multiple spine inju- 
ries,” requiring “multiple neurosurgical” opera- 
tions, resulting in permanent disfigurement. 

POOR AT ANGER MANAGEMENT 

Executive chef George Llorens, 60, was 
arrested in Bridgeport, Conn., in July, accused 
of punching a colleague in the face because the 
appetizers she made were cold. And police in 
Decatur, Ala., arrested four people in August 
after intermittent, daylong fighting (that sent 
three of them to the hospital) that began when 
one flicked a cigarette butt near another’s prop- 
erty. And Jeffrey Cullen, 58, was arrested in 
August for firing several gunshots at Kingman, 
Ariz. , firefighters (but missing) when they told 
him that they weren’t permitted to rescue his 
cat from a tree. 


Pennsylvania inmate Donta Thomas was 
rearrested in August and charged with oper- 
ating a drug ring on the outside, carried out 
via the Fayette County prison’s pay phones. 
According to police, Thomas routinely gave 
explicit instructions to his accomplices over the 
phone despite an automated message on each 
call that the conversation was being recorded. 
According to a spokesman for the state attorney 
general, Thomas, speaking, would pause so as 
not to have to talk over the recording but then 
afterward resume planning his deals. 

MARRIAGE PROPOSALS 
GONE AWRY 

1) Adam Sutton’s elaborate plan to propose to 
Erika Brussee in July on a small chartered plane 
near Rome, Ga., didn’t work out, as the engine 
stalled and the plane crashed (causing minor 
injuries) near their friends on the ground who 
were holding up signs with the actual proposal 
question for Brussee. 2) Mark Papkey’s elaborate 
plan to propose to Holly Barnes in June on a 
hot air balloon near Boston didn’t work out, as 
the balloon drifted into wilderness, fuel ran out, 
and they and the pilot were forced to spend the 
night in the woods before being rescued. (Both 
Brussee and Barnes said yes.) (And in Wichita, 
Kan., in September, Kandi Blakney went to the 
courthouse for her wedding, but when a clerk 
pulled up her marriage license, two outstanding 
arrest warrants also came up, and she was jailed, 
in her wedding dress.) 

RECURRING THEMES 

While stories of dogs stepping on rifles’ 
triggers and accidentally shooting their own- 
ers have occurred so often as to be No Longer 
Weird, the dog that accidentally kicks the gear- 
shift of an idling vehicle is rarer. Nonetheless, 
in July in Republic, Pa., and Ogden, Utah, dogs 
sent trucks off on wild spins after bumping 
gearshifts. The Pennsylvania dog hit a pole, a 
fence, and a house, and ruptured a gas line; 
the Utah “driver” (a police K-9) hit a woman, 
seriously injuring her. (And near Elliott Lake, 
Ontario, in July, a bear climbed into Marty 
Descoteaux’s idling boat and bumped the 
throttle, as Descoteaux bailed out. The boat 
spun around and hit a rock, knocking the bear 
back into the water.)

day trips

The Waco Mammoth Site tells an amazing story of the prehistoric ele- 
phant’s natural parenting instincts. Although not currently open to the pub- 
lic, the site is being considered for inclusion into the National Park Service. 

The archeology site is unique because it preserves a herd killed by nat- 
ural causes, and it includes adults and juveniles, says Russ Whitlock, 
superintendent of the LBJ National Historic Park and state coordinator for 
NPS. “We can learn a lot about the period from the burial site,” he says. 

Two hikers discovered the fossilized remains of the elephantlike crea- 
tures sticking out of the river bank in 1976. The site is about a five-min- 
ute drive from downtown Waco near the confluence of the Brazos and 
Bosque rivers. The city and Baylor University have purchased 50 acres 
around the bones to protect the site. 

Almost immediately after the discovery, scientists from Baylor’s 
Strecker Museum began painstakingly uncovering the remains. The events 
of that fatal day 28,000 years ago that paleontologists have pieced 
together illustrates the sometimes-heart-wrenching realities of nature. 

The Texas landscape the mammoths saw would have looked much dif- 
ferent from the rolling hills of today. It was much drier and cooler. The 
inhospitable terrain was occupied by creatures like saber-toothed tigers, 
an early ancestor of the buffalo, and possibly roving bands of humans. 

In the southern United States, herds of 20 to 50 Colombian mam- 
moths traveled in family groups. Distant relatives of the hairier woolly 
mammoths, these American cousins ranged from Alaska to southern 
Mexico and looked more like modern elephants. The Colombian mammoth 
could weigh as much as 10 tons and stand 15 feet tall at the shoulders. 
Although they were herbivores, they had enormous tusks that grew up to 
16 feet long. 

It might have been an early spring day when the herd of Waco 
Colombian mammoths wandered to the water’s edge of the Bosque River. 
The stream began rising slowly at first as a thunderstorm moved down 
the river valley. In a flash, the herd was trapped in flood waters. The rain 
turned the clay banks into a slippery muck. 

In the confusion as the mammoths tried to escape, a 55-year-old bull 
and 45-year-old female each grabbed a juvenile in their mighty tusks and 
tried to lift the youngsters out of harm’s way. As the pair struggled up the 
steep incline from the river followed by the rest of the family, the muddy 
bank collapsed and buried them all in an instant. 


So far scientists have 
found the skeletons of 24 
mammoths at the site along 
with a camellike animal. It 
is the largest concentration 
of the mammoth species 
ever found that died of natu- 
ral causes, Whitlock says. 

The NPS is working on a 
resource study for Congress 
that will determine a mis- 
sion statement for the site 
as well as its significance 
and its suitability and feasi- 
bility as a national park. The 
report is due in late 2007. 

After that, members of 
Congress can introduce a 
bill that would add the site 
to the 400 NPS properties 
around the country, or the 
president could designate it 
a national site under the 
Antiquities Act. “At best it will be 10 years or more before it opens as a 
national park,” Whitlock says. 

Texas has 14 NPS units. They are Alibates Flint Quarries National 
Monument, Amistad National Recreation Area, Big Bend National Park, Big 
Thicket National Preserve, Chamizal National Memorial, El Camino Real de 
Tierra Adentro National Historic Trail, Fort Davis National Historic Site, 
Guadalupe Mountains National Park, Lake Meredith National Recreation 
Area, LBJ National Historical Park, Padre Island National Seashore, Palo 
Alto Battlefield National Historic Site, Rio Grande Wild and Scenic River, 
and the San Antonio Missions National Historical Park. 

With a grant from Save America’s Treasures, Baylor University has 
improved security at the site, built a semipermanent cover over the bones, 
and is exploring ways to allow the public limited access. You can see a 
partial casting of the bones at the Mayborn Museum, 1300 S. University, 
in Waco. The museum is open Monday through Saturday from 10am to 
5pm and on Sunday from 1 to 5pm. Information on the museum is avail- 
able at 254/710-1110 or www.baylor.edu/mayborn.

sweeping promenade around the edges of the Mary Moody 
Northen Theatre stage, creating a human whirlpool with 
David Michael Long’s Leo moving on its fringes - against the 
tide. The character’s alienation and otherness are palpable, 
with Long making Leo so cool and prickly - even to his wife, 
Lucille - as to almost earn our disdain. But there’s purpose 
to it: His distance in the first act, when he’s tried and unjustly 
convicted of Mary Phagan’s murder, gives him a gulf to bridge 
in the second, when Lucille battles to reopen his case. 

As she swims against the current, the character of Lucille 
blooms, and in Libby Dees’ feeling and forceful performance, 
we see a woman of great resourcefulness and resolve; when 
she crashes the governor’s party and stands before him, 
immovable, she’s as steely a magnolia as Dixie ever pro- 
duced. Recognizing Lucille’s efforts on his behalf, Long’s Leo 
warms into a humbled, grateful spouse. Here, Parade shifts 
from the political to the personal, moving us with not only an 
account of injustice but a tale of love, redeemed through trial 
and sacrifice. 

This weaving together of history and drama, injustice and 
romance, is indicative of how ambitious Parade is. Its cre- 
ators strove for complexity in its depiction of setting and 
character, as Brown did in his score, layering period melodies 
into contemporary music and crafting rich, dark harmonies 
that convey the ache and tension of the time. As such, it’s 
a huge challenge for a university theatre department, even 
one employing as many experienced guest artists as St. 
Edward’s does here. Which makes it so impressive that 
everyone here appears to be in tune with Uhry and Brown. 

The company looks all of a piece in the starched collars and 
long skirts crafted by costumer Blair Hurry and moves all of 
a piece, whether executing period dance steps by choreogra- 
pher Stacey Huston or leaning in intently at Leo’s trial. And 
it surely sings of a piece, its voices marshaled by Michael 
McKelvey into a tight mass of varied musical shades. When 
individuals stand out - as when Daniel Adams launches into 
the jaded reporter’s vaudevillian critique of his town’s taste in 
news or when Quincy Kuykendall commandingly leads a chain- 


Parade

A 13-year-old girl has been murdered, her lifeless body 
discovered in the basement of the factory where she earned 
10 cents an hour putting erasers on the ends of pencils. 
Hours earlier, she’d picked up some pay from her supervisor, 
Leo Frank, who would seem the least likely of suspects - a 
reserved, cerebral engineer, almost painfully 
reticent in his dealings with others - but he’s 
also an outsider: a Brooklyn Jew in an Old 
South still stinging from its humiliating defeat 
by the Union a half-century before. And with 
an outraged Atlanta demanding a culprit, 
that’s enough to earn him their suspicion. 

You don’t have to know the facts of the Mary 
Phagan murder case to know this won’t turn 
out well. Parade establishes a mournful tone 
from the outset, with a Confederate soldier singing a solemn 
ode to the hills of his Georgia home. It - and almost every 
scene flowing from it - throbs with the deep loss suffered in 
this land and the grievance borne out of it, the sense that 
someone has to pay. And it becomes patently clear early on 
in this musical retelling of the infamous incident that in 1913 
Atlanta, that someone will be Leo Frank. 

But composer/lyricist Jason Robert Brown and book writer 
Alfred Uhry take pains to show a confluence of factors fueling 
this railroading of a stranger in a strange land: Atlanta’s devo- 
tion to its Confederate heritage, the age and innocence of the 
victim, public discontent over child labor, desire for a quick 
conviction from politicos facing re-election, a racist publisher 
promoting his own political agenda, a cynical newshound des- 
perate for a story to flog. There’s the feel here of tributaries 
coming together into a flood, its current mighty enough to carry 
away anything. And Leo Frank’s caught in the swirl of history. 

We can almost see it in the show as staged at St. Edward’s 
University. Director Ev Lunning Jr. sends his large cast in a 


gang chant or when Lanella Zotter, Kimberly Barrow, and Kate 
Eminger hauntingly sing and dance the testimony of three 
factory girls with a lascivious version of Leo - they do so in 
service of the story, making that current run a little harder, a 
little faster. 

These artists are in step. And watching them stride togeth- 
er across the stylized stars and bars that Michael Massey 
has laid down on the Mary Moody Northen stage floor - his 
set is a marvel of detailed period rooms, black-box spaces, 
and theatrical symbols of Southern life - we see a parade, a 
unified march into the past to reflect to us some measure of 
the present. - Robert Faires

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Bitten! A Zombie 
Rock Odyssey

This show is impressively bad, but it’s got one hell of 
a soundtrack. 

Several days after seeing Bitten!, an original rock musi- 
cal written by the Unbearables (a band) and produced in 
conjunction with Loaded Gun Theory (a theatre company), 

I am still singing the songs. Still chuckling over some of 
the ideas. Though ridiculously simplistic, they were excel- 
lent fodder for the stage. A zombie lover sings to his girl, 
“Though I am now undead, my feelings are still true/When 
I’m not thinking about brains, I’m thinking about you.” A 
church group, excited to see the zombies, sings, “Hip-hip- 
hooray/Three cheers for Judgment Day.” The aliens, though 
I couldn’t understand a word they said, were doing some 
funny geometric dancing. 

Yes, there are aliens and zombies and religious zealots and 
lovers in this show. Even dinosaurs and utopia. The whole 
spectrum of absurd plot devices is represented. Given how 
inanely simple the ideas are, and how absolutely excellent 
the music is, this show should have rocked. It is a self-pro- 
claimed “zombie rock odyssey.” Unfortunately, the rock was 
impaled on a stake of incompetence, and the only odyssey 
was the grotesquely long half-hour intermission. 

Watching a bad play is fun and funny, for about 20 min- 
utes. Granted, you’re laughing at it, not with it, but it is enter- 
taining nonetheless. After about 20 minutes, however, you 
begin to hope there’s no intermission (no such luck here), 
and by the time the show ends, fun has been replaced by a 
minor stomachache. 


At the performance I saw, not one actor 
blew this material out of the water. The direc- 
tion was awkward and amateurish, completely 
missing the theatrical and stylistic potential of 
the piece. The lighting design (if you can call 
it that - no designer was listed in the infor- 
mation-free program, which also neglected to 
mention dates of the show, locations of the 
show, information about the creative team, or 
anything about the band/theatre company) left 
the actors in the dark. When there were lights, 
the actors couldn’t find them. The sound 
design had the actors strapped to wireless 
microphones, yet everyone sounded like they 
were on mute. Less than half of the lyrics was 
audible. Actors forgot their lines. Lines they 
did remember were delivered with a painful 
lack of energy. The choreography would lead 
one to believe this musical must be in the 
genre of parody, but the thing with parody is 
that you have to be really damn good at some- 
thing before you start making it bad. The bad 
must be on purpose. In this case, it felt like 
the default mode. 

The backdrop was a projection screen, and the visuals 
and animation employed here were actually quite good. 
Unfortunately, the screen served the double purpose of back- 
lighting all the missed crosses, erroneous exits, and techni- 
cal confusion. At one point, an actor actually tried to hide 
behind another actor while attempting to fix his mic. (Another 
asterisk: Tyler Jones, who played head alien Xonnom, probably 
had the chops to pull off this material. Of course, we couldn’t 
hear him, so I had to gather that from his body language and 
facial expressions.) 

I would say this production is like the worst high school 
theatre, but one of the best performances I’ve ever seen was 


handed in at a public high school in Ohio. A scrawny 10th 
grader, sporting a construction-paper beard, played Tevya in 
Fiddler on the Roof, and despite the humility of his context, 
this kid had the audience on its feet. Point is, production 
quality is not the point. Brilliant writing or acting or directing 
or design can shine through anything. 

In this case, the music came through. Despite its disas- 
trous context, it forged a place for itself. With incredible 
actors, singers, directors, designers, and book writers, Bitten! 
could be the next cult classic. The Unbearables are capable 
of creating a stellar rock musical, but this particular produc- 
tion honors nothing but the band’s name. - Hannah Kenah

If you have ever watched any of the bonus 
material tacked at the end of a Pixar DVD, you’ve 
had a glimpse into the complicated world of digi- 
tal art.

WfnJ But this independence had some 
very odd results: Before they 
perfected the process, each individual strand 
of hair stood out and was distinguished from 
its animated environment, giving this character 
more of that “electrical storm” appeal than 
desired. Where the Pixar team wrestled with 
how much detail and independence a mass of 
hair needs to reflect in order to look real, Lu 
Ann Barrow’s work is a testament to what hap- 
pens when detail-oriented caution is thrown to 
the wind. Individualizing nearly every inch of her 
brilliantly colored canvases like wildly printed 
fabrics, Barrow does what an eye without the 
filtering power of the brain might do: She not 
only clarifies but highlights each blade of grass, 
every cobblestone, pebble, flower, dress, and 
wallpaper pattern, painting them in bold colors 
that excite rather than drown one another out. 
The result is like Christmas morning: With each 


ornament sparkling on the tree above a mound 
of brilliantly wrapped presents, it is difficult to 
decide where to look first. 

Looking, however, is only part of what 
Austinite Lu Ann Barrow’s work is about. 

Drawing inspiration from artists such as Henri 
Matisse, Barrow creates forms that are ideal- 
ized and stylized. The strong influence of “primi- 
tivists” such as Henri Rousseau is evident 
in Barrow’s flattened depths of field and her 
deceptively “untrained” technique. Barrow’s 
themes are stylized as well, yet Barrow breaks 
away from stereotypes as she mixes locations, 
peoples, and lifestyles from her travels and 
memories into something far more imaginary 
than typecast or attemptingly descriptive. 

In the most brilliant of her paintings, the balls 
on Barrow’s painted chenille robes and slipcov- 
ers are so gayfully textured that you want to 
reach out and touch them. Yet as you nearly do, 
the eye-popping wallpaper steals your eye only 
long enough before your gaze is drawn into the 
almost psychedelic colors of the braided rug 
that unites her dancing characters to their floor. 
Barrow’s paintings are paintings that have gone 
through, in the mind of their maker, abstraction, 
impressionism, and, as her graduate work at 
the University of Texas attests, all the academic 
genres. Yet her work, true to her roots, comes 
back without pretension to storytelling, to laugh- 
ter, and to Texas. - Nikki Moore

Watching this new film by Scorsese is 
tantamount to falling in love again with the 
brash, cinematic bad boy 
from New York City, the little 
“Italianamerican” who ele- 
vated the septic allure of the 
criminal life to something sui 
generis in Mean Streets and 
GoodFellas, the guy who made 
the pale white underbelly of 
the city talk to you in an urban 
patois that is part wiseguy, 
part Brooklynese, and never, 
ever anything less than 100% pure immigrant- 
American dreamspeak. He was (and with 
The Departed, confirms he still is) the most 
red, white, and blue filmmaker since another 
Italian-American, Frank Capra, washed up 
on Ellis Island. Which makes it all the more 
interesting that The Departed is a remake of the 2002 Chinese 
film Infernal Affairs. Working from William Monahan’s deeply lay- 
ered, immensely satisfying script, Scorsese’s film expands on the 
(already excellent) original, moving the action from the director’s 
home base to the not-dissimilar mean streets of Boston, where, to 
this day, the Irish mobs duke it out with the Johnny O’Law in a hell- 
ish jig. Here it involves the sort of cross/double-cross mind games 
that ultimately leads to a morally confounding no-man’s-land. 
DiCaprio plays Billy Costigan, a not-cop placed deep undercover in 
the Mob by his bosses (Sheen, Wahlberg) at the Massachusetts 
State Troopers in an effort to nail longtime kingpin Frank Costello 
(Nicholson). Costello, in turn, has his own, hand-groomed mole 
in the “Staties” in the form of Colin Sullivan (Damon). As The 
Departed clips along, punctuated by gunfire, bodies, and lies, 
these two become aware of each other’s machinations within their 
opposing camps, and, under extreme duress, they warily circle each 
other like blind and bloodied sharks. This is a dream cast for both 
Scorsese and the viewer, and everyone is working at the peak of 
their craft. Nicholson’s flawless performance as the increasingly 
unhinged crime boss is a marvel of manic, paranoid ruination, and 


the film’s running metaphor of rats - literal, figurative, and other- 
wise - is only too accurate. It’s this film’s interwoven storylines, 
a cat’s cradle of doubt and duplicity, that mesmerize and give 
DiCaprio and Damon the best roles they’ve ever had. Damon’s 
cunning womanizer, who eventually settles down (sort of) with a 
cop shrink (Farmiga, in the film’s only underwritten role), is riveting 
in his epithet-littered and self-righteous falsehood. And DiCaprio, 
working with the director for a third time, obliterates any remaining 
trace of Titanic’s teen-pop appeal from his resume. As Billy, he’s 
like a depth charge under immense pressure, descending deeper 
and deeper into the criminal abyss while struggling to hold on to 
his own identity. When he finally collides with his doppelganger, the 
concussion reverberates across the entire film. Scorsese doesn’t 
have much to say about the Irish mob, or how their immigrant expe- 
rience echos that of their Italian counterparts in New York, but this 
isn’t Gangs of New York, or even gangs of South Boston: It’s Them 
vs. Us, with no I to speak of. - Marc Savlov

New Reviews 

AL FRANKEN: GOD SPOKE 

D: Nick Doob, Chris Hegedus. (NR, 90 min.) 

For a film that tackles the loaded subject 
of the birth and subsequent woes of lefty 
radio semistaple Air America - as well as 
the 2004 presidential election and the 
bitter, media-sawy battlegrounds that pre- 
ceded it - this documentary from Doob and 
Hegedus is puzzling in its dearth of last- 
ing meaning. It manages to follow around 
comedian and politico Al Franken in the 
months following the dispiriting death in 
a plane crash of Sen. Paul Wellstone, D.- 
Minn., all the way through to the re-election 
of George W. Bush without managing to 
either inflame or inspire the viewer or add 
much new information to anything other 
than Franken’s already well-documented 
history. Ranging from Saturday Night Live 
clips of his canny, self-help naif Stuart 
Smalley tending to an emotionally bruised 
Al Gore to footage of run-ins with the 
likes of Fox News pundits Sean Hannity, 
Anne Coulter, and the ever incendiary Bill 


O’Reilly. The latter, while clearly working his 
own agenda, gets a lot of mileage out of 
the word “vile” when referring to Franken, 
as he did with increasing frequency in the 
wake of publication of the comic’s expose 
on the right’s media tactics, Lies and 
the Lying Liars Who Tell Them: A Fair and 
Balanced Look at the Right. The back-and- 
forth between culture-warring ideologies 
is occasionally entertaining, but more 
often than not, it’s just depressing. It’s 
even more so when taken in the context 
of everything that has come since, with a 
political polarization that seems to have 
morphed into the dominant, single-spec- 
trum, fully partisan political spectrum. 
Franken, to his credit, is well-armed with 
knowledge and the cold hard facts to back 
up his arguments (amounting, essentially, 
to the “right lies,” which is hardly a revela- 
tion these days). One notable sequence 
shows him squaring off and running circles 
around former film critic Michael Medved, 
while another, toward the end of the pic- 
ture, has Franken eating dinner with Walter 
Mondale, who offers him shrewd advice on 
a proposed senatorial bid. But nothing ever 
comes of it (at least not here), and the film 


ends, more or less, abruptly with the Bush 
White House win. Neither as adroitly funny 
as Franken’s comic routines, nor as notable 
as his conversion to the fine art of politics, 
this is a 90-minute “What If?” with no dis- 
cernible answer. - Marc Savlov

D: Michael Apted. (NR, 135 min.) 

This world-famous British series is one of 
the great achievements of the cinema, one 
that reveals the potential of an observant 
camera plus the passage of time to capture 
reality. Begun 42 years ago in 1964, the 
UK-based World in Action team gathered a 
diverse group of 7-year-olds from all over 
England and asked them questions about 
their lives and thoughts regarding the future. 
The idea, which grew from the Jesuit saying 
“Give me a child until he is 7, and I will give 
you the man” was for Seven Up! to provide 
Britons with a sense of what life would be 
like in the year 2000 when these children 
were adults and reaching the height of their 
individual powers and societal contribu- 
tions. Michael Apted, a crew member on the 
first film who has gone on to direct such 
Hollywood features as Coal Miner’s Daughter 
and The World Is Not Enough, has continued 
the series, revisiting the same individuals 
every seven years, and consequently creat- 
ing a living portrait of ... growth, atrophy, life, 
humanity. The last couple of series’ entries, 
which caught the subjects at ages 28 and 
35, found them mostly to be their first 
grownup successes and disappointments 
and gave the films a more downbeat quality 
as they recounted a succession of marital 
difficulties, parental passings, and the like. 
Now approaching the half-century mark, the 
participants at 49 seem more reflective, as 
they address new topics such as grandchil- 
dren, second homes, and career changes. 
They are also questioned about their feel- 
ings about being ongoing participants in this 
project, and the answers may be surprising 
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in this age of ubiquitous celebrity. Viewing 
49 Up does not require familiarity with the 
whole series in order to be appreciated. 
Snippets of footage of each subject through- 
out the years are included as the film seems 
to flash forward and back through each life. 
Consistencies, changes, the permutations 
of the flesh - all are fodder for the camera’s 
gaze. Life happens in front of your eyes: It’s 
sometimes fascinating, boring, revelatory, 
tedious, and compelling, but the movie cam- 
era almost seems custom-made to capture 
its essence. The films draw no definitive 
conclusions about the sum of their parts, 
although the sociological attention to class 
distinctions in the early years has given way 
to more psychological focus on individual 
development. What the series means in the 
long run is anybody’s guess; I just know I 
sleep better at night knowing it’s out there.

THE GUARDIAN

What by all rights should have been a 
typically empty Hollywood action movie 
about the explosive, adventurous lives 
of Coast Guard Rescue Swimmers, The 
Guardian turns out instead to be a surpris- 
ingly engaging character-driven picture: not 
quite Ingmar Bergman, of course, but not 
Michael Bay either. The film’s two heroes, 
Coast Guard legend Ben Randall (Costner) 
and his young hotshot protege Jake Fischer 
(Kutcher), are both gifted but damaged, the 
best in the business at saving lives but 
haunted by memories of dead friends and 
past failures, and with just the slightest 
prodding their neuroses and insecurities 
come spilling out all over the floor. In some 
ways, this film is a small triumph for both 
of the film’s stars. Costner, for one, has 
rarely been this good in recent years. He 
may not be Richard Burton, but he does 
an admirable job of shedding light on the 
conflicted soul of a hero who’s sacrificed 
his own life to save others’, and he treads 
ably enough through the movie minefield 
of ruined marriages and drunken nights 
to light on something new and resonant. 
Kutcher, usually inhuman behind a mask 
of puerile clowning, manages occasionally 
to convince us of the pain and loneliness 
bubbling just below Fischer’s veneer of 
callow arrogance. This believability comes 
and goes, and Kutcher’s still got a lot of 
work to do before he can take his seat at 
the adult’s table, but he might be on to 
something here - provided he’s willing to 
forgo his need to be adored by 12-year-old 
girls. The Guardian occasionally gets lost 
in timeworn tropes about the ennobling 
power of selflessness, but director Davis 
(The Fugitive , Holes) and writer Ron L. 
Brinkerhoff also manage to poke a few 
holes in the hero myth to show how psy- 
chologically damaging and alienating a life 
spent rescuing others can be. (Randall, 
for example, can’t remember the number 
of lives he’s saved, but he’s haunted by 
each one he’s lost.) That being said, The 
Guardian makes no bones about being 
a tribute to the Coast Guard, and in its 
weaker moments, the movie veers danger- 
ously close to promotional-video territory, 
like an extended TV commercial listing off

If you’re not afraid of the political influ- 
ence of the Christian right wing, you proba- 
bly will be after watching this fly-on-the-wall 
account of the annual Lakewood Park Bible 
Camp, a gathering for children as young as 
5, hosted by Pentecostal minister Becky 
Fischer in Devil’s Lake, N.D. Filmmakers 
Ewing and Grady ( Boys of Baraka, a SXSW 
Special Jury award winner) don’t editorial- 
ize much, but they set the events of the 
documentary against the nomination and 
confirmation of junior Justice Samuel 
Alito to the United States Supreme Court 
- a battle won in what Fischer calls the 
“culture wars” between God-fearing, “spirit- 
filled people” and secular liberals, who are 
represented in the film by Air America jock 
and practicing Methodist Mike Papantonio. 
Papantonio calls the campers “children 
soldiers for the Republican Party,” and 
it’s hard to disagree. The film follows two 
children, specifically: 12-year-old Levi is a 
bright, born leader whose homeschool les- 
sons teach that evolution is an “idea” and 
global warming “isn’t really that bad”; shy 
Rachael loves to witness and hopes to be 
a Christian manicurist when she’s older.

activities teach the evils of abortion, pro- 
fanity, and witchcraft. (“Had it been in the 
Old Testament, Harry Potter would have 
been put to death,” Fischer explains.) But 
that’s not all: The kids also salute a card- 
board standee of President Bush, whom 
Fischer says has “brought some real 
credibility” to Christian government. You’ll 
also meet Pastor Ted Haggard, who heads 
the National Association of Evangelicals, 
which has 30 million members, and who 
takes a meeting with the president and his 
advisers every Monday. (“If the evangeli- 
cals vote, they determine the election,” he 
says, simply.) Despite its pithy name, Jesus 
Camp doesn’t trivialize or exploit its child 
subjects nor their spirituality; for the most 
part, the film maintains a patient, unob- 
trusive outlook from the D.A. Pennebaker 
school. It makes clear that evangelicalism 
is legitimately attractive to children, even 
without go-karts and hiking: The kids bond, 
belong, and feel spiritually nourished. 

What has secular humanism done for 
them lately, anyway? The film also evinces 
a trust between its makers and Fischer, 
who is its primary subject; it’s not a freak 
show (think: Hell House) or an expose. It’s 
a call to arms, a call to pick sides in the 
deepening cultural, political, and spiritual 
schism between the two Americas of the 
21st century. - Marrit Ingman

Less a traditional narrative film than an often 
random-seeming collection of emotions, The 
Science of Sleep is a mess, but - and this is a 
major caveat - an endearing, beautiful, hopelessly 
honest one. Gondry isn’t content with the theatri- 
cal nuances of I’amour fou - he wants to immerse 
his characters (and by extension, the audience) 
in the real thing. He does this by reverting to a 
playful, childlike dream state, in which a lonely, 
bored everyman named Stephane (Bernal) falls for 
his new neighbor, Stephanie (Gainsbourg). Gondry 
employs all sorts of blink-and-you’ll-miss-it trickery 
in his attempt to replicate the spiraling feeling of 
falling into a new love. At times, it’s unclear if what 


we are witnessing is reality or one of Stephane’s 
(or even some other character’s) nighttime inter- 
ludes, which makes for a truly trippy moviegoing 
experience. It’s messy, confusing, painful, and 
ultimately, thanks in no small measure to the 
unfettered talents of Bernal and Gainsbourg, utterly 
rewarding.

While jokes are repeatedly used to 
cover up plot holes, the successful use of surrealist 
humor (Elvis Costello shows up for no real reason) 
compensates.

THE U.S. VS. JOHN LENNON

Keeping company with the memory of John 
Lennon is usually time well-spent, and this docu- 
mentary, which focuses mostly on the years the 
former Beatle lived in New York, is no different. 

Yet, if you expect to learn any new details about 
Lennon or the Nixon administration’s near-comical 
attempts to deport the rock icon, you’ll be sorely 
disappointed. The film uses old documentary foot- 
age and lots of talking heads to tell a story about 
the political ferment of the late Sixties and early 
Seventies and Lennon’s participation in the fray. It 
will probably be eye-opening to younger audiences 
who were not weaned on this stuff, but to boomers, 
it will probably play like a VH1 Behind the Music epi- 
sode. The messier aspects of Lennon’s life during 
this period (drug use, marital infidelity, and political 
naivete) are barely mentioned.

Inside a Broken Clock 

ELKS LODGE, THURSDAY 5-SATURDAY 7 

Tom Waits is a natural choice for theatre. His grittier fare - 
namely 1983’s Swordfishtrombones through 1999’s Mule Variations 
- is ripe for the hacking. Butchers, murder, Jesus, and cemetery 
polkas all suggest you don’t go into that barn. That’s the idea 
behind Inside a Broken Clock: A Tom Waits Peepshow. 

“The idea came out of a stoned car ride to the Valley,” says 
music director Rick McNulty. “My girlfriend [Peepshow choreographer 
Ellen Stader] and I were listening to Rain Dogs, since we’re both 
huge fans, and between us we thought we could produce a kid’s 
show of Tom Waits music. But once we began working on a script 
and directing numbers, we couldn’t help slip in lurid and vile jokes.” 

McNulty moved to Austin 10 years ago after “having spent a 
disgraceful amount of time on the indie rock circuit in Chicago.” 
When he decided to trot out the Waits production for friends, the 
response was overwhelming. 

“We added in some vaudeville, some potty-mouthed puppets, 
some burlesque,” McNulty says. “When you support that with a 
live soundtrack of Tom’s twisted genius, you attract hundreds of 
freaks. People begged us to be in the show. If we couldn’t accom- 
modate them, they then begged to see the show.” 

This year McNulty heads the No Salvation Army Band, a group 
of “ragtag local musicians and ne’er-do-wells,” including tuba play- 
er Dave Sokol, who’s played with Levon Helm; ringmaster Shane 
Kullberg, who plays in Mouse About and Nano & the Afternoons; 
Tim Girardot, leader of local burlesque troupe Kitty Kitty Bang 
Bang’s house band; and singer Ken Burchenal, part of the jazz-noir 
juggernaut Bellevue Jubilee. Last year’s six shows were all sell- 
outs, but this time a limited number of tickets will be available at 
the door. “We had no idea there were this many Tom Waits fans in 
Austin,” McNulty says. “This town is filthy with them.” Visit 
www.brokenclockcabaret.com for more info.

Q. I have two children, a demanding job, and 
migraine headaches. My doctor thinks something I 
eat is triggering these headaches and wants me to 
do some experimenting with my diet to see if I can 
find out what it is, but I just don’t have the time or 
the motivation to do what he describes. Are there 
easy ways to find out which foods could he giving 
me such misery? 

A. I assume that your doctor is advising you 
to try an “elimination and challenge” diet. This 
diet is the best way in deciding whether a spe- 
cific food is implicated in your headaches, but it 
is a lengthy process and may take two to three 
months to achieve clear results. It involves strict 
elimination of the most common foods in your 
diet for several weeks, in addition to avoiding 
foods with additives and preservatives (see “To 
Your Health,” Feb. 20, 2004). It is not an easy 
diet since it requires eating virtually all of your 
meals at home with food you have prepared 
from fresh ingredients. 

The best alternative to an elimination-and- 
challenge diet, though far from ideal, is a blood 
test to detect antibodies to specific foods. This 
can now be done easily at home and is relatively 
inexpensive, less than $160 to test 12 com- 
mon foods. The blood is collected from a finger 
prick, mailed by regular surface mail to the 
laboratory, and results are available in a couple 
of weeks. This service is available from Direct 
Laboratory Services Inc. (800/908-0000) with- 
out physician’s orders. If you need Medicare or 
other medical insurance coverage, you will need 
a physician’s orders for the test. 

The results are easy to interpret: The foods 
with the highest antibody levels are the foods 
you suspect most. Once you have this list 
of suspect foods, you have two options on 
how to proceed. One option is to eliminate 
the most suspect foods for a week then add 
back one of these foods each day to see if it 
produces a headache. This is a lot like the 
elimination-and-challenge diet, except that it is 
not necessary to eliminate all common foods, 
so it is much easier to manage. Be prepared to 
do without one or more of your favorite foods 
for a long time because often the foods we eat 
regularly are the culprits. The silver lining is 
that problem foods can often be reintroduced 
into your menu in a few months as long as you 
have them only occasionally. 

The second option is appropriate if you 
find that one of the foods you need to elimi- 
nate is present in just about everything you 
eat. Foods like wheat, milk, corn, and some 
others are routinely used in many foods and 
are extremely difficult to avoid. If you have 
elevated antibodies to one of these foods and 
can’t manage a meticulous elimination diet, 
digestive enzymes can help you break down 
this food into smaller particles that your body 
will no longer react to. You will probably find 
a wide variety of digestive enzymes at local 
health-food stores.

You may find 
that a tablespoon of acidic liquid (lemon juice 
or apple cider vinegar) before your meal also 
helps some people with digestion. 

Removing even some of the foods that have a 
negative impact on your health will reduce your 
total stress burden and could get rid of your 
migraine headaches.

DO I NEED A LAWYER TO 
CHANGE MY NAME LEGALLY? 

I want to change my name. Is it easy to do? Do I have 
to get a lawyer to do it? 

There are lots of reasons why someone might consid- 
er changing their name. Whether someone has a family 
situation that necessitates the change (divorce, adop- 
tion, etc.), wants to make a statement (remember 
the basketball player “World B. Free”), or just wants 
to sound cool (i.e., the long list of celebs who have 
changed their names), they’ll need to get permission 
from a court to do so. Texas law does not, however, 
require someone to hire a lawyer in order to legally 
change his or her name. 

In Texas, an adult who wants to change his or 
her name must file a petition requesting a change 
of name in the county where the adult resides. The 
petition filed with the court must include basic 
information about the person requesting the name 
change (name, sex, race, date of birth, driver’s license 
number, Social Security number, and criminal his- 
tory), the new name being requested, the reason the 
change in name is requested, and whether the person 
has ever been convicted of a felony. A legible copy of 
the adult’s fingerprints must also be provided. 

The court will grant the request if it finds the change 
of name is in the best interests of the person and the 
state. The person seeking the name change can then 
apply to the clerk of the court for a change of name 
certificate for a $10 fee. The certificate serves as proof 
of the name change. 

Keep in mind that a person does not have an 
absolute right to have his or her name changed. A 
court may deny a request for a name change if it 
believes the request is designed to allow the person 
making the request to avoid creditors, hide from a 
checkered criminal past, or commit a fraudulent act. 
On the other hand, it is fairly easy for an adult to 
have his or her name legally changed if the request 
is made in good faith. There are also some addi- 
tional requirements to comply with when trying to 
change the name of a child. Check out Chapter 45 of 
the Texas Family Code (tlo2.tlc.state.tx.us/statutes/ 
fa.toc.htm) for more information regarding name 
changes in Texas.

BAD KNOCK SENSOR ISN'T 


EMERGENCY BUT SHOULD BE FIXED 

Dear Tom and Ray: 

I have a 1999 Subaru Outback that I love 
very dearly. Last week, the engine light came 
on, so I took it to my very reputable mechanic. 
He referred me to the dealer, because my “ knock 
sensor ” was off. He warned me that this would 
be expensive to fix. Since I am quite poor, I am 
wondering if this is a critical repair. What is a 
knock sensor? Thanks. - Edith 

RAY: The knock sensor, as the name 
strongly implies, senses when there’s a 
knock occurring in your engine. 

TOM: And it signals the computer to yell, 
“Come in!” 

RAY: That’s awful. Engine knock is also 
known as pre-ignition. It’s when the gaso- 
line in a cylinder detonates before it’s sup- 
posed to. It can happen if you have fuel 
with too low an octane rating, if the engine 
is running hot or the outside temperature is 
very high, or if the engine is traveling under 
a heavy load - like climbing a hill or acceler- 
ating hard with a couple of mothers-in-law 
in the back. 

TOM: Pre-ignition is bad for the engine. 
If those extra explosions are allowed to con- 
tinue over time, they can do damage. The 
knock sensor alerts the engine-management 
computer that knock is occurring, and the 
computer then retards the ignition timing to 
correct for it. 

RAY: So the answer is that you should fix 
this, especially since you love the car and 
presumably plan to keep it for the long haul. 
It’s not an emergency. It’s not something 
you need to rush out and do today, Edith, 
but it’s something you should fix as soon as 
you can. 

TOM: The other reason to fix it is that, 
until you do fix it, your “check engine” light 
will stay on. You might say: “Big deal. I don’t 
care if that little light stays on.” But here’s 
the problem: If the engine develops another 
malfunction, you’ll never know, because your 
engine warning light is already on. You’ll 
assume it’s on because of the knock sensor, 
and you might miss something important. 

RAY: So I’d get it fixed, Edith. It should cost 
you about $200. That’s not cheap, but these 
sorts of repairs are the cost of owning a car, 
and you have to expect them occasionally.
